v^ Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 

The delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention were called to order 
by President Charles H. Moyer at 10 :00 a. m. 

George A. Hally, president of the Colorado State Federation of Labor, was 
then introduced and rendered an address of welcome to the delegates assembled 
and explained the form of organization that exists among the various craft 
organizations in Denver, which was received with applause. 

W. A. Alger, president of the Trades and Labor Assembly, was introduced 
to the delegates in behalf of the Trades and Labor Assembly, and urged harmony 
and solidarity among the delegates in their deliberations and was met with 
unanimous applause. 

"^ Edwin V. Brake, State Labor Commissioner of Colorado, was then intro- 

duced, and also delivered a lengthy address of welcome to the assembled delegates, 
amid applause, and in well chosen words stated his position regarding labor and 
his efforts in behalf of the Western Federation of Miners in having the state of 
Colorado restitute or compensate the Federation for the wrongs inflicted on the 
organization during the reign of Peabody in Colorado^; also stated his efforts in 
behalf of making the mines as safe 'as possible and preventing the carelessness of 
the mine owners in slaughtering men in the southern coal fields by enforcing the 
labor laws that are upon the statute books of the state of Colorado, especially 
the factory act, to better the conditions of those who labor. He was greeted with 
renewed applause. 

Wm. H. Leonard, who represented the Socialist party of the state of Colo- 
rado, was then introduced, and in behalf of the Socialist party delivered an 
address of welcome, which was received by applause from the assembled delegates. 

President Moyer thanked the speakers in behalf of the delegates in a short 
address, which was received with applause. 

The following Credentials Committee was appointed by President Charles H. 
Moyer: Rupert Bulmer, Rossland M. U. No. 38; Hugh McLaughlin, Butte M. 
U. No. 1 ; H. A. Allen, Silverton M. U. No. 26 ; Phillip A. Lee, Tonopah M. U.

The convention adjourned until 3 :00 p. m.

MORNING SESSION. 

The convention was called to order by President Moyer at 9 a. m. and the 
report of the Credentials Committee read as follows : 

Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 

Fellow Delegates— We, your Committee on Credentials, beg leave to report 
that we have examined the credentials of the delegates and compared them with 
the books and find that the following are entitled to seats in the convention, ex- 
cept Brothers P. W. Flynn and T. J. Booher of Butte Miners' Union No. 1, as 
charges are pending against them, and we recommend that the convention act on 
the charges immediately after it is organized, and we recommend that the balance 
of tlie Butte delegation cast the entire Butte vote until the charges are disposed of. 

In the case of Mapleton vs. Mitchell, of Globe Miners' Union No. 60, we 

mmend the same course be pursued. 

We recommend that the application of the Ladies' Auxiliary be referred to 
the Constitution Committee with recommendation that the constitution be revised 
so as to seat the same.

Moved and seconded that the report of the committee be adopted. 

Brother P. W. Flynn requested information from the Credentials Committee 
as to what part of the constitution disqualified members whom charges were 
pending against. 

Rupert Bulmer, chairman of the Credentials Committee, replied to the same 
by quoting Sec. 6, Art. 3. 

Delegate Bunny, member of- the Credentials Committee, also replied to the 
question, stating that the committee did not believe that the member under 
charges had the right to vote on the disposition of such charges. 

Brother P. W. Flynn replied to the same, claiming an injustice was being 
done him by those who sat upon his case. 

Brother Thomas Booher took the floor regarding the same and quoting the 
constitution on the duties of the Executive Board, claimed that the Executive 
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Board had acted illegally in the appeal trial of J. C. Lowney vs. himself and 
P. W.-Flynn. 

Brother John Mitchell requested information as to the disposition of his 
votes pending action of appeal in his case, and was replied to by Brother Hugh 
McLaughlin, member of the Credentials Committee. 

Executive Board Member Lowney took the floor and denied voting on the 
appeal of Lowney vs. Flynn and Booher. 

Brother Hugh McLaughlin rose to a point of order, which was sustained 
by the chair, and Brother Lowney was instructed to confine his remarks to the 
question before the house. 

Brother John Mitchell rose to a point of order and was sustained by the 
chair. 

Brother J. A. Jones rose for a question of information and Brother H. A. 
Allen replied to the same on behalf of the Credentials Committee. 

Brother A. M. Fluent moved as an amendment to strike out recommenda- 
tions of committee in regard to the matters pertaining to Brothers Flynn, 
Booher and Mitchell. 

Brother A. M. Fluent then spoke to question and quoted Sec. 4, Art. 2, as 
to eligibility of delegates. 

Brothe? Rupert Bulmer, chairman of committee, replied to same and read 
resolutions placed in the committee's hands by order of the Executive Board, as 
follows :

''Appeals of Brothers Flynn and Booher of No. 1 read, wherein they appeal 
from the decision of the Executive Board in the case of Lowney vs. Booher and 
Flynn, which had been appealed by Brother Lowney from No. 1 to the Board. 

"Moved by Clough, seconded by Tresidder, that we, the Executive Board, 
protest the seating of Brothers Flynn and Booher as delegates in the 17th Annual 
Convention until their appeal has been heard and finally settled by the conven- 
tion. Motion carried. Davidson and Hutchinson recorded as voting 'No.* "

"Resolution by Executive Board to Credentials Committee. 

"Appeal of Brother Mapleton of Globe Miners' Union read, wherein he 
appeals from the findings of the Globe Miners' Union in the case of Mapleton 
vs. Mitchell. 

"Moved by Davidson, seconded by Jinkerson, that the action of the Globe 
Miners' Union in this case be sustained. ' 

"Moved by Mahoney, seconded by Tracy, that the matter be referred to the 
17th Annual Convention. 

"Moved by Clough, seconded by Lowney, as an amendment, that we recom- 
mend that Delegate Mitchell be not seated till his case has been heard. Amend- 
ment carried. 

"Motion as amended put and carried. Hutchinson and Davidson voting 
'No.' " 

Brother M. J. O'Connor asked the question if this was a deliberative body, 
and spoke on question. 
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Brother Hugh McLaughlin, member of committee, then spoke to question and 
replied to same. 

Brother John Mitchell then took the floor and requested the right to dispose 
of his votes at his own discretion. 

Executive Board Member Hutchinson then spoke on question before the 
house in support of motion, and, on being called to order by chair, appealed to 
the house from decision of the chair. On a rising vote being taken it was shown 
60 for sustaining the chair and 40 against. Chair sustained. 

Executive Board Member Hutchinson again took the floor in support of 
amendment before the house. 

Brother Harper rose to a point of order and was sustained by the chair. 

Brother Hugh McLaughlin rose to a question of information. 

Brother Hutchinson continued his remarks. 

Brother Rupert Bulmer took-the floor and replied to same, quoting Roberts' 
Rules of Order regarding charges against a member of a deliberative body. 

Brother Owen McCabe took the floor and spoke on the question. 

Brother John Mitchell asked for reading or resolution from Board, and 
same was read by chairman of Credentials Committee. 

Brother John Mitchell again took the floor, asked if there had been an appeal 
made by Brother Mapleton to the convention. 

Vice-President Mahoney replied to same and spoke to question. 

Brother John Mitchell again took the floor, claiming an injustice had been 
done him by the Executive Board. 

Brother Thomas Booher took the floor on question. 

Brother H. A. Allen rose to a point of order and was sustained by the chair. 

Brother B. Lindsay took the floor in support of amendment. 

Brother M. L. Tompkins was granted the floor and spoke to the question 
before the house in support.

REPORT OF CHARLES H. MOYER 

PRESIDENT W. F. M. 

to the 

Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western Federation of Miners 



Denver, Colorado, June 12, 1909. 

To the Seventeenth Annual Convention, Western Federation of Miners: 

1. Gentlemen — ^In conformity with the constitution it again becomes my duty to 
submit an annual report, and in so doing, I shall endeavor to confine myself to what I 
consider the most important matters which have transpired since the Sixteenth Annual 
Convention. Such suggestions and recommendations as I may make shall, I trust, 
receive careful consideration, and if they have merit, that they receive favorable action 
at your hands. 

2. You are to be the sole judges of all questions coming before this Convention, 
and shall finally determine on what shall go before the general membership for their 
consideration. It may not be amiss for me to call your attention to the fact that the 
eyes of our enemies will be continuously upon you during this session. No opportunity 
will be overlooked by them to misrepresent your words and actions. They will not 
only take advantage of your mistakes in outlining their policy to meet you on the 
industrial field, but will go among those you represent exaggerating and distorting 
with the hope of creating dissension in our ranks. You should remember that not only 
those outside our organization will resort to these tactics, but on the inside there will 
be ever those found on the alert grasping every opportunity to poison the minds of our 
membership; therefore, it behooves the delegates in this Convention, both fndividually 
and collectively, to guard well their utterances, and recognizing the great responsibility 
which rests upon them, present to our membership and the world at large an example of 
solidarity which will challenge the success of those whose every effort is exerted 
toward our disruption. 

3. The year just past, in my opinion, has been one of the most remarkable in the 
history of the Western Federation of Miners. While it is true that almost continuously 
since the day we were organized we have been forced to engage in conflict with the em- 
ployer in order to maintain some semblance of justice, still such conflicts were confined to 
certain parts of our jurisdiction and waged in an endeavor to regulate working condi- 
tions, but the battle during the year last past has been general, developing into a 
struggle for individual existence. Thousands of our brothers have been thrown out of 
employment, making it impossible for them to meet their financial obligations to their 
respective locals; the unorganized have been idle, making it difficult for them to 
afliliate with our organization; forces which I have referred to both within and outside 
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of the organization have labored diligently to check our progress; still in the face of 
all opposition, as will be shown by the report of your Secretary-Treasurer, we come 
into the Seventeenth Annual Convention with an increase of several thousand members. 
When the Sixteenth Annual Convention adjourned there was an outstanding indebted- 
ness against your organization of more than seventy-five thousands of dollars; today 
the Western Federation of Miners owes no man a dollar, so that I again say that taking 
into consideration the multifarious obstacles with which we have had to contend, that 
the past twelve months stand unparalleled in our history, and I unhesitatingly say that 
those in our ranks who are today complaining have no foundation for their position, 
and are only doing so to create strife and dissension to the end that their personal 
spite or ambition may be gratified. 

4. As for myself, I turn over to you the office which was entrusted to me by the 
majority of the delegates in the Sixteenth Annual Convention, conscious of having done 
my full duty as I was given to understand it, with no regrets or excuses to offer for a 
single act performed during thfe entire term. The Western Federation of Miners is now in 
your hands, free from financial obligations, and with a membership equal to that of any 
time in the past, and it is now for you to outline a policy and submit the same to our 
membership which will, in your opinion, be for the best interests, not only of our 
membership, but the working class in general. I fully realize that there will be 
diverging ideas advanced by different delegates as to the position that our organization 
should occupy, both in the industrial and political fields, and I trust that I may be 
excused if I again advise, as I did one year ago, that we take advantage of our years of 
experience. If we have made mistakes let us bear them in mind in outlining our plan 
for the future. If we have undertaken to do certain things in the interest of the 
working class and failed, but still believe that we were right, let us apply sound reason- 
ing in order to determine the cause of such failure, and after so doing apply the remedy 
and unitedly push onward until we have reached the desired goal. 

5. There are few who take an active interest in the labor movement today but 
who realize that there is something defective in the plan or principles advocated by the 
majority of organizations, and I am pleased to find by coming in contact with many of 
those who have been honestly seeking to discover the weak points in their policy that 
they finally agree that the principles advocated by the Western Federation of Miners 
must become general if labor shall ever wrest from the employing class that which is 
rightfully theirs. Labor, as it is organized today, is not united. While the individual 
member may be what is known as a good union man, his card may show him at all times 
in good standing, he may respond to the strike order of his organization and witness 
the suffering of those who are dear tp him, still, despite all this, he — with his organiza- 
tion — ^goes down to defeat, his name is placed on the black list and, tramping the road 
or beating the train looking for another master, he wonders why he and the other 
brothers who never faltered, who stood nobly by the banner of unionism until the last, 
should have failed in their efforts. He fails to realize that he and the few hundreds or 
thousands of others were left to fight the battle alone. True, the man working beside 
him for the same employer, but belonging to a different craft or industry, was a good 
union man; although he would have struck if his individual interests, as he understood 
them, were at stake, he could see no reason why he should sacrifice his position in 
order that his fellow worker should secure justice. And here we have the defect in 
the construction of organized labor — the laws and rules adopted compelling one organi- 
zation to assist the employer in defeating the other. Two wage workers may be 
employed on a locomotive engine, both members of organized labor. The conditions 
under which one is compelled to labor become unbearable; he rebels and discontinues 
work; a non-union man is installed in his place. The other union man feels sorry; he 
trusts his fellow unionist may be successful in compelling the corporation to grant him 
better conditions; he may contribute financial support; but he remains at his post. 
He in many instances performs extra labor; he not only works with the * non-union 
man, but assists him in becoming acquainted with his work, and by so doing furnishes 
the employer with the weapon that finally forces his brother unionist to his knees, 
defeated, and pleading to be permitted to return to work under such conditions as the 
employer may dictate. This is only one example, and is not confined to the engine, 
but to every other industry where labor is organized along craft lines, and the identity 
of interest of the working class is not recognized by the workers themselves. If "in 
union there is. strength," then the working class must be brought to realize that only 
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through the most convplete unity can they expect to organize an industrial army that 
will prove invincible; they must be educated to understand that united action to be 
successful means the joining together in its fullest sense every man and woman whose 
condition in life compels them under the present system to sell their labor to another. 
When so united and realizing that regardless of what their position may be as wage- 
workers, they belong to that class and recognize . that an injury to one is the 
concern of all, then, and then only, will organized labor be in a position to enforce its 
just demands. Labor, industrially organized, ready to fall in line when the order is 
given, will serve notice on the employer that the day of his refusal to treat with his 
employes because they reserve the right to affiliate with organized labor is past, and to 
refuse to do so will not only bring him face to face with every worker in his employ, 
regardless of the occupation he may fill, but that organized labor in, its entirety will 
rise up as one man, and in no uncertain way insist that he shall do so. 

6. In my report to the Sixteenth Annual Convention I referred to the educational 
work in which your organization had taken an important part and advised that the 
same be continued, which has been done during the year, the Miners' Magazine, your 
official organ, having at all times advocated the principles of industrial unionism and 
independent political action of the working class, as have also the members of your 
Executive Board. Personally, I have overlooked no opportunity to present my 
views to workers when coming in contact with them as individuals or at gatherings 
when it has been my privilege to address them, and I feel confident that I make no 
mistake when I say to you that the efforts of your organization have not been in vain. 

7. Ehiring the past year the foundation has been laid for the federation of the 
many transportation organizations, and the great army of workers in the building trades 
throughout the United States and Canada have come together and organized a depart- 
ment. There can be but one reason for this, and that is that they are coming to 
realize the impotency of the craft idea, and that they must recognize their identity 
of interest as does the employing class, if they expect to succeed. I am not one to 
argue that organized labor because it has pursued a different policy from that which I 
advocate has been of no benefit to the working class of this country and that it had 
best disband. The mere fact that a number of employees come together and agree 
to act collectively is a warning to the employer that they may rebel, and should they 
do so, his profits would suffer. Organized labor has fought many determined battles, 
and the result can best be determined by a comparison of conditions of the workers 
in organized and unorganized districts. We need but to visit the great northern 
mineral states, where thousands of unorganized are toiling hundreds of feet below the 
surface for a mere pittance of thirty-five to forty dollars per month. Going from there 
into the state of Montana, we find the wage-workers following the identical occupation, 
receiving not less than three dollars and a half per day. This is not confined to the 
mining industry, but wherever the workers have been united and the employers com- 
pelled to treat with them collectively, we find a higher standard of conditions. 

8. Many of our strongest advocates today for industrial organization have been 
determined workers and believers in the craft idea, but the great school of experience 
has taught them that there is something wanting, and that something is the failure of 
the workers to recognize their class interests and that to successfully protect that 
interest they must unite, both in the industrial and political field, strike as one man, 
if to strike be necessary, and cast their ballots as they strike. But an economic or 
political movement can go no faster than those who must necessarily become a part of 
the same in order to secure its success are educated to understand its principles, and 
this should be one of the missions of the Western Federation of Miners in the future, 
as it has been in the past. Organize and educate, not vilify and disrupt. Converts are 
not made for a cause by force and abuse. It is much easier to educate your friends 
than your enemies, and if your principles are sound, they must and shall prevail, and 
in presenting them to others, we must always bear in mind that they may be honest in 
their convictions as we are in ours, and above all, are entitled to the same privileges 
as we reserve for ourselves. 

9. And I again feel it my duty to warn the delegates in this Convention and 
our general membership against undertaking the impossible. An effort to launch a gen- 
eral industrial movement at this time as proposed by some, can, in my opinion, meet but 
one fate — that of complete failure — as has our former attempt. While, as I have said, the 
sentiment toward industrial unionism is rapidly crystallizing, yet it has not reached the 
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proportions that it must to promise success, and I sincerely trust that our organiza- 
tion, profiting by past experience, will realize that it is doing its full duty to the 
working class should it be successful in organizing and educating the great army of 
unorganized in. the mining industry and preparing them to take their places in the pro- 
gressive army at the opportune time. 

10. Seven years ago your delegates in convention declared for a policy of inde- 
pendent political action of the working class, for which they were roundly condemned 
by the politicians, and the idea of injecting politics in the organized labor movement 
menaced such disaster in the opinion of the so-called labor leaders that the warning 
went forth that to do so meant nothing less than disruption; but six years later we 
find President Samuel Gompers and many others prominent in the labor movement not 
only indorsing political action, but urging organized labor to march in one solid phalanx 
to the polls and cast their ballots to the end that the industrial rights and liberties of 
which labor has been shorn shall be restored and safeguarded in the future. Mr. 
Gompers, in his report to the Twenty-eighth Annual Convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, calls attention to the fact that for years the toilers have asked legislation 
of congress and the state legislatures which these law-making bodies could grant, and 
that each and all of these requests have been denied. Mr. Gompers enumerates many 
of the laws prayed for and refused until finally labor is compelled by conditions which, 
using his own language, "outlaws organized labor and lays the working class liable to 
prosecution and imprisonment if they even exercise their normal and natural functions 
to collectively secure their personal rights." Among the many abuses of the laws 
which are supposed to equally protect all citizens, he lays particular stress upon that 
of the injunction writ, which he claims has been used to forbid the exercise of free 
speech, a free press, freedom of assembly and the right of petition. The interpretation 
of the law by the judiciary in the interest of the employing class is not limited to recent 
decisions such as Mr. Gompers has referred to, but has been going on for years, but 
finally striking close to home, has aroused Brother Gompers and his associates, forcing 
them to acknowledge that their years of supplication for justice have been in vain, 
and that the only weapon which will force capitalism to surrender is the ballot in the 
hands of an aroused working class. 

11. In passing, I desire to call your attention to the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in a case taken before that tribunal by your organization, entitled 
"Charles H. Moyer, Plaintiff in Error, versus James H. Peabody, Sherman M. Bell and 
Bulkley Wells." This action was brought by the plaintiff for the purpose of deter- 
mining the right of a governor of the state to deprive a citizen of his liberty without 
due process of law. The court, in passing, says, first, that the governor has the power 
to declare the state or any part of it in a state of insurrection, and after so doing, no 
court may inquire as to his acts. It matters not that the courts in the affected district 
may be performing their functions, it matters not that the constitution of the United 
States informs us that in all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right of 
a speedy and impartial trial by an unprejudiced jury in the district and state wherein 
the crime shall have been committed, which district shall have been previously ascer- 
tained by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation, be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him, to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance of counsel for his defense. Regard- 
less of these securities for personal liberties, the court says that one man in a state, 
simply because he has been selected by a majority of its citizens to represent them in 
an oflacial capacity, may at his pleasure deprive them of their liberty; that he may 
confine them in such place as he may select and under such conditions as may satisfy 
him personally. This is not all: While we have been taught that the taking of human 
life is the most horrible crime that a man can commit against society, and that if found 
guilty beyond a question of doubt his life may pay the forfeit, yet the law is supposed 
to throw around him every safeguard. In the eyes of the law he is innocent until 
found guilty by a fair and impartial jury; that he shall have his day in court, be con- 
fronted by his accuser, and that the evidence against him must satisfy the jury of his 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt before he can be convicted, but the interpretation of 
the constitution and law by our Supreme Court, in language that cannot be misunder- 
stood, says that the governor — one man in a state — may kill persons at his will; or, 
in other words, that he may constitute himself the judge, jury and executioner, and 
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that no power on earth shall have the authority to inquire as to the justification of 
his acts. This, gentlemen, is not only the law in Colorado today, but applies in every 
state, territory and district within the confines of the United States. One man holds 
the lives of thousands in his hands. He may with the power vested in him under this 
decision, over the protest of the civil authorities, over the protest of the citizens of 
the country, and at the request of a few individuals or on his own initiative, declare 
any part of the state or territory in a state of insurrection. Under this declaration he 
may summarily execute those who stand in his way or in the way of those whom he 
may represent. He may cause to be dragged from their homes and families not only 
union men who may be on strike, but any citizen, and, without charge, without trial, 
confine him in a dungeon for an indefinite length of time, laughing at the order of the 
court should they undertake an inquiry, for he is armed with the law and the power at 
his command to enforce it. 

12. It is inconsistent, to say the' least, to hear the working class condemning the 
courts, railing at the national and state administrations when they, by their ballots 
have placed them in power, knowing full well that to do so means a perpetuation of the 
same conditions. The great army of wage-workers in this country have it in their 
power, not by physical force, but by united exercise of their franchise, to bury forever 
a system under which one man under the guise of law may take human life, under 
which a judge on the bench may issue an order such as Mr. Gompers says deprives 
labor of its rights to even ask for justice. Labor must be aroused to realize this power, 
and it is encouraging indeed to know that the United Mine Workers of America, one 
of the most powerful organizations of labor in this country, through the following 
resolution adopted by their Twentieth Annual Convention, has taken a progressive 
stand and declares in no uncertain way that labor is entitled to the full social value 
of that which it produces: 

Whereas, In the light of industrial depression that has haunted America for more 
than a year, millions of willing workers have been forced into voluntary idleness, 
thereby denied access to the means of life, and 

Whereas, Many of those who are victims of this industrial depression have, in self- 
preservation, become infractors of law, and 

Whereas, A class of profligate rich who scarcely know the limits of their wealth, 
are co-existent with the countless thousands whose poverty is directly attributed to 
their failure to find some owner of the means of production to employ them, and 

Whereas, The denial of the opportunity to the willing workers to engage in useful 
labor springs from the fact that the means with which the necessaries of life are pro- 
duced are owned and controlled by private individuals who are not necessarily factors 
in the field of wealth production, but whose only functions are to profit by the activity 
of the working class so long as the market can be found where the product of the 
worker can be disposed of, and 

Whereas, The workers receive in the form of wages only a small share of what 
their labor power, with the aid of machinery, creates, thus preventing them from buying 
back out of the market the equivalent of what they have produced, necessarily causing 
a glutted market; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the United Mine Workers of America, in annual convention 
assembled, recognize and declare for the necessity of a public ownership and operation 
and a democratic management of all those means of production and exchange that are 
collectively used that every man and woman willing and able to work can have free 
access to the means of life and get the full social value of that they produce. 

13. The above resolution shows that within the ranks of the organized workers 
the seed is being sown that is arousing the workers from their lethargy, and bringing 
them to realize that the boasted liberty of the American citizen is a thing of the past 
and that they alone can reclaim it. The United Mine Workers will fall in line; let 
the Western Federation of Miners take no backward step, but reaffirm their policy of 
education and an aggressive campaign along the lines of independent political action 
and industrial unionism. 

14. I would also recommend that your incoming Executive Board, whenever the 
revenue will permit, place men in the field who are well informed on these vital ques- 
tions and, in addition to your official organ, that all literature possible bearing on the 
same be distributed among the workers.

ORGANIZATION. 

15. The work of organizing during the term has been difficult, owing to the fact 
that in many parts of our jurisdiction the mines have failed to operate and locals forced 
to disband; but taking into consideration the condition of the ihdustry, the results from 
the efforts of your Executive Board and the organizers have not been discouraging, 
there having been granted more than thirty charters during the year. The problem of 
organizing the workers in the northern and southern mineral states has ever been 
before your organization, and at times has seemed a hopeless task; but I have always 
contended that these men could be brought into our organization if we were in a 
position to finance an aggressive campaign among them. The importance of organizing 
the miners of Michigan, Minnesota and Missouri must be apparent to all, and while 
our resources have been limited during the year, we have put forth such efforts as 
were possible with the results that the foundation has been laid in the state of Michigan 
which promises success. Several charters have been placed and a live sentiment 
aroused which must be taken advantage of to the end that a proximate of twenty 
thousand workers employed in the mining industry of that state may be enrolled undei* 
the banner of our organization. Owing to the fact that these men have been dormant 
for years, making no effort to better their condition, a lack of knowledge of the labor 
movement is found which can only be overcome by a persistent policy of education. 
It is useless to organize a small number of these men and leave them alone, as they 
are not familiar with the work, and the union becomes defunct; those who took part 
are discouraged, lose interest and generally refuse to make any further effort. There- 
fore, if we ever expect to succeed in these districts, we must have able representatives 
continuously among them; we must distribute literature in the different languages so 
that the objects and policies of our organization may be understood, and I earnestly 
recommend that this Convention provide ways and means to carry on this work. This 
policy must be applied in the other districts I have mentioned, and if successful, fifty 
thousand members should be added to our ranks. 

16. It is strange, yet encouraging, to see the unorganized workers striking to 
enforce better conditions, as they have lately in the state of Missouri. As I expected, 
their efforts resulted in complete failure, still it has shown them how helpless they are 
in their unorganized condition, and the lesson taught is already evident in the south- 
eastern part of that state. 

17. It is not pleasant to report failure or to point out defects in our organization, 
yet I feel it my duty to call your attention to the unorganized condition in many of the 
districts where we have been established for years, in order that they may receive 
your serious consideration. In various places the opposition of employers has 
made progress difficult, while in some, after diligent inquiry, I find other reasons which 
can and must be remedied; prominent among them is the prejudice existing among the 
different nationalities. In the mine, mill and smelter are found working side by 
side from all parts of the world, speaking many different languages, their interest as 
wage- workers identical, yet when it comes to joining together in an organization for 
the purpose of protecting that interest, the question of race or tongue spoken is per- 
mitted to creep in, with the result that concerted action becomes impossible. This 
must be overcome and the workers taught to realize that regardless of country, regard- 
less of the language spoken, they must stand shoulder to shoulder in the economic and 
political movement of their class, and that failure to do so only perpetuates their 
servitude. 

18. In other places we find the foreman or shift boss active in the affairs of the 
local, and in certain places serving as officers. The rule that a man cannot serve two 
masters generally applies, and whenever I have found these influences at work in the 
union it had as well not exist. Your organization cannot afford to spend time and 
money in building up unions to be turned over to the employer in this manner, and 
while it may be argued that it is a question to be handled by the locals, the fact that 
they fail to do so makes it imperative, in my opinion, that a provision be placed in the 
general constitution governing the same, and I so recommend. 

19. Another matter along this line which I have been requested by a number 
of members to bring to your attention is the question of members holding office in 
our locals who have discontinued work in the industry and engaged in business. While 
your constitution provides that members who permanently retire from employment in 
the industry may be granted a withdrawal card, it is not compulsory; therefore, we 
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find that they continue their membership, and, being elected as secretary or president, 
the question is raised that as they are not wage workers as provided in Article 1, 
Section 1, of the Constitution, they are not eligible. The result is a division of the 
membership and the purposes for which they are organized are forgotten. While this 
may appear to be a trifling matter, it has proven to be of great consequence in certain 
parts of your jurisdiction, and I advise that it receive your careful consideration. 

20. In addition to this, during the year while those selected by the majority of 
the Sixteenth Annual Convention have been putting forth every effort in their power to 
organize and strengthen your organization, there have been those on the inside who have 
been as diligent in their determination to disorganize and disrupt. Not satisfied 
with the decision of the majority of the delegates in convention or of your member- 
ship, they have been faithful to their promise to tear down, and hesitate at nothing 
to poison the minds of our membership against your representatives, resorting to 
tactics which would bring the blush of shame to the face of the most depraved crea- 
ture on earth, boasting that their ideas must prevail or they would continue until the 
W. P. M. landed on the rocks of destruction. It is almost beyond belief that men 
can be found who will so prostitute their honor, who think so little of their obligations 
as to lend their support to a movement to assassinate an organization which has fought 
the battles for the working class as has ours, whose members have suffered the tortures 
of hell, many giving their lives that the W. F. M. might live, and I sincerely trust that 
the adjournment of this convention shall mark the parting of the ways between those 
who are true to their obligation and desire to perpetuate this organization and those 
who use their membership as a cloak to conceal their treachery. A man who violates 
his oath in the Western Federation of Miners, which is as binding as man can take, 
should be branded as a traitor and banished from the society of honorable men. 
These are some of the obstacles which have stood in the way of progress during the 
term, and which must be eliminated if our organization expects to carry on its work 
of organization and education, which are necessary to establish independence. Wo 
have among us the Judas who for a few pieces of silver sells his honor to the detect- 
ive agency. We have the scab who assists the employer in defeating us in our efforts 
to secure better conditions. The first only reports to his master what he has heard; 
the latter fights you in tbe open; but the man posing as a member of your organiza- 
tion who is found at a late hour of the night plotting your destruction, who through 
misrepresentation poisons the minds of your membership to the end that he may use 
them to advance his individual ambitions or satiate his spite, is in a class of his own 
and should be reckoned with in no uncertain way. I mention these things because 
they are facts and enter into the possibilities of organization, and taken in conjunc- 
tion with the opposition of the employer, they assist materially in impeding our 
progress. 

21. After going into the states of California, Utah and Colorado, to say nothing 
of the northern and southern mineral states, to which I have referred, and seeing the 
unorganized in our industry, the duty of every true member should be apparent. 
These three states, in which are found thousands of unorganized mill and smeltermen, 
afford a field which may well occupy the time and brain of our aggressive brethren, 
for to bring them into our ranks is a herculean task and one which requires your 
most earnest consideration. Your Executive Board, being continuously in the field, 
have been able to devote some time to unorganized districts, but as the constitution 
provides that they shall make an investigation pertaining to the conditions of each 
local and be ready at all times to answer their summons, their time has been mostly 
consumed in this work. I feel it unnecessary for me to go into further detail as to 
the many other unorganized districts in our jurisdiction. Suffice to say that the organ- 
izing of the workers in the metalliferous mining, milling and smelting industry has 
just begun, and to carry it to a successful conclusion, ways and means must be devised 
to the end that a corps of representatives may be kept in the field who are well 
equipped to render the service they are expected to perform. If this can be done for 
a period of one year, the Western Federation of Miners, by the addition to their numer- 
ical strength, unitedly adhering to an aggressive policy, will become one of the most 
powerful factors in the industrial and political field. 

22. Your organization has been fortunate in having but few strikes during the 
year, for had those who were able to secure employment been forced to discontinue, 
the result would have been disastrous. 
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23. The strike of the Douglas Island Local against the Treadwell Mining Com- 
pany, which was declared March 21st, 1908, has been continued, and the exact status 
of conditions there at this time will be laid before you by Executive Board Member 
Terzich. 

24. On August 12^th I left headquarters for Douglas for the purpose of more fully 
familiarizing myself with the situation and endeavoring to bring about an adjustment 
if possible. To this end, before my departure. I addressed a letter to Mr. F. W. 
Bradley, general manager of the Treadwell Mining Company, notifying him of my 
intended visit and soliciting a conference. This letter was mailed to Mr. Bradley's 
address at Wardner, Idaho, with the request that it be forwarded to his San Francisco 
office if he was not there. I stated to Mr. Bradley that if it was the desire of his 
company to arrive at an amicable settlement of the trouble, that it might be accom- 
plished through such conference, and that in my opinion, the conditions were such 
as to at least warrant the effort. This gentleman, who is a representative of those 
who are continuously crying that the Western Federation of Miners is at all times 
seeking trouble and therefore makes no effort to adjust differences between its mem- 
bers and their employers, by his silence serves notice that he has no desire for peace, 
and regardless of the fact that hundreds of wage workers in his employ, sincere in 
their belief that they have been unfairly dealt with by his representatives, refused 
to longer submit to the conditions imposed — says there is nothing to settle. 

25. I arrived in Douglas August 24th, remaining there until September 2nd, dur- 
ing which time I made a further effort toward bringing about a settlement by com- 
municating with Mr. Robert A. Kinzie, local superintendent, but was also informed by 
him that there was no answer to my request for a conference. After making a thorough 
investigation and believing that the position of the men in their demands for recogni- 
tion of their union, or rather that discrimination cease against their membership, was 
fully justified, it was decided to continue the strike, which has been made as effective 
as possible under the conditions. If the Treadwell Mining Company was unfair to 
organized labor on the 21st of March, 1908, it is unfair today, and I recommend that 
this convention so declare in order that its attitude may be kept fresh in the minds of 
all those who believe in justice. The Sixteenth Annual Convention recommended that 
your organization take the proper steps to secure a government inspection of the 
Treadwell mines, and pursuant to the same, the following petition was forwarded by 
all of our locals and many of the United Mine Workers to their representatives in 
both house and senate:

Dear Sir: — We submit for your perusal and respectfully ask your serious con- 
sideration of the following, firmly believing as we do the vital importance of the 
matter herein contained, not only to the mining industry of our state and nation, but 
the social welfare of those who brave dangers untold in delving in the bowels of the 
earth for the precious metals, that life, that priceless gift, may not be needlessly 
sacrificed for the enrichment of mining corporations. 

In presenting this, our petition to you as one of our representatives in congress, 
we will be as brief as possible in covering so important a matter as ptotecting those 
ignorant of the dangers which surround the miner from being a victim of mining 
companies, which, by their acts, believe (as has been stated by some mine operators) 
that "men are cheaper than timbers." 

On Douglas Island, Alaska, the Treadwell Mining Company, which, under normal 
conditions, employs on an average of fifteen hundred men, has for years lost sight of 
the necessary precautions to insure the safety of human life. Many of the men recruited 
by employment agents for this company in the Pacific coast towns are, it is true, 
aliens in our land, and not only unable to speak our language, but know absolutely 
nothing about the dangers to themselves, and to their fellow workmen as well, of 
mining. An investigation will prove that mines on Douglas Island operated by the 
Treadwell Mining Company are extremely dangerous, made so through the culpable 
negligence of this company, through a failure to supply the necessary timbers and 
safety appliances which have resulted in the loss of hundreds of lives. 
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Thotusands ol men who are mUiing for a yocatioa do, from time to time, move 
or migrate from one mining camp to another, regardless of stdte or national lines^ 
and each and every miner who assumes the ordinary risks of an undergroond worker, 
should be protected in his life and limb by the federal government, if necessary, from 
the extraordinary risks imposed on him in unsafe mines, whether that unsafe condi- 
tion be due to incompetent workers or dearth of proper timbering, safety iM;ipliances, 
or any other cause which can be removed. 

We are advised that there is no statutory law under which proceedings will lie 
for relief in this particular case, but we submit that the relation of the Treadwell 
Mining Company and the miner in this case properly comes under the relation defined 
by law as "master and servant," and we find in Bigelow on Torts, 7th edition, 
chapter XVIII, paragraph 754, in part: 

"To have and keep his premises in safe condition for the servant, and 
according to the employment, to provide and keep constantly for him safe 
ways, works, machinery, tackle, appliances, and the like and competent men, 
and none but competent men, to carry on the service with him. and this 
duty cannot be delegated, so as to exempt the master; it is personal.' 



t» 



In other authorities we find the duty of master to servant defined as follows: 

"In general, the master must use reasonable care in (1) providing and 
maintaining suitable appliances, machinery, and place to work; (2) pro- 
viding proper fellow servants in sufficient number; (3) making and promulgat- 
ing rules for the regulation oi servants and giving warning and instructions, 
especially to youthful and inexperienced employes, with reference to danger; 
(4) inspecting appliances, machinery and place to work, supervising fellow 
servants and securing the observance of rules." 

And the Supreme Court of Illinois has said: 

"If for any reason the servant did not fully appreciate the danger as, 
for instance, from mental deficiency or from inexperience, he has not consented." 
(174 III. 264.) 

And even as long ago as the dawn of the seventeenth century, Grotius, a Dutch 
Jurist, defined "equity" as "the correction of that wherein the law (by reason of its 
universality) is deficient." 

You may say to us that we should apply to the courts for relief, and if the courts 
of law do not supply an adequate remedy, the courts of equity are still open. To 
that we reply, true; if an evil affects one individual or a few individuals only, it 
would be a private wrong, and we could not expect the state to be actively inter- 
ested therein; but where an evil or wrong affects thousands of people directly, aod 
we might say the whole nation to some extent, we submit that the effect is too 
far reaching to be considered a private wrong. Hence, we ask for federal inter- 
ference, and we respectfully suggest that in case the courts of equity are unable to 
render relief in the premises, that congress shall take such steps as will create an 
industrial investigation committee, with powers to investigate the conditions in the 
mines operated by the Treadwell Mining Company, on Douglas Island, Alaska, and 
that such committee shall have power to compel the attendance of witnesses, with 
power to appoint inspectors to make personal investigations of underground mines, 
mining machinery, etc., and such other investigations as are deemed necessary to the 
end that, in the interest of life and limb, laws may be presented for passage by con- 
gress, to meet the needs of justice in this or like cases. 

26. Although two sessions of congress have passed since the above appeal for 
the protection of human life was submitted to them, no action has been taken, 
although it is in their power to enact and enforce laws in the district of Alaska which 
would put a stop to this terrible sacrifice of life. The Treadwell Mining Company 
is permitted to continue Its slaughter of our fellow workers, leaving hundreds of 
husbandless wives and fatherless children to do battle for existence under a system 
which forced their loved ones to give their lives to a soulless corporation in order 
that they might be provided with the meager necessities of life. Again labor has 
pleaded in vain to those whom they have voted into power. 
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STRIKES AND CONDITIONS IN FAIRBANKS, ALASKA. 

27. On August 12th your vice-president left headquarters for Fairbanks and the 
following are extracts from his report to me as to the conditions which he found in 
that part of the jurisdiction: 

28. "Reviewing the organization of the miners of the Tanana Valley from the 
beginning, I find that they organized on March 1st, 1907, at Cleary City, and were 
known as the United Mine Workers of the Tanana District. Organization was brought 
about in the Tanana District through the intolerable conditions which the miners 
were forced to work under, and not through th^ efforts of any one going as an organ- 
izer. They had no affiliation and were merely a local union, and in a short time had 
a membership of about thirteen hundred members. Shortly after organizing they 
declared a strike for the enforcement of the eight-hour day. Prior to this time the 
hours had been ten hours up and the wages five dollars per day and board. At the 
time the strike was called, the demands were to be five dollars a day and board for 
eight hours. While at the same time a number of the operators were paying six 
dollars a day and picking their men, and at a general meeting of the union those who 
were getting six dollars entered a protest to the five-dollar wage being made part of 
the demand, fearing that it would reduce their wages from six to five dollars, but 
were in favor of striking for six dollars a day and board, and a vote being taken, 
the same was passed, and became the demand of the union and was so submitted to 
the operators and on their refusing it the strike was called. The operators organized 
and began recruiting men from the coast towns, but met with little success. How- 
ever, as the striking miners had no backing outside of their own resources, in about 
ninety days practically called the strike off and returned to work. Shortly afterwards 
a discussion arose among the members of the Tanana Miners* Union as to the 
advisability of applying to the Western Federation of Miners for charter, and as a 
result of Uie same, communications were sent to the secretary-treasurer of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and Thomas Steffenson, who had been selected as organizer 
for the Western Federation of Miners by the Fifteenth Annual Convention, was sent 
to Fairbanks, Alaska, to .install the new organization and assist in organizing the 
district. The organization took on new life after receiving the charter of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, and built up to some extent. 

29. "On February 1st, 1908, the strike was renewed against the operators by 
the Miners* Union. The operators immediately opened up an employment office in 
Seattle and employed a number of Greeks and Turks, shipped them to Valdez and 
took them in over the winter trail." 

30. After several months, owing to the depressed condition throughout the country 
the union decided that it was wise for their members to return to work, which was 
done, and they have since devoted their energies to strengthening their organization. 

31. January 12th a wire was received from Nome, Alaska, notifying us that the 
members of that local were locked out on refusal to accept a reduction of wages of 
one dollar per day. This was followed by letter stating thaft on November 1st, the 
Union had set the winter scale at $4.00 and board, which was the wage paid last 
winter, but that the Pioneer Mining Company, which had always been unfair, started 
winter work paying $3.00, and that the Union was doing its utmost to maintain the 
$4.00 scale. I am sorry to say that your officers are not familiar with the exact 
status of affairs in Nome at this time owing to the difficulty in transmitting mail, and 
the last official information having been a letter dated March 8th from Secretary 
Corrigan acknowledging receipt of relief, which had been forwarded on March 5th, 
and stating that the strike or lockout had been left to a committee of ten members, 
and as but few of their members were working, their treasury was about depleted, 
and they had been forced to ask for assistance, the receipt of which was greatly 
appreciated by the members, and would be used to the very best advantage. The 
delegates will get a better idea of the situation in Nome from the following reports 
submitted to me by Vice-President Mahoney, who stopped there on his return from 
Fairbanks. 

32. Brother Mahoney says that after reviewing the conditions in Nome in a 
general way, it would appear that the Nome Miners* Union has a hard uphill fight, 
and especially during the winter months. The system employed by the Union in 
that district is rather a peculiar one. They run what they term an open shop in the 
summer months, or what is known as the open season. During this season, wages 
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are live dollars a day and board, and there has apparently been no question raised at 
any time on the part of the operators as to the payment of the scale during the open 
season. During the winter season, or what is known as the closed season, which is 
generally from the first of November to the first of May, the union scale is four 
dollars per day and board, and they declared for a closed shop during this season and 
hold all operators as unfair who refuse to pay the winter wages. The Pioneer Mining 
Company, which is the largest in the district, gives the union no recognition whatever 
outside of paying the summer scale during the open season, while during the closed 
season they employ men for three dollars per day and absolutely refuse to deal with 
the organization at all. The reason given by the union for endeavoring to enforce 
the closed shop during the winter months is that it is almost impossible for the 
operators to recruit men in there during that season of the year, while during the summer 
season they can easily flood the camp by recruiting men from the coast towns, r 
advised them to make an effort to organize the men employed by the Pioneer Com- 
pany, as they have absolutely no power so far as the company is concerned at the 
present time, as its employees are unorganized and many of them have remained in 
the employ of the company for a long period of time, and have never been members 
of the organization. The company is controlled by Laplanders and the majority of 
the employees are of the same nationality, and the local union has never been able to 
make any headway in organizing the Laps who are employed in this company. As 
near as I could learn there are quite a number of the Laplanders who are working 
for the Pioneer Company who have been given a few shares of stock by the company 
and then educated to the standard of believing that the more they produced the more 
their stock was worth, and naturally, being stockholders of the company, they could 
not very well organize and go on strike against themselves. This company, however, is 
spreading out and assuming many of the mining concerns in the district, and it appears 
to me that the fighting forces against the local at that point will continue to increase 
rather than diminish unless they are successful in organizing the employees of this 
company and forcing them to terms with the organization. 

33. You will note by the above that this local in Nome has indeed an uphill 
fight, and we have rendered them such assistance as the condition of the organization 
has permitted. The mining industry in the district of Alaska is in its infancy, but 
promises to be one of the greatest mineral producing territories in this country, in 
which will be employed thousands of workers. It is imperative that your organiza- 
tion keep fully in touch with the situation there, not only rendering every assistance 
possible to the -present locals, but being prepared at all times to organize as the industry 
develops. 

34. On May 9th an unofficial strike was declared in Jackson, California, which 
involved both union and non-union men. This strike was an effort to compel the 
employers to comply with the law— not a union-made law, but a statutory law of 
the State of California passed by the last general assembly providing that eight hours 
should constitute a day's work in mines, mills and smelters. On the 10th Executive 
Board Member Hutchinson arrived in Jackson and in conjunction with Brother Tom 
Corra, who is working as an organizer in that district, the membership of the Jackson 
local was increased in three days from one hundred to more than three hundred mem- 
bers, and the strike was declared official, which resulted in the mine being completely 
closed;, but in four days' time the men broke ranks, a sufficient number returning to 
work to discourage the others, which in the opinion of your representatives on the 
ground, left no other recourse but to declare the strike off, whicli was done, and the 
opportunity to establish the eight-hour day was lost. 

35. I havfe referred to various causes responsible for unsuccessful organization in 
parts of our jurisdiction, and some of these were prominent in Jackson, especially the 
race prejudice and the influence in the union of representatives of the employers. Had 
the workers in Jackson been organized as they should have been, recognizing their 
class interests and working in harmony, there would have been recorded a diiferent 
conclusion, but this is only another example of our weakness and proves that the men 
in the mining industry have not as yet arrived at that stage of perfection when they 
can be trusted to not scab on each other and that we have a field for education at 
home that may well require our most earnest efforts. 

36. Your attention will be called to the condition confronting a number of our 
locals at this particular time which are of vital importance and will require your most 
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careful thought. Local No. 22, of Greenwood, British Columbia, has had to contend 
with the vicious policy of discrimination against its members on the part of the B. C. 
Copper Company, until, in self-defense, the local was compelled to act, and on March 
24th we received the following telegram from Secretary Heatherton: 

' 37. "Greenwood Miners' Union want permission to take referendum vote to call 
strike against discrimination. The B. C. Copper Company is discharging most of our 
best men and they are leaving Greenwood. We want power to apply for Conciliation 
Board under the Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. It means the life of this organ- 
ization that we act immediately." 

38. Executive Board Member Davidson was wired to proceed to Greenwood and make 
an investigation, which he did, and upon his advice, Local No. 22 was authorized to 
proceed under this act, which provides: 

39. "Whenever any dispute exists between an employer and any of his employees 
and the parties thereto are unable to adjust it, either of the parties to the dispute 
may make application to the Minister for the appointment of a Board of Conciliation 
and Investigation, to which Board the dispute may be referred under the provisions 
of this Act." 

40. "Every Board shall consist of three members who shall be appointed by the 
Miniver." 

41. "Of the three members of the Board, one shall be appointed on the recommenda- 
tion of the employer and one on the recommendation of the employees (parties to the 
dispute), and the third on the recommendation of the members so chosen." 

42. The purpose of the Union in securing this permission was to conform to the 
further provision of the statute which provides that: 

43. 1. The application shall be made in writing in the prescribed form, and shall 
be in substance a request to the Minister to appoint a Board to which the existing 
dispute may be referred under the provisions of this Act. 

44. 2. The application shall be accompanied by: 

(a) A statement setting forth: 

(1) The parties to the dispute; 

(2) the nature and cause of the dispute, including any claims or demands 
made by either party upon the other, to which exception is taken; 

(3) an approximate estimate of the number of persons affected or likely 
to be affected by the dispute; and 

(b) A statutory declaration setting forth that failing an adjustment of the 

dispute or a reference thereof by the Minister to a Board of Concilia- 
tion and Investigation under the Act, to the best knowledge and 
belief of the declarant, a lockout or strike, as the case may be, will 
be declared, and that the necessary authority to declare such lockout 
or strike has been obtained. 

45. 3. The application may mention the name of a person who is willing and 
ready and desires to act as a member of the Board representing the party or parties 
making the application. 

46. The application and declaration accompanying it: 

(1) If made by an employer, an incorporated company or corporation shall be 
signed by some one of its duly authorized managers or other principal 
executive officers; 

(2) If made by an employer other than an incorporated company or corpora- 
tion, shall be signed by the employer himself in case he is an individual, 
or a majority of the partners or members in case of a partnership firm or 
association ; 

(3) If made by employees, members of a trade union, shall be signed by two of 
its officers duly authorized by a majority vote of the members of the union, 
or by a vote taken by ballot of the members of the union present at a 
meeting called on not less than three days* notice for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the question; 

(4) If made by employees some or all of whom are not members of a trade 
union, shall be signed by two of their number duly authorized by a 
majority vote taken by ballot of the employees present at a meeting 
called on not less than three days' notice for the purpose of discussing 
the question. 
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47. The object of this legislation, as I understand it, is to delay a conflict between 
the employer and employee until every means are exhausted to arrive at an adjust- 
ment, the Board not being clothed with the power to enforce their findings, but author- 
ized to endeavor in every way possible to bring about a settlement of the dispute. 

48. The Board met in Qreenwood May 1st, and after reviewing the situation were 
unable to bring the contending parties together. Their findings have not reached me 
to this date, but on June 23rd we received word from the officers of Twenty-two tliat 
the Union was not satisfied with the same and had notified Mr. McAllister, general 
manager, that unless he gave them a satisfactory answer by the 23rd of June, a strike 
would be declared, and on that date the following wire reached headquarters: 

49. ''Qreenwood Miners' Union has declared a strike against the B. C. Copper 
Company for discrimination and refusing to recognize the Union.'* 

50. The position taken by the Greenwood Local should not only receive the 
endorsement of this convention, but that endorsement should carry with it a determina- 
tion to stand or fall in the defense of the right of the workers in the mining industry 
to affiliate with the Western Federation of Miners. While sweeping injunctions have 
been issued restraining organized labor from doing certain things, while men have been 
deprived of life 'and liberty for daring to strike against unbearable conditions, still I 
know of no legislation, no decision of a court as yet which says to wage-workers, 
"You shall not belong to an organization of your class," therefore, we are within the 
confines of the law when we demand the privilege to earn our livelihood as members 
of our economic organization. If labor were to say to the employer, "You shall not 
belong to your union, or association, as you choose to call it, and if you insist on so 
doing, we will refuse to enter your employ," an order would soon issue from some court 
of equity or the emergency be met by some legislative enactment declaring such action 
to be a conspiracy to injure, restrain, threaten, intimidate, and a multiplicity of other 
terrible things. There would be no difficulty in showing that his rights as a citizen 
secured to him by the Constitution of the United States were attacked and that the 
law must come to his support, but it becomes a different question when the employer, 
or his union, says to the wage-worker in his employ who makes it possible for him to 
exist and his business to prosper, "I am the judge not only as to your wages and hours, 
but preserve the right to do your thinking and select the society or political organization 
with which you shall affiliate. While I may be represented by my union or alliance, 
you must bow the knee in supplication as an individual if you become so bold as to 
complain of your condition." ihe right to organize is an inherent one. The right of 
the people to select some one of their number to represent them is unquestionable, and 
the Western Federation of Miners should serve notice on the employer in no uncertain 
way that we 'will defend that right at any cost, if need be. 

51. Your organization • is not alone confronted with the open shop idea, but we 
find in most of the large employing centers the corporation, trusts, manufacturers* 
associations and the master builders issuing their ultimatum that the open shop must 
prevail, and the great steel trust has fixed the time as July 1st. The open shop of the 
employer is the non-union shop. They hesitate to come out into the open with their 
declaration of absolute refusal to recognize or treat with organized labor, but hiding 
behind the open shop, they make their plea on the ground of their right to employ 
whosoever they see fit, and their hearts burst with sympathy in defense of the rights 
of the poor ignorant wage-slave who, failing to realize his class interests, becomes a 
tool in their hands to be used against the efforts of his fellow-workers who are strug- 
gling to better his condition as well as their own. The Western Federation of Miners 
has never declared for the so-called open shop in the mining industry. It has ever 
conceded the right of the employer to employ the non-union as well as the union worker, 
but it does demand that he shall not discriminate against the latter, and that when a 
number of his employees believe that their interests can best be served through their 
union, that their right to affiliate with the same shall be recognized. 

52. On June 2nd I received the following communication from the East Helena 
Mill & Smeltermen's Union No. 126: 

To the Members of the Executive Board of the Western Federation of Miners, President 
Moyer, Sir and Brother: — 

53. At a regular meeting held last night it was moved and carried that this local 
make a demand on the American Smelting & Refining Company for the following rate 
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of wages, hours and recognition, for your approval: Lowest rate, $3.00 a day of eight 
liours for everyone working in and around the smelter, and recognition of the Union. 

54. Per their request this was submitted to the Executive Board, the result of 
their vote being to endorse the position of the local. 

55. In submitting their decision to the union I recommended that action on calling 
a strike be deferred until the matter could be considered by this convention, and that 
the local have a representative here to fully inform you as to the exact situation, and 
Brother Burns is here for that purpose. 

56. The American Smelting & Refining Company is among the most powerful 
corporations in this country, and its antagonism toward organized labor is pronounced. 
If you decide to advise the East Helena Smeltermen*s Union to declare a strike against 
this company, the most careful and thorough preparations should be made to the end 
that the entire strength of your organization may be centered at that point. 

57. On Juue 24th I received a communication from the Lane Local No. 251, at 
Lane City, Nevada, notifying me that the Union had adopted the following scale: 

Engineers, hoist men and pump men $4.00 

General blacksmiths 4 . 50 

Shaft work 4.00 

When wet 4.50 

All other work underground 3 . 50 

Top men 3 .00 

The said scale to go into effect July 1st. 

58. In concluding. Secretary Cox stated that the vote on the scale was taken with 
the full understanding that it meant strike, and that we could expect to hear that the 
men were out on the first. In replying to this I called their attention to Article 5, 
Section 1, of the Constitution, and earnestly advised that no action be taken by their 
union that would Involve them in strike until this convention could investigate and pass 
on the matter. After reviewing the situation at Greenwood and East Helena, I feel 
confident that you will agree with me as to the wisdom of this advice, as Ely, Nevada, 
is one of the very important points in your jurisdiction, the indications being that it will 
develop into one of our greatest copper producing districts, therefore, the regulating of 
wages and working conditions there must necessarily affect the entire industry. 

LITIGATION. 

59. The cases which were pending against a number of your members in Fair- 
banks, Alaska, one year ago have been all disposed of. These men were indicted by 
the Federal Grand Jury on the charge of inciting riot with the intent to do bodily 
harm. The cases were brought to trial in the Federal Court and resulted in the 
acquittal of those tried and the dismissal of the charges against the others. 

60. The case of Albert Ryan of Jerome, Arizona, came to trial in the District 
Court sitting In Prescott, and the jury found a verdict of guilty, Rjan being sentenced 
to one year in the territorial penitentiary. An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court 
and the case remanded back for re-trial. Ryan is innocent of the charge of assault with 
intent to kill, and we feel confident that, if a fair and impartial jury can be secured 
when his case is again heard, that he will be acquitted. 

61. The several civil cases which were pending have been disposed of. In fact, 
with the exception of the Ryan case, your organization is at this time absolutely free of 
litigation. 

62. In pursuance of the instructions given by the Sixteenth Annual Convention, 
your officers continued their efforts toward the release of Brothers Preston and Smith, 
who are incarcerated in the Nevada state prison. 

63. This case, you will remember, was appealed from the trial court of Nevada to 
the Supreme Court, Judge Hilton, of Denver, representing Smith and Preston, presenting 
the case to that court. The court, after withholding its decision for a considerable 
length of time, decided that they would not consider the case on its merits because the 
appeal had not been filed in the time prescribed by the statutes of that state; the 
defendants* attorneys having only served notice of appeal, when, under the law, they 
should have filed the application inside of thirty days. The Supreme Court, in disposing 
of the case, expressed regrets that the defects in the notice of appeal were such as to 
require the dismissal of the case without consideration of its merits, but individual 
members of the court have since stated that could the case have been so received the 
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men would, beyond a question of a doubt, been remanded back to the lower courts for re- 
trial, so tlmt as a matter of fact Preston and Smith are today serving long sentences in 
the Nevada prison on account of an error of their attorneys, for had a new trial been 
granted in any county in the state of Nevada, they would have been acquitted. Being 
unable to secure any relief through the higher courts of the state, and after consulting 
with Attorney Hilton, Preston and Smith and their relatives, it was decided to make 
application for their release through pardon. To this end more than three thousand 
signatures of residents of Nevada were secured, as well as the majority of the jury who 
signed the verdict, and on January 8th, Judge Hilton appeared before the Pardoning 
Board and presented the case at length, giving many reasons why these men should be 
released, principally among them being in Smith's case — that Smith had been charged 
jointly with Preston of having committed murder, but was convicted of manslaughter, 
while, as a matter of fact, as shown by the evidence introduced in the trial, he, Smith, 
was at home with his family at the time that the crime was committed, therefore could 
not have been guilty, under the law given the jury by the court, of the latter offense. 
He also, it appeared, made plain to the Pardoning Board that Preston acted in self- 
defense, and that much of the evidence introduced against him was perjured, but that 
honorable body was apparently not satisfied, and with little hesitation refused the 
application. 

64. The rulings of the Pardoning Board provide that after a case has once been 
passed upon and the relief asked for has been refused, it shall not within twelve months 
thereafter be again taken up or considered except by consent of a majority of the 
members. Feeling that we should let no opportunity pass that might bring relief to these 
brothers, we petitioned the Board to again consider the application at their July meet- 
ing, but our petition being denied, we are powerless to proceed further in the matter 
until the next regular meeting in January, 1910, when we believe that with the new 
evidence we have been able to secure, that our appeal may receive favorable consideration, 
for it is almost beyond belief that the Pardoning Board of Nevada will longer permit 
these men to suffer for a crime for which the preponderance of evidence produced in 
the trial proves them innocent. That Morris Preston took the life of Silvia is not 
denied, but that he did so in defense of his own life, which he may do, under the law, is 
proven beyond a question of a doubt. That Joe Smith is suffering for a crime that he 
could not have committed, and the court in his instructions to the jury charged them 
that under the law he must be acquitted, therefore I recommend that your incoming 
Executive Board and olficers be instructed to continue their efforts until justice shall 
finally be secured fox these men who are wearing their lives away behind prison bars 
because they dared to defend labor's rights. 

LEGISLATION. 

C5. In the State of California during the session of the last legislature a bill was 
introduced providing that eight hours should constitute a day's work in all mines, mills 
and smelters and ether ore reduction works. Your Executive Board, which was in 
session at that time, recognizing the importance of securing this legislation, decided 
to send representatives to Sacramento- to work in the interests of the measure, and 
selected J. C. Williams of Grass Valley and Phillip Mertz of Randsburg for that pur- 
pose, the California State Union being represented by its president, Martin Wallace. 
Through their efforts the representatives were made to recognize the necessity and 
justice of such a law and the bill was passed and received the signature of the governor, 
but strange to say, the mine owners of California, regardless of the fact that the 
Supreme Court of the United States has twice passed on the identical law, declaring it 
constitutional — once in the Utah case taken before that tribunal by your deceased 
attorney, John H. Murphy, and again in the Missouri case — are attacking its 
constitutionality on the grounds: 

66. "That the law is a violation of Subdivision 2, Section 25, of Article 4, of the 
Constitution of California in that it is a special law for the punishment of a crime; 
Subdivision 33, of Section 25, of Article 4, in that it is a special law where a general 
one could be made applicable; Section 21, Article 1, on the ground of special privileges; 
Section 24, Article 4; title has more than one subject; 

67. "Complaint sworn to by Swerer same as above; 

68. "Complaint sworn to by Sarjent same as above and in addition: Section 1, 
Article 1, in regard to the right to possess and acquire property and the right to con- 
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tract; Section 21, Article 1, special privileges; Section 15, Article 1, impairs the obliga- 
tion of contracts; Section 11, Article 1, law not of uniform operation; Section 13, 
Article 1, deprives of nroperty without due process of law." 

69. And to test the same have caused to be arrested certain parties, charging them 
with its violation, and the case is set for argument before the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia July 6th. We have retained Attorney J. S. Ford of Grass Valley to assist the 
district attorney of Calaveras County, and it is to be hoped that the court will pass 
favorably on the law, but should the decision be adverse, I would recommend that your 
organization take such steps as are necessary Jto carry the case to the United States 
Supreme Court for a final ruling. 

70. In the State of Nevada, through the efforts of your locals, an eight-hour law 
'was placed on the statutes for men employed in open pit and open cut workings, also 
for those employed in plaster and cement mills. These, in addition to the laws already 
enacted governing the employment of labor in all underground workings, mills and 
smelters, furnishes protection for all workers in the mining industry in that state. 

71. In the State of Colorado your officers had introduced an eight-hour bill in 
fact, the one now on the statutes being placed there through the efforts of the American 
Smelting & Refining Company and only regulating the hours of about twenty per 
cent, of those employed in the production and reduction of ores and. coal. While the 
majority of the representatives seemed to favor the bill, it met the fate that overtook 
many others, not being reached before adjournment. There are thousands of men 
employed in the mining industry in the State of Colorado who are still compelled to 
laboV long and unreasonable hours, and the Western Federation of Miners should con- 
tinue its efforts until the eight-hour work day is an established fact in every state, 
territory and district in its jurisdiction, and if it shall only accomplish this and nothing 
mere, it will be responsible for prolonging the lives of thousands of human beings 
who go down to premature graves from the effects of long hours of toil in the noxious 
fumes and gases of the smelter and the foul air and smoke of the mine. 

72. You will all remember that during the latter part of 1903 and up until June 6, 
1904, your organization was doing a large mercantile business in the Cripple Creek 
district. On the latter date, while the Colorado National Guard was in charge of affairs 
in Teller County, said county having been declared under martial law by the then 
governor, James H. Peabody, a riot k)ok place in which the state militia participated, 
but which it made no effort to put down. When they had completed their work, it was 
found that their efforts -had been directed almost entirely to the destruction of what was 
known as the union stores, and that your organization had suffered a loss of many 
thousands of dollars. We have always maintained that the State of Colorado was 
responsible for the damage, and I am pleased to report that the majority of the repre- 
sentatives in both branches of the Seventeenth General Assembly agreed with us and 
bills were passed appropriating approximately sixty thousand dollars to reimburse us 
for our loss. These bills provide for an audit of our claims by the State Auditing 
Board, but at the time of compiling this report, such audit had not yet been had, but 
we trust before you adjourn the same will be concluded and that warrants will be issued 
against the State of Colorado to compensate your organization for at least a part of 
the property loss during the so-called Colorado war. 

73. The question of jurisdiction between the Western Federation of Miners and 
other organizations of labor confronts us at times regardless of the fact that some of 
our members declare there is no such things Generally there has been but little fric^ 
tion during the year with the exception of Butte, Montana, where a question arose 
between Local No. 83, W. F. M., and the United Brewery Workers over the jurisdiction 
of engineers and firemen employed in the breweries. After the trouble had become 
acute, at the request of Executive Board Member Lowney, I visited Butte, not for the 
purpose of taking any oflBicial action lin the matter, but to personally inform myself as 
to the exact status of the affair. Upon investigation I found that the engineers em- 
ployed in the breweries of Silver Bow County had for many years been members of No. 
83, and were at the time the trouble began. The United Brewery Workers, believing 
in industrial unionism, have a provision in their constitution providing for the issuing 
of charters to engineers and firemen, as has the Western Federation of Miners, claiming 
jurisdiction and waging determined battle for the same for many years over all men 
employed in the brewing industry, i The engineers in the Butte breweries had made no 
complaint to their local — No. 83 — they had made no request for permission to withdraw 
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and charter with the Brewery Workers, but In the dead of night, as it were, unbekno-wn 
to their organization, which they had taken an obligation to support, they applied for 
and were granted a charter in the United Brewery Workers. It was not enough for 
them to deceive their own union, but in applying for the charter they made no explajia- 
tion as to the situation to the headquarters of the Brewery Workers, and the same 
was granted while ignorant of the fact that the applicants were all members of anotlier 
organization. When No. 83 discovered what they were doing they immediately sur- 
mised that another move such as had been engineered by those antagonistic to tlie 
Western Federation of Miners in Montana was on foot to disrupt their organization, 
and they proceeded to act at once, announcing their right of jurisdiction not only to all 
engineers in Silver Bow County, but throughout the State of Montana, and proposed 
to tbe brewery bosses the signing of contracts/ for a period of three years and such 
agreements were entered into with the brewery operators of Butte. Upon this action 
being taken, the locals of the brewery workers, the new engineers' local included, 
demanded the signing of their contracts, which was refused, with the result that they 
discontinued work and Local No. 83 filled the places of the engineers with their mem- 
bers. The matter coming before Locals No. 1 and No. 74, the position of Na 83 was 
endorsed and the two latter locals declared the breweries fair and authorized their 
members to accept employment in the same and that said employment would be 
permanent. 

74. A few days prior to my leaving for Montana, General Secretary Proebstle of 
the United Brewery Workers, who was in Denver, called at our headquarters for the 
purpose of securing information as )to the situation in /Butte, but having had no official 
information from any of our locals at that point I was unable to intelligently discuss 
the matter with Mr. Proebstle, and he decided to personally visit Butte and endeavor to 
bring about a settlement, and was on the ground at the time of my arrival. After 
learning of the methods that had been resorted to by the brewery engineers in securing 
their charter, he immediately revoked the same and ordered them to take out member- 
ship in the other locals of his organization, and in behalf of Mr. Proebstle, I feel that I 
should say that when I arrived in Butte he appeared to be doing everything in his 
power to bring about an honorable adjustment of the trouble between the two organiza- 
tions. 

75. On April 14th I was present at a meeting of the joint committee which had 
been appointed by our three locals there, Mr. Proebstle also being present, and the fol- 
lowing basis of settlement was submitted by him in behalf of the Brewery Workers: 

76. 1. All men who went out on May 1, 1909, to return to their former positions 
without discrimination. 

77. 2. The case of Mahoney not to enter into the settlement, but to be taken up 
after between local Union No. 66 and the brewery in question, according to the arbitra- 
tion provision. 

78. 3. The Brewery Workers to make agreement with the Western Federation of 
Miners in regard to the free transfer of members in the engine, boiler and bottling 
departments, providing vacancies occur and members of the Western Federation of 
Miners are able to secure the positions, the same rule governing the Western Federation 
of Miners' members as the Brewery Workers in regard to labor employment office. 

79. 4. All men employed in the breweries to come under jurisdiction of the 
Brewery Workers' International Union. 

80. 5. A man leaving the brewery employment and able to secure work coming 
under the jurisdiction of the Western Federation of Miners shall be transferred free to 
the miners' organizations. 

81. The joint committee absolutely refused to accept this as a basis of settlement 
and submitted a counter proposition as follows: 

82. 1. The elimination of all reference to the engineers in the Brewers* contract. 

83. 2. The contract for three years. 

84. 3. An open field as to the employment of labor. 

85. 4. All men now working be admitted into the Brewers' union without preju- 
dice on the union cards they now carry. 

AS TO DRIVERS. 

86. 1. The elimination In the drivers* contract of all reference to the engineers. 

87. 2. A contract for three years. 

88. 3. An open field as to the employment of labor. 
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89. 4. All men now working to be admitted Into the drivers' union without 
prejudice on the union cards they now carry. 

90. After much discussion by the joint committee, It was decided that they were 
not consistent in dictating to the United Brewery Workers as to the length of time 
for which they should sign contracts with the bosses, and Section 2 wasi eliminated. 

91. Mr. Proebstle absolutely refused to accept these terms of settlement and the 
matter went over until the 18th, when another meeting of the committee was held, and 
Mr. Proebstle submitted the following terms of settlement: 

92. 1. Engineers' Union No. 83 shall have jurisdiction over the engineers and fire- 
men employed at the breweries In Silver Bow County until such time as the question may 
be finally determined between the two general organizations. 

93. 2. It Is agreed that no charges shall be made, nor fines levied, nor discrimina- 
tion practiced against any of the members of Engineers* Union No. 83 on accoudt of 
their having quit their employment with the Brewery Workers on May 1, 1909. 

94. 3. It Is agreed that the local unions of the Western Federation of Miners shall 
withdraw all of their members at present employed In the local breweries in positions 
formerly held by the members of local unions No. 66 and No. 231 of the Brewery 
Workers. 

95. This proposition, after being fully discussed by the committee, was rejected, 
but It was decided to submit the same to the different locals. Up to that time I had 
taken no part whatever in the affair, but at this last meeting, being called upon by the 
chairman for an opinion I said to the committee that my presence not having been 
requested by any of our locals, that I had taken no official position in the matter, nor 
would I do so until called upon as provided In Article 3, Section 11, of our Constitution, 
but that I had no hesitancy In giving them my personal opinion regarding the proposi- 
tion submitted by the United Brewery Workers, which I considered absolutely fair. 

96. The meeting of Local No. 1 occurring on the evening of that day, the basis of 
settlement was placed before them and upon motion, accepted, which as you will note, 
carried with it the withdrawing of their members employed In the breweries on the 
following morning. When this was done. It appeared that the question of principle had 
been set aside and that It had developed into a question of the job. The members of 
the Western Federation of Miners who were withdrawn from the breweries after the 
question of jurisdiction had been settled registered a vigorous protest. In which, I am 
sorry to .say, they were encouraged by certain officials of our locals there whose duty 
it should have been, in my opinion, to bring about a settlement of the deplorable affair 
Instead of agitating its -continuance. I have stated to you my position up to this time 
in connection with the situation, but regardless of this there were those who went 
among the men on the streets the next morning, one in particular, who is an officer in 
Local No. 74, and present on the floor of this Convention^ — Delegate A. M. Fluent by 
name — who, I am Informed, harangued the crowds of excited men on the street corners, 
declaring that I was a traitor to the Western Federation of Miners and had sold out to 
the United Brewery Workers. The result of this agitation was an application to the 
president of N'o. 1 for a special meeting to discuss the action of the local at its regular 
meeting. I left Montana for Wallace, Idaho, on the nineteenth, and was informed- by 
telegram while In Spokane, Washington, that the special meeting resulted in arrange- 
ments for a referendum vote on the action taken at the regular meeting in accepting 
the basis of settlement, and calling the men out of the breweries; and later I received 
word from Butte that the referendum had resulted in rescinding the action of the 
regular meeting. In the meantime, the two locals of the Brewery Workers had signed 
up their two yeai:s' contract with the brewery bosses and returned to work. 

97. This trouble between the United Brewery Workers and the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners was deplorable Indeed, made more so by the friendly relations which 
have at all times existed between the two organizations and the fact that both believe 
in an industrial form of organization and have apparently believed that their class 
Interests were identical, the United Brewery Workers having during the past number 
of years been so deeply interested in the struggle of the Western Federation of Miners 
and contributing as loyally to its support as have many of our own members. 

98. As the terms of settlement provide that the question of jurisdiction should 
finally be determined between the general organizations, it is to 'be supposed that the 
United Brewery Workers will ask that the matter be taken up by this Convention or at 
some future time. I have every reason to believe that the United Brewery Workers are 
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desirous that everything possible should be done in order to continue the friendly 
relations between the two organizations, and it would surely be regrettable should any- 
thing develop to prevent not only the continuance of our past relations, but a closer 
affiliation in the future. 

99. The lesson taught in this controversy in Butte, Montana, should bring it more 
forcibly to the mind of every delegate in this Convention and every member of the 
Western Federation of Miners that under the present system of organization there is a 
question of jurisdiction lines and that regardless of how the Western Federation of 
Miners may feel in regard to said system, it is a matter of fact that we have got to 
contend with and until the sentiment for industrial unionism has taken a much firmer 
hold upon the membership of the different large bodies of organized labor than it has at 
this time, that any attempt upon the part of our organization to break into their ranks 
can only precipitate a determined jurisdictional battle, and that it will be the mem- 
bership of both organizations that will suffer, and not the employers. I believe it 
possible to bring about a more thorough working agreement between our organization, 
the United Brewery Workers, the United Mine Workers and several other organizations, 
and to that end I recommend that if agreeable to the two first named bodies that 
arrangements be made whereby an interchange of fraternal delegates to attend our 
annual conventions be arrived at. I have been notified that representatives of the 
United Brewery Workers and United Mine Workers will visit you during your session, 
and I feel safe in saying that they will receive a hearty welcome. 

100. The Sixteenth Annual Convention submitted to the membership an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing that a new district composed of Alaska and Yukon 
territory be created, which was adopted, and I appointed as a member of the Executive 
Board of said district Brother Yanco Terzich, a member of Douglas Local No. 109. In 
the selection of Brother Terzich I feel that I made no mistake, as he has faithfully and 
honorably represented our organization in the district of Alaska. 

101. In the month of November I received the resignation of Executive Board 
Member Roderick MacKenzie, It was with regret that I accepted this resignation, as 
I recognized in Brother MacKenzie one of the stalwarts in our organization. He was 
a faithful, conscientious worker, a safe advisor, and his every effort was put forth in 
the interests of the Western Federation of Miners. To fill the unexpired term I 
appointed Howard Tresidder, formerly a member of the Idaho Springs local, but holding 
membership in the Central City Union No. 56 at the time of his appointment. Brother 
Tresidder was one of those who, because he dared to stand firm for justice during the 
strike in Idaho Springs in 1903-4, brought down upon his head the vengeance of a 
Mine Owners' Association and Citizens* Alliance, being dragged from his home and 
loved ones under cover of night and sent into exile by the defenders of law and order. 
I was glad of the opportunity to show my appreciation of Howard Tresidder's faithful 
services in the cause of the Western Federation of Miners, which has continued since 
his connection with the Executive Board. 

102. On August 3, 1908, almost before the delegates of tthe Sixteenth Annual Con- 
vention had reached their homes, the last summons came which took from us our friend 
and brother, George A. Pettibone. He died as he had lived, true to labor's cause, always 
hopeful and trusting that justice would in time prevail. We laid him away in Fair- 
mount cemetery in a plot of ground purchased by the organization for which he had 
given his life, and before this Convention adjourns we will dedicate to his memory 
a monument which will be erected from the offerings of his many friends. Would to 
God that there were more Pettibones to fight Labor's battles. His place can never be 
filled and his life was an example after which we all might well pattern. 

103. Acting under instructions, steps were taken to create a fund for the erection 
of a monument to the memory of our deceased attorney, John H. Murphy, and in con- 
junction with the Locomotive Firemen and Engineers, the necessary amount was raised 
and the contract placed which calls for its completion not later than July 20th, and a 
day should be set aside by you after that date for the dedication of both monuments. 

104. In conclusion, I might say that there are many amendments that in my 
opinion could be made to your Constitution which would simplify the same and make 
it much less difficult to interpret, but I shall leave these recommendations for your 
Executive Board, as well as many matters which have engaged their attention and upon 
which they are well qualified and will undoubtedly advise. It has been my intention 
to make this report as comprehensive as possible, and while it may not be as com- 
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plete as It should be, I trust that I have gone into sufficient detail to give you an idea 
of mj^ views on the different subjects on which I have touched. There are some things 
which have transpired during the year that I have not included, but which I have con- 
cluded to submit to you in a supplementary report. 

105. To each of my colleagues in office I wish to express my sincere thanks and 
appreciation for the confidence reposed in me and the liberal support which they have 
given to my efforts. 

106. Your organization has been fortunate in securing the services of your present 
Secretary-Treasurer, who has been faithful to his trust, has the respect of all those 
whom it has been necessary for him to come in contact with in a business way, and 
his accounts will show that the the financial affairs of your organization have been in safe 
hands. 

107. To the membership who have given me their assistance, I wish to convey 
my sincere thanks. To those who have thoughtlessly worked against their own inter- 
ests while following the! leadership of those who have endeavored to make my official 
life more burdensome, I have nothing but pity; but for those who have intentionally 
attacked my sincerity and honesty, who have placed every obstacle possible in my path, 
I have nothing but the most extreme contempt. 

108. As I have said, I turn over to you the office of president, conscious of having 
done my full duty, and while I trust I will not be understood as attempting to prescribe 
rules or methods for .the government of my successor, I hope that I may be excused if 
I suggest that he should be devoted to the highest conception of our organization and 
be ever loyal to the welfare of the working class. 

109. May the Western Federation of Miners continue its onward march in the 
cause of humanity until Labor shall come into its own, which is the full product of its 
toil, is my earnest prayer. Fraternally submitted,

Moved and seconded that the report be adopted and the delegate seated. 
Motion carried. 

It is recommended by the Credentials Committee that T. M. Hamill be seated 
as a delegate from the Cripple Creek District Union No. 234, with three votes.

Moved and seconded that the report be adopted and the delegate seated. 
Motion carried. 
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It is recommended by the Credentials Committee that C. E. Mahoney be 
seated as a delegate in the 17th Annual Convention on proxy sent by the Tanana 
Miners' Union No. 193, of Fairbanks, Alaska, with two votes.

SUPPLEMENTARY 

REPORT OF CHARLES H. MOYER 

PRESIDENT W. F. M. 

to the 

Seventeenth Annual G>nvention of the Western Federation of Miners 



Denver, Colorado, July 9, 1909. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention, Western Federa- 
tion of Miners: 

Gentlemen — It has been after the most careful consideration that I have decided 
to submit to you this supplementary report. As I have said in my report, it is not 
pleasant to record failures where your organization has attempted to wrest from the 
employer a little more of that to which it is entitled, and it is far less pleanant to 
recite many things that have transpired within our organization which tend to prevent 
our progress and leave us open to the attacks of our common enemy, and had the 
latter not been true, in my opinion, at this time, I would have hesitated before laying 
before you the matter contained in this report. 

2. The Constitution of the Western Federation of Miners, which after the adjourn- 
ment of your Convention and Executive Board guides the President in his action during 
the term, says among other things that it is his duty to enforce the Constitution and 
watch vigilantly over the interests and affairs of the Federation, and that in the 
performance of this duty he shall be assisted by all of the officers of the Federation. 
While the Constitution is silent as to the duties of the members, we find in the ritual 
an obligation which no man may join the Federation without taking, which says that 
he shall practice the principles of fraternity, that he. shall obey all laws, rules and regu- 
lations contained in the Constitution, and that whether he remains a member of the 
organization or not, the obligation shall be preserved inviolate, and should he fail to do 
so, he will be branded as a traitor and unfit for the companionship of all honorable men. 

3. Taking into consideration the Constitution and Ritual of the Western Federa 
tion of Miners, your organization has the right to expect that men after having been 
initiated, if they have respect for their honor and oath, may be at all times depended 
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on to defend its good name and to put forth every effort in assisting those who have 
been selected to represent the organization in advancing its interests, but believing that 
this has not been true in many instances during the past term, and feeling that it is my 
duty to furnish you with all information in my possession in order that you may intelli- 
gently outline your policy and legislate to remedy these evils, I will take up certain 
occurrences which began immediately after the Sixteenth Annual Convention. 

4. Personally, I desire to state that I ask nothing at the hands of this delegation. 
If after the number of years that I have been connected with the Western Federation of 
Miners there is any doubt in the mind of a delegate on this floor as to my being able to 
defend myself either on the floof of a convention, in the hall of a local union, or 
physically if need be, I desire to call your attention at this time in no uncertain way to 
the fact that I feel so qualified, and did I honestly believe that the attacks hurled at me 
during the year were not intended to injure our organization, I would have remained 
silent and adopted far different methods in defending my individual honor. But firmly 
believing that there went out of the Sixteenth Annual Convention those who agreed that 
they would do everything in their power to discredit your Executive Board and that if 
this could be accomplished the results would be as I have before stated, I have decided to 
furnish you with certain facts which will, in my opinion, satisfy you of the correctness 
of my position. 

5. You who were in attendance in the Sixteenth Annual Convention or those who 
have read the Convention proceedings, will remember that there was a contest for the 
oflSces for the ensuing term. You will remember that there were two nominees for the 
office of president, namely, Delegate P. W. Flynn and myself. After the 1)allots were 
counted it was found that Delegate Flynn had not received the majority of votes cast, 
therefore I was declared elected. Delegate Flynn then came to the platform before 
the entire convention and extended me his hand, which I willingly accepted, and pledged 
me his undivided support in the interests of our organization during the year, for 
which I thanked him and pledged to the convention that I would continue to do that 
which I believed would best advance the cause of our Federation. 

6. Prior to the convening of the Sixteenth Annual Convention I had never had 
the pleasure of meeting Delegate Flynn. During the time of the convention I met 
him as I did all other delegates, and during the sessions, to the best of my recollection, 
and I believe my statement is borne out by the great majority of those who made up 
that convention, I entered into no controversy with the delegate, neither did I take 
exceptions to any remarks made by him on the floor, excepting on one occasion, when, 
during the course of his remarks, he took occasion to charge, as I understood it, that the 
president of the organization was exercising the power of a czar. I said to the delegate, 
"If such statements are repeated, I shall demand proof." The delegate was not ruled 
out of order, and continued to occupy the floor. 

7. The delegates in the Sixteenth Annual Convention, after carefully reviewing the 
conditions which confronted their organization, decided to authorize their Executive 
Board to levy certain assessments, and before the adjournment of the Board subse- 
quent to the convention they had levied assessments which were known as No. 2, 3 and 
4, made payable in the months of September, October and November, and the member- 
ship were so notified. As you well know, the President of this organization has no 
power to levy assessments, and it is unnecessary for me to call your attention to the 
fact that the President took no part either by voice or vote in the levying of said assess- 
ments, but being an order from the convention, the Executive Board was in duty bound 
to act. 

8. When these notices reached the local unions, although the depression was 
severe and many of our members out of employment and unable to contribute, 
which made it impossible for many of the locals to respond in full, still, as a rule, there 
was little dissatisfaction, almost all realizing the emergency which existed and being 
desirous of doing everything in their power to assist in liquidating your indebtedness 
and placing the Western Federation of Miners agaiiji on a substantial basis, but strange 
to say, in the largest union — numerically and financially — a question arose as to com- 
plying with the order of the convention put into effect by the Executive Board. As I 
have told you in my report, I left headquarters for Alaska following the convention, 
therefore had no knowledge of what was going on until I reached Spokane on my 
return, and there received a letter from your Secretary-Treasurer informing me that 
there was trouble in Butte regarding the assessment, and that I had best go there, in 
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his opinion, for the purpose of investigating the situation. After visiting the unions in 
the Cceur d'Alenes, I proceeded to Butte, and upon inquiry found that the information 
contained in your Secretary's letter was correct and that Local No. 1 had refused to meet 
its obligations to the general organization as provided by the Constitution. 

9. Going back to the troubles in which your organization was involved in the 
State of Idaho, it will be well for me to say that after the trial and acquittal of one of 
your officers and the state having decided to proceed to trial in the case of George A. 
Pettibone, it was found that it would be doubtful as to whether there would be 
sufficient funds to meet the expenses and it was decided to ask the Butte Miners* 
Union for a loan of fifteen thousand dollars. The union without any hesitancy complied 
with the request, and a note was executed by the Western Federation of Miners in 
security for the amount. This was, of course, prior to the Sixteenth Annual Convention 
and it will be remembered there was no question raised by delegates from Butte No. 1 
at that time or fears expressed that the Federation would not make good their obliga- 
tions; but after the return of the delegates and the levy of the assessments, for some 
reason which has never been explained to me, a certain number of members of that local 
decided that it was the Intention of the Western Federation of Miners to rob the Butte 
Miners' Union to the extent of fifteen thousand dollars, and that the only way they 
could possibly expect to get it back would be by instructing the Executive Board to 
give them credit for the assessments on the fifteen thousand-dollar loan. This matter 
was engineered through the union some two weeks before my arrival, but at the meeting 
last held, as I understood it, before I reached there, the matter had again been taken up, 
the action rescinded and the secretary instructed to forward the assessment. This was 
the status of affairs when *I appeared before the meeting on the twenty-second of 
September, which was their regular meeting night. 

10. There being a large attendance I went into detail regarding the loan of 
fifteen thousand dollars, the purpose for which it was used and the intention of the 
Federation to return every dollar, and finally put the question direct to the membership 
as to whether or not they needed the money at that time, stating that if they did, I 
would take such steps as were necessary in order to secure the same and forward it to 
them. I told them that the money had been used to save the life of George A. Petti- 
bone and to exonerate their organization, and that if it were not possible to take it from 
the treasury and other locals of the Federation were unable to assist in its payment, 
that I would make arrangements with the Executive Board to be absent from the office 
a sufficient length of time to go before the organized workers of the country and ask 
them for donations for the amount necessary, and that I felt that I could give them 
my word that the same would be in the treasury of the Butte Miners' Union inside of 
sixty days. In answer to this question the sentiment appeared to me to be almost 
unanimous, many of the members answering in no uncertain way that they did not need 
the money and that they had no fear but what it would be returned. After hearing this 
expression and understanding, as I have stated, that as the matter stood at that time 
the secretary was under instructions to pay the assessment, after addressing the union 
at length in regard to the general conditions in the organization, I concluded after 
having asked if there was anything further that was desired to be taken up during my 
presence. The hour being late and most of the members having left after I had 
finished speaking, I excused myself and went to my room. The following morning I 
was informed that I had no sooner reached the foot of the stairs when Member Flynn, 
who is a delegate in this Convention, took the floor and made the following statement: 
"We have listened a long time to a windbag, now let's get down to business." A motion 
was then made to rescind the action taken at the last meeting relative to the payment 
of assessments, and that the Executive Board be notified that the same would only be 
paid by credit on the fifteen thousand-dollar loan. 

11. After receiving this information, and giving the matter careful thought I 
decided that it was my duty to take the matter up with the membership of the Butte 
Miners' Union, and to that end I had advertised a call for a special meeting to be held 
Saturday afternoon, September 26th. At this meeting, there being between eight and 
nine hundred members present, I went into the fullest details of the situation. I pointed 
out that the loan to the Western Federation of Miners was a pure and simple business 
transaction; that the Butte Miners' Union was secured by note, and the property held 
by the organization was far more than sufficient to satisfy the same. I endeavored to 
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sliow them that the assessments were a constitutional matter and that the position 
taken by the local could not be considered for one moment by the Executive Board. I 
then again submitted the question to the membership as to whether or not the local 
needed the money, and met with the same response as at the previous meeting. After 
a full discussion a motion was made and seconded to the effect that the secretary was 
instructed to at once forward Assessment No. 2 to headquarters. This motion carried 
by virtually a unanimous vote, and after the same was announced a member took the 
floor and served notice that he would move to rescind at the next regular meeting of the 
local. A motion was then made that the action taken by the special meeting be final; 
said motion again carried by a large majority. In the face of the last action taken I 
believe this same member again served notice of reconsideration at the next regular 
meeting. My advice being asked after the conclusion of the meeting as to whether the 
president, secretary and trustees Were within their rights should they obey the com- 
mands of the meeting, I immediately advised them that they were, and the assess- 
ment was forwarded to headquarters. But at the meeting following, as I am informed, 
action was again taken on the other two assessments and the Board again notified, as I 
have before stated, and that at a later meeting this action was again rescinded and the 
assessments forwarded. 

12. When the special meeting was called to order by the president on September 
26th and the object of the call announced, there were no less than from fifteen to 
twenty members took the floor at once. The president undertook to maintain order, 
but was simply ignored and subjected to such abuse as it has never been my misfortune 
to hear in a meeting of the Western Federation of Miners. It was at once apparent to 
me that the purpose of those who were creating the disturbance was to disrupt the 
meeting, and realizing as I did that it was a matter of vital importance, I took posses- 
sion of the gavel and announced that being president of the general organization and 
being responsible for the call of this meeting, I would take charge of the same as 
chairman and asked for order. After the members had taken their seats, I recognized 
Member Flynn, who had been on the floor, granting him the privilege of the floor and 
requesting that he proceed to discuss the purposes of the call. In reply the membei* 
stated. "There is no use of my taking the floor, as I would be ruled out? of order, the 
same as I was in the Sixteenth Annual Convention." In answer, I said to the member, 
"You will receive the same treatment from me as chairman of this meeting as you 
received from the chairman in the Sixteenth Annual Convention, which was fair and 
impartial, and I shall so prove to the membership of the Butte Miners' Union." This 
was the first and only time I had heard the member make this statement, but I had been 
informed prior to the meeting that he had continuously made the same at meetings 
of the local since the Sixteenth Annual Convention, to which information I had replied 
that I should pay no attention, as all of the other delegates from Butte knew it 
was untrue, as well as did all others in the Sixteenth Annual Convention. You may ask 
me why I decided to move in the matter after having ignored it as I have said prior to 
this meeting, and while it seems necessary for me to explain in order that you may 
fully understand my position, I will say that I feel that the hundreds of men in the 
Butte Miners' Union hall on September 26th could have well taken the position, had Ij 
failed to deny the statement and furnish them the facts, that the same was true, and 
that I dared not do rjo. I have stated to you my opinion as to why these things were being 
done; I have explained that it was my belief, and is yet, that by a system of misrepre- 
sentation, abuse and slander, such as instilling into the minds of the membership the 
thought that they were being robbed of their money; that the Secretary-Treasurer was 
furnishing no financial reports to the locals, or rather balance sheets: that only a small 
per cent of the assessments levied was used in the interest of the Western Federation, 
but that it was divided among the members of the Executive Board and officers; that 
I as president was czar of the organization, a reactionist, conservative, had sold out to 
the enemy, and the many other things 'that are so handy to the tongues of those who 
are willing to degrade themselves to satisfy their personal ambitions or spite; that it 
was expected to poison the minds of the members to the extent where they would 
repudiate the Western Federation of Miners and undertake to withdraw. I believed 
, it my duty to prove to the membership of your organization in Butte, Montana, that the 
statements made to them by those prominent in their councils were not statements of 
facts, and that when they send their representatives to a convention of their organiza- 
tion that they were accorded the same treatment as all other representatives, and I 
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proceeded to do so after my return to headquarters in the following manner, believing 
that it was the proper method of procedure, and that after the evidence was secured 
from such a source, that it could not help but satisfy those who had any inclination to 
be convinced, and on October 2d, I sent all delegates in attendance on the Sixteenth 
Annual Convention the following letter: 

HEADQUARTERS WESTERN FEDERATION OF MINERS. 

Denver, Colorado, October 2, 1909. 
To the Delegates of the Sixteenth Annual Convention: 

13. Dear Sirs and Brothers: — On my visit to Butte, Montana, I was informed 
that one P. W. Flynn, a delegate representing Local No. 1, had made the statement at 
several meetings of the Butte Miners* Union that he had been unfairly treated by tlie 
Chair during the convention. He charged that the Chair continuously denied him Ills 
right to the floor or ruled him out of order. I paid no attention to these statements 
until on Saturday afternoon, September 26th, at a special meeting of Butte Miners' 
Union, he, Flynn, reiterated these statements in my presence. I have now decided to 
ask the delegates of the Sixteenth Annual Convention whether Mr. Flynn is stating facts 
to the membership of Local No. 1, or is he resorting to deliberate falsehood in order 
to discredit the Sixteenth Annual Convention and its Chairman. I would request that 
you answer the following question, yes or no: 

14. Did P. W. Flynn, as a delegate in the Sixteenth Annual Convention receive the 
same treatment from the Chair as all other delegates and was such treatment fair and 
impartial? Yes ; No 

15. Please vote on the above and return immediately to headquarters. 

C. H. MOVER. 

16. You will understand that this letter was not given to the public; it was not 
sent to local unions; it was not published in the Miners' Magazine; no one knew of its 
having been mailed, only the stenographer who took the dictation and the delegates 
themselves to whom it was addressed. You will note by its wording that there was 
no abuse, no charge of falsehood, no attack on the member's character, but a question 
submitted direct to those who were his associates in convention, for them to decide — 
not me — ^as to the correctness of his statement. 

17. Following this on October 29th, there was sent, as far as I am informed, to 
every local union in the Western Federation of Miners and to many individuals, the 
lollowing circular, which speaks for itself: 

Butte, Montana, October 29, 1909. 
Dear Sir and Brothers: 

18. On the second of October no less than seventeen letters were forwarded from 
Denver by President Moyer to the locals of Butte, and I understand a proportionate 
number to the other locals of the United States, Canada and Alaska, which were evi- 
dently intended to defame my character and injure my reputation among the miners of 
the West. 

19. Were this the only attempt that was made to assassinate my character I would 
look upon it with silent contempt, but it is only part of it. There is evidently a 
systematic and brutal assault being made upon me, not only by President Moyer, but 
by J. C. Lowney, a member of the Executive Board. It seems they are determined to 
place me in a false light before the membership and, no doubt, judging from appearances, 
to ultimately drive me from the Federation. 

20. Because I had the temerity to oppose President Moyer and some of his satellites 
in the Sixteenth Annual Convention in their attempts to deny the membership their 
legal rights, and because I was chosen by the minority of that convention to oppose 
President Moyer's policy of dictatorship, I am now selected as the object of their 
hatred, to be harassed and persecuted in order to serve as an example to all those mem- 
bers who might be so presumptuous as to differ with them in the future. Therefore, 
in my own defense and to let the membership know some facta( in the case, I will make 
the following statement: 

21. When President Moyer was here, J. C. Lowney, Executive Board member, had , 
charges pending against me which he pushed with malignant hatred to the very end. 
These charges were so silly, paltry and uncalled for, and so unjustified, that I was 
entirely exonerated of them at a largely attended meeting without even one dissenting 
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vote in Lowney*s favor. The charges were so ridiculous that even his own friends 
would not cast their votes to support him. 

22. These miners of Montana with whom I work and associate should be best 
able to judge of my character. They should know my record as to whether I am worthy 
of confidence or not, and I am willing to leave my case in the hands of men who know 
me personally and who are equally familiar with Brother Lowney's career in the labor 
movement. Now, what are the facts in the case? These same men whom Brother 
Lowney has used his executive authority on to defame my character, saw fit to place 
enough confidence and esteem in me by giving me the highest position of honor at 
the command of their local, by making me President of No. 1 at their recent semi^ 
annual election. 

23. Brother Lowney having ignominiously failed to secure one member to support 
him in his cowardly attack upon my character, Brother Moyer now takes up the assault 
and uses his official authority as President of the Federation to misrepresent me to the 
membership. He would not even extend me the courtesy due a member of the Western 
Federation of Miners and address me as an equal or as a brother, but simply refers to 
me as one P. W. Flynn, something insignificant and beneath his notice — something 
beneath the high circle in which he moves and has his being. 

24. Brother Moyer, in his circular letter, charges that I said in his august presence 
that I was continuously denied thfe floor in Denver. The facts are these, which I can 
get a hundred men who attended the meeting in Butte to which he refers, to prove: 
While President Moyer was acting as temporary chairman at the said meeting, in an 
altercation between Brother Moyer and myself, I casually referred to an incident in 
Denver in which he ruled me out of order. As the tiger or leopard of the jungle 
watches for an opportunity to spring upon its victim. President Moyer seized. upon this 
trivial incident to distort and twist it in order to place me in a false light before the 
membership of the Western Federation of Miners. When he asserts that I said that I 
was continuously denied the floor in Denver, or was ruled out of order, I denounce him 
as a deliberate, premeditated and malicious falsifier, and I can get a hundred men to 
back my statements who attended the said meeting. To say that I was continuously 
denied the floor would be as foolish on my part as it is false on his. I know the 
membership of the Western Federation of Miners and the delegates to the Sixteenth 
Annual Convention are and were too honest and fair-minded to tolerate such treatment 
from even President Moyer. No one knows better than President Moyer himself that 
he intentionally falsifies when he makes such an assertion, and he is simply using his 
official position to distort the facts and place me in a false light before the member- 
ship; and I can get unlimited members to prove he utters a malicious falsehood when 
he says I <:laimed I was continuously denied the floor. 

25. President Moyer whines about his fair and impartial chairmanship during the 
Sixteenth Annual Convention. Let us look for a moment at the facts in the case, and 
then you can judge for yourself about his pretended impartiality. While the convention 
was in order the following resolution was introduced: 

26. "Whereas, The Western Federation of Miners, having established an official 
organ for educational purposes and to give the locals and unions an opportunity to 
exchange ideas which might be of vital interest to the welfare of the general organiza- 
tion, therefore, be it 

27. "Resolved, That the editor of the Miners* Magazine be instructed to publish 
all communications coming from local unions of the Western Federation, which bear the 
seals of said local unions and the signatures of their officers." 

-28. There was a fair proposition; that resolution was intended to give the differ- 
ent locals an opportunity of voicing their sentiments. It would have given them a little 
show to say what they considered would be to the best interests of themselves and the 
Federation at large. But no, that resolution must be killed and a press censorship 
must be established as bad as despotic Russia. The membership might get enlightened 
as to the autocratic power that lies in the hands of a few officials. I now ask President 
Moyer, who prates about his fairness and impartiality, who was it that was chiefly 
instrumental in killing that resolution, or at least, in using your power as chairman 
to such good effect that the friends of the measure had to lay it on the table because 
they saw it was killed by you hurling your official weight as chairman of the conven- 
tion and President of the Federation against it? 

29. And here let me say that I am in perfect accord with the political sentiment

expressed by Editor O'Neill, but I am utterly opposed to the policy of the Executive 
Board in using their official authority in preventing communications bearing the seals 
of the locals and their officers from being published in the Miners' Magazine. 

30. The locals and the membership are supposed to make up a loss of thousands 
of dollars, amounting to $6,415 per annum, but if they wish to publish anything that 
they consider would be for the welfare of the organization the magazine remains a 
sealed book to them, if, perchance, there is anything said that encroaches on the divine 
authority of the President or Executive Board. 

31. The chairman of a local or a convention, if he wishes to speak on a resolution, 
is supposed to vacate the chair and appoint a temporary chairman in his place. Did you 
do this in this particular case? I say no; most emphatically no, as all the delegates to that 
convention can testify. You were still acting as chairman of that convention when you 
took the platform and hurled the weight of your official position against that measure 
from the chair. What were the arguments you resorted to in order to frighten the 
delegates and scare them to your way of thinking? You said the locals might send in 
communications that would have the officials arrested. Then why accept the office 
if you are afraid of shouldering the responsibility? But I now hurl that insult that you 
offered to the locals and the membership back'jin your teeth. You who are supposed 
to guard the good name and reputation of the locals and members from attack, delib- 
erately insinuate that they are not law-abiding, and that they would send in communi- 
cations that would place you and your associates behind Federal bars; I denounce the 
insinuation as a brazen calumny and unwarranted slander upon the locals of the Federa- 
tion and the membership in general. You had a purpose in view in making such 
assertions, and that was that the columns of the Miners' Magazine might be denied to 
the locals, fearful that the membership might get enlightened as to the centralization 
of power that exists at headquarters. 

32. During the trials that were carried on by the Mine Owners* Association against 
the Western Federation of Miners and its officers in Idaho, what evidence was intro- 
duced in those trials from the magazine against us? Was it articles bearing the seals 
of Its locals and the officers, or was It articles from) the editor? I ask you not to evade 
this question, but answer it, seeing that you are so willing to cast a slur on the locals 
and their officers by Insinuating they would send In communications that would place 
you or your associates in a Federal prison. 

33. I detest the brutal and murderous assault that was made upon our organization 
and Its officers by the Mine Owners' Association and jits hired assassins. I have done 
all In my power to thwart them In their bloodthirsty attempt to send the officers of the 
Western Federation of Miners to an untimely grave at the time when some of President 
Meyer's present bosom friends claimed they had evidence sufficient to convict him, and 
I am ready to take the same stand today should another murderous assault l)e made 
on our organization or Its officers by the vampires who fatten off our toil and misery. 
But I thoroughly despise the cringing tactics of President Moyer of hiding behind that 
event and using It as an appeal to the sentiment of the delegates In order to kill a 
measure which would give the locals and membership admission to a magazine to which 
they are contributing their equal share of support. I ask President Moyer, how does the 
membership of the locals manage to keep out of the penitentiary without his royal 
presence and mighty Intellect to counsel and advise and keep them from undoing the 
universe and wrecking the world? Still, I am somewhat doubtful as to whether the 
earth would have flown from Its orbit If the light of his Intelligence had not shone 
on the labor movement of America. 

34. The fact of the matter is that President Moyer and some of the Executive 
Board members want to do the thinking and run the entire Federation for themselves, 
and perpetuate themselves In office, and anything that would have a tendency to 
weaken their death-grip on the throats of the membership or endanger their reign In 
office must be excluded from the Miners' Magazine, and consigned to the waste basket. 
And should an Individual be' so presumptuous as to question their policy or try to 
blacken their game of tyranny, he must be made an example of as a warning to all 
dissenting members In the future. As an example of the power that some of the 
Executive Board members seek to wield: 

35. During the sessions of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, the present Executive 
Board member, Mr. Wm. E. Tracy, Introduced a resolution which specified that ten or 
more locals could not demand a referendum unless they had a membership of at least 
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5,000 in good standing. Had this measure carried, 188 locals of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners would have been denied the right of the referendum, and but sixteen 
locals could have demanded it. Practically the entire locals would have been throttled; 
tlie only rights or privileges that would have been left them would be to pay their per 
capita tax and assessments and foot the bills in general. Yet J. C. Lowney, Wm. E. 
Tracy, Wm. Jinkerson, all members of the Executive Board, and James Kirwan, 
retired member of the Board, voted to pass this autocratic measure, and to disfranchise 
188 locals, or practically the entire Federation. These are the men who want all the 
pow^er of the Federation in their own hands. These are the men, along with President 
Meyer, upon whose heads have been poured the divine ointment of wisdom, and who 
wish to deny 40,000 men in good standing in the Western Federation of Miners the same 
rights and privileges they claim for themselves. 

36. True, the members of the Executive Board are not all bad, but they are 
powerless to resist the tide of reaction and conservatism represented by President 
Moyer and some of his associates. These few egotistical mental microbes imagine that 
they have the wisdom of the world grabbed and that their mighty intellects are 
capable of doing the thinking for the entire labor movement of America; but a set of 
men who wish to deny the referendum to 188 locals and to deny to upwards of 40,000 
men access to a magazine which they are keeping alive, must be afflicted with either 
immaculate gall, intentional fraud, or monumental stupidity. I recollect of but one 
occasion on which a referendum was demanded by five locals, and on that particular 
occasion it was pigeonholed as usual by the men who carry the brains of the Feder- 
ation beneath their beavers. 

37. I have opposed these men in their efforts to centralize the entire running 
of the Federation in their own hands, and because of this two of these men — Moyer 
and Lowney — are trying to harass me with all the malice and vindictive hatred of 
the Spanish Inquisition. It is true treason against priestly prerogative and the thumb- 
screw and rack have been consigned to the scrap pile of oblivion, but the high crime 
of saying aught against the mighty mandates of an Executive Board member, or the 
treasonable crime of offending the dignity of officialdom still remains, with the usual 
sentence of expulsion for any individual who differs with their royal prerogatives. 

38. I place these few brief facts of the case before you so that you may more 
clearly understand my real crime — namely, showing up the autocratic power of our 
President and some of our Executive Board members, and thus offending officialdom. 
With perfect confidence in your sense of justice and fair play, I remain with you, 
brothers, to the very last ditch in our struggles for industrial and political liberty, and 
ever with you in protesting against tyranny, oppression and censorship from either 
autocrats within or foes without our organization. Ever keeping the flag of our Feder- 
ation flying in the breeze, I am with you for justice at all times.

39. I paid no attention to this circular, but on January 4th, after having j'^iven 
time for my letter to reach the many delegates and to receive a reply, I dictated and 
mailed the following letter to the Butte Miners* Union No. 1: 

Denver, Colorado, January 4, 1909. 
To the Officers and Members of Butte Miners' Union No. 1, W. F. M., 

Butte, Montana. 
Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

40. At a special meeting of your local held on Saturday afternoon, September 
26th, and while acting as chairman of said meeting, I recognized a^nd granted the floor 
to Member P. W. Flynn. After being so recognized by the chair. Member Flynn rose 
to his feet and made the following statement: "There is no use of my taking the floor, 
as I would be ruled out of order the same as I was in the Sixteenth Annual Convention." 
To which I replied: "You will receive the same treatment from me while chairman 
of this meeting as you received from the chair during the Sixteenth Annual Convention, 
which treatment was fair and impartial, and I shall so prove to the members of the 
Butte Miners' Union." 

41. Upon my return to headquarters, after giving the matter careful consideration, 
I decided that the only reliable source from which to secure evidence and make good 
my promise to the Butte Miners'" Union was to submit the question to the delegates 
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of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, and on October 2nd I submitted the foUowlnfiT 
question to all delegates of said convention: 

42. "Did P. W. Flynn, as a delegate in the Sixteenth Annual Convention, receive 
the same treatment from the chair as all other delegates, and was such treatment fair 
and impartial? Yes No " 

43. In answer to this question submitted, and after a reasonable length of time, 
I have on file the vote of 83 members of that convention voting "yes," I have acknowledg- 
ment from seven delegates by letter who refuse to vote, one delegate has died since 
the convention, which leaves, not counting Delegate Flynn and myself, eight who have 
refused to respond; in other words, the convention was composed of 101 delegates, 
83 voted "yes" and 15 refused to go on record. 

44. Now in taking this matter up at this time, I want it distinctly understood 
by the membership of Butte Miners* Union that my only purpose in so doing is to make 
good my promise given on the 26th day of September, when I said to the membership 
of No. 1 who were in attendance at that meeting: "I will prove to you that the 
treatment accorded Member Flynn by the chairman of the Sixteenth Annual Conven- 
tion was fair and impartial." I now furnish you with what is recognized by any jury 
of fair-minded men in the land as a preponderance of evidence; I furnish you the 
expression of eighty-three members of the Western Federation of Miners out of ninety- 
eight who had been selected by their local organizations to represent them in conven- 
tion, to the effect that the treatment accorded by the chair to delegates, Delegate 
Flynn included, was fair and impartial, and with that the matter shall rest as far as 
I am concerned. If the Butte Miners' Union desires the names of the delegates 
voting on this question or any further information at any time, they have only to call 
upon me and the same will be furnished. 

45. As to the scurrilous attack against me sent broadcast throughout the country 
in a letter supposed to emanate from Member Flynn, I have considered the source and 
ignored it, the same as has the many locals and individuals of our organization to 
which it was sent, but shall at all times stand ready to defend my reputation and 
record as a member and representative of the Western Federation of Miners when the 
charges are preferred in the manner and form prescribed in our constitution. 

4G. Wishing your local and all of its members a prosperous New Year, I beg to 
remain, as ever, 

Yours for the Western Federation of Miners, 

CHARLES MOYER. 

47. You will again note in this letter that there was no vituperation and that 
it was the delegates in the Sixteenth Annual Convention speaking instead of myself. 
But regardless of this, a short time after there was again sent out generally through- 
out our jurisdiction another circular which reads as follows: 

To .the Membership, W. F. of M.: 

48. Dear Sirs and Brothers: — After having sent out circular letters to the mem- 
bers on October 29, 1908, stating the reason for President Moyer's attack upon me, I 
thought the matter had dropped, but not so, as Brother Moyer still persists in claiming 
that I have falsified. 

49. Having received letters from many locals demanding proof of my assertions, 
one which reads as follows: 

Giltedge, Montana, December 12, 1908. 
Mr. P. W. Flynn, Butte, Montana: 

50. Dear Sir and Brother: — We, the undersigned, a committee appointed by Judith 
Mountain Miners' Union No. 107, with instructions to communicate with you and investi- 
gate as fully as possible the controversy that exists between Brother Charles Moyer 
and yourself, hereby demand proof of the statement made in your circular letter of 
October 29th, 1908, in which you denied Brother Moyer's charge and claimed to be able 
to furnish proof to the effect that he had misquoted you when making the charge as 
hereinafter set forth. 

51. In their honest endeavor to get at the facts in this case the members of this 
union forwarded to Brother Moyer a resolution which, after setting forth the reasons 
for such action, concluded as follows: "Therefore, be it Resolved, by the members 
of the Judith Mountain Miners' Union No. 107, that we demand of you. President 
Charles Moyer, to either furnish the proof for your assertions, viz.: *He (P. W. 
Fiynn) charged that the chair continuously denied him his rights to the floor or ruled 
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liim out of order at the Sixteenth Annual Convention, or make such amends as will 
vindicate Brother P. W. Flynn from the above charges/ Adopted at a regular meeting 
lield November 11, 1908." 

52. To this Brother Moyer replied with a very haughty letter, from which the 
following is the closing paragraph: "In conclusion I emphatically refuse to comply 
^with your demand, denying your right to make it and invite and court you to probe 
into the proposition to the bottom, as you put it, and stand ready to proceed under the 
constitution of the Western Federation of Miners at your convenience. 

53. "Yours for the Western Federation of Miners, 

"CHAS. MOYER, President W. F. M." 

54. So much for the pains taken to arrive at the truth. We trust, however, that 
you will not deny the right of this demand, as it is our sincere belief that when mem- 
bers, let alone those who are in official position, make definite statements or assertions 
-which concern their fellow members or officials, whether for good or evil, that it is 
not only the right, but the duty, of the rank and file to make such investigations as 
-will tend to bring into the limelight of scrutiny the parties concerned in order that 
tlieir respective merits or demerits may be fully ascertained. 

55. Believing we have made ourselves plain in this proposition and awaiting an 
early reply, we beg to remain.

56. Now, therefore, brothers, regarding this controversy and to place the lie 
where it belongs, I submit the following proof for your consideration: 

57. We, the undersigned members of Butte Miners' Union No. 1, W. F. M., do 
hereby positively state that we were in attendance at a special meeting of this Union 
on September 26, and that the charges attributed to or purported to have been made by 
one P. W. Flynn on that date, viz.: He charged that the chair continuously denied him 
his right to the fioor or ruled him out of order as set forth in the letter accompanying 
the referendum to the delegates of the Sixteenth Annual Convention of the W. F. M., 
and sent out by President Charles Moyer under date of October 2, 1908, is absolutely 
and unqualifiedly without foundation and untrue, Brother Flynn having made no state- 
ment whatever that /could possibly be honestly interpreted to mean that he had been 
continuously denied the floor of the Sixteenth Annual Convention of the W. F. M.

59. You will note that there are fifty-six signatures attached to this document, 
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but as a matter of fact, several of them were not present, and one in particular was 
not in Butte at the time, and seven are delegates in this convention. 

60. To this I made no reply, being determined, as I have said in my letter to 
Butte Miners' Union No. 1, to permit the matter to drop, and would have done so had 
it not been that I had heard from many sources that those who were responsible for 
these unwarranted attacks were making the assertion that I had been proven to be 
what had been set forth in the circulars, and that it was no credit to the Western 
Federation of Miners to have such a one connected with the organization, and that 
the organization as a whole was not better than I, and should be condemned if I were 
permitted to remain in it. 

61. After these circulars had been issued I received a number of letters from those 
who were present at the special meeting referred to, and as set forth in said letters, were 
regular attendants at meetings of their local. Some of the letters are as follows:

G2. At a regular meeting of the Butte Miners' Union No. 1, W. F. M., I heard 
P. W. Flynn make the statement that he was refused the privilege of the floor at the

63. I also heard P. W. Flynn state at a regular meeting of No. 1, W. F. M., 
that President Moyer was an autocrat, that Flynn was refused permission to speak on 
different questions that came before the convention.

68. Referring to our conversation a few days ago, about one P. W. Flynn and 
certain remarks made by him, I beg to state that I attended a special meeting of the 
Butte Miners' Union, called for the purpose of considering payment of the October 
W. F. of M. assessment, and at which President Moyer of the W. F. of M. was present. 

C9. An altercation arose on the floor between several members, each of whom 
was seeking to overdin the noise made by the others in the calling of choice epithets 
that questioned the ancestry, truthfulness and honesty of the opposition, and each at 
the same time clamoring to the chair for recognition. 

70. President Moyer thereupon reached for the gavel and, pounding vigorously 
for order, declared in a loud voice that as he was President of the W. F. of M. and. 
as this meeting had been called by him, he was going to keep order if nobody else 
would. Telling every one else to sit down and keep quiet, he pointed the gavel at Flynn, 
who had been one of the loudest and most persistent participants in the fracas, and 
told that individual that he had the floor. Flynn answered: "I don't want the floor 
now. You would only rule me out of order, as you did whenever I got up to speak in 
Denver." In spite of Mr. Moyer's challenge to him to name a single instance of being 
ruled out of order by Mr. Moyer in Denver, Flynn kept his seat and said nothing more 
about it at that meeting.

87. And to prove to you beyond a question of a doubt that this policy of dis- 
ruption has continued during the year and that it comes into the Seventeenth Annual 
Convention, I read you the following, upon which I shall make no comment whatever.

90. I now leave it to you as to whether or not the matters contained in thesei 
circulars are justified or whether I have been in error in defending the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners, to say nothing of myself personally, and I again reiterate that any 
man who may be selected as your representative who will leave such attacks, either 
by those within or without your organization, go unchallenged, should be placed in 
the class of those who make them, and should be branded as a coward and not only 
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unfit to represent the Western Federation of Miners in any capacity, but as a disgrace 
to any of its locals. 

91. The same men are sitting today in the Seventeenth Annual Convention who 
were present in the Sixteenth, and who organized to carry on a campaign of rule or 
ruin at any price. Having devoted one year to this work, you have no right to expect 
that they will change their policy, but that when they go hence from this city after ad- 
journment of this body, they will continue along the identical lines. 

92. Personally, as I have said, I ask for nothing from this convention, nothing 
from any member or local of the Western Federation of Miners, but if the facts as I 
have t)la>ced them before you shall assist in the outlining of a policy to prevent a 
continuation of these evils on the part of those who are striking at the very heart of 
your organization, then I will be well satisfied. If there is a delegate in this conven- 
tion or a member in the organization who will file churges against me to the effect 
that I have at any time since my connection with the Western Federation of Miners 
failed to live up to my obligation, failed to defend its good name and honor; show where- 
in I have ever failed to perform -my duty as I understood it, or as I might be advised 
by those qualified to pass on the same; where I have ever surrendered a principle adopted 
by the majority of our members, or ever in the thick of conflict in which we have been 
engaged deserted those whom I was pledged to represent; if it can be shown that I have 
been dishonest in a financial way, or countenanced dishonesty on the part of others to 
the detriment of this organization, then willingly will I court trial either in my own 
local or by this convention as a whole before its adjournment. 

93. While I am not one who cares to discuss myself, still I feel that I will not 
be misunderstood when I call the attention of this delegation to the fact that I have 
done something for the Western Federation of Miners; in fact, I have no hesitancy in 
saying to you that I have given the best years of my life for the cause, and while I 
expect no justice at the hands of our common enemy, I have a right to expect fair 
treatment from the working class whom I have endeavored to serve, and I am proud 
in knowing today from coming in personal contact with our membership that the senti- 
ment expressed in the circular letters which I have read is not the sentiment of the 
great rank and file, and the authors have been more severely condemned by them than 
by myself. 

94. In concluding, let it be understood that I file no charges against a delegate in 
this convention or any member of the Western Federation of Miners. I submit this 
matter, believing that I am justified in so doing, and that it is for the best interest of 
our organization and the delegates of this convention that I should do so.

SECRETARY-TREASURER OF WESTERN FEDERATION OF MINERS 

FOR 

FISCAL YEAR ENDING MARCH 3^ 1909 

Denver, Colorado, July 12th, 1909. 

To the Officers and Delegates, Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western Federation 
of Miners, 

Brothers:— In compliance with the Constitution of the Western Federation 
of Miners, I herewith submit for your consideration the financial report fdr the 
fiscal year ending March 31st, 1909, and trust that it will meet with your ap- 
proval in every respect. 

The receipts for the General Fund, Murphy & Pettibone Memorial Fund, 
Smith & Preston Defense Fund, and Mexican Defense Fund have been carefully, 
itemized, and, in addition, a tabulated statement appears showing the amounts 
received each month and quarter for Stamps, Assessments, Supplies, Defense 
Fund, Rent of Cripple Creek and Victor Halls, Miners' Magazine, Murphy & 
Pettibone Memorial Funds, Mexican Defense Fund, Funds of Defunct Unions, 
Strike Donations, Stenographic Reports and Miscellaneous. 

The expenditures have been itemized and are also subdivided under the fol- 
lowing heads : President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer, Executive Board, 
Organizers, Stenographers, Miners' Magazine, Office Expenses, Printing and 
Supplies, Attorneys, Smith and Preston Case, Idaho Cases, Adams Case, Mexican 
Cases ; Rent, Light and Janitor Services ; Postage, Telephone, Telegrams, Express 
Charges, Loans, Convention Expenses, Mileage to Delegates, Payment of Interest 
and Loans, Strike Relief, Drafts and Collections, and Miscellaneous. 

I have also compiled a tabulated statement of the expenditures for each 
month and quarter, a summary of the amounts received from the local unions for 
Stamps, Supplies, Assessments and Donations; a list of the Defunct and Dis- 
banded Unions, also a list of Local Unions organized during the year and a state- 
ment showing the receipts and disbursements of the Union-at-Large. 

From the yearly and quarterly reports of the Locals, I have compiled and 
included a report showing the Receipts, Disbursements, Initiations, Number of 
Accidents, Deaths, Sick and Injured Benefits, Contributions, Value of Property 
and Salaries paid of each local union for the year ending December 31st, 1908, 
and the membership in good standing July 1st, 1908 ; Oct. 1st, 1908 ; Jan. 1st, 
1909, and April 1st, 1909. 

The records of the office show that 12,321 written letters have been sent out 
during the year; 130,990 circular letters and strike notices and stickers; 850 
express packages, 262 telegrams sent out and 406 telegrams received during the 
same period.

I am also submitting to you the financial quarterly report ending June 30, 
1909, and recommend that the accounts be audited by your committee up to date 
and that the constitution be so Amended to make the fiscal year end on June 30th. 

The depository bonds covering the funds of the defunct Diamondville 
Miners' Union, amounting to $1,582.64, which has been in litigation "since 1902, 
remains tied up pending filing of objections, for an appeal from a decision ren- 
dered in favor of the Western Federation of Miners in November, 1908. 

For several years past the officers of your organization have been unable 
to secure reduced railroad rates for the convention, and would state that if the 
Executive Board, or officers of the Federation, were empowered to set the date 
of convention on or about a certain date so as to take advantage of certain re- 
duced rates that might be in effect to the place of convention, it would materially 
reduce the cost of mileage of delegates, both to the Federation and local unions. 

For instance, had this convention been called five to seven days earlier, the 
rates to Denver would have amounted to about one fare plus two dollars. 

We have been in receipt of $3,911.72, principally through the efforts of 
Mother'' Jones, for the defense of the Mexican Political Refugees, whose cases 
were discussed at the Sixteenth Annual Convention, and $3,809.75 has been paid 
to the Bisbee Mexican Defense Committee, and used directly in behalf of securing 
the liberty of the imprisoned men, while the balance, $101.97, has been forwarded 
to the Political Eefugee Defense Committee at Chicago at the request of 
** Mother" Jones for the defense of Calixto Guerra, a political refugee, whose 
extradition is demanded by President Diaz of Mexico. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, your organization was confronted with a 
heavy indebtedness growing out of the Idaho and Adams trials, together with 
the strikes that had confronted the organization, but I am pleased to be able to 
state that all indebtedness has been paid, including the $15,000.00 loan with in- 
terest from the Butte Miners' Union No. 1, W. F. M., also the $2,500.00 and 
interest from the Anaconda M. & S. Union No. 117, W. F. M. The latter union, 
however, gave an expression of their loyalty to unionism and the Western 
Federation of Miners by returning the interest to the general organization. 

The balance of the indebtedness of $24,603.47 in the Idaho cases, and 
$31,473.11 in the Adams case, Colorado, has been paid, while there has also been 
$26,787.00 paid in strike benefits. The Western Federation of Miners is at the 
present time free from indebtedness, while your organization shows a material 
increase in membership. 

Everything possible has been done to secure the liberty of Brothers Smith 
and Preston from the Nevada state penitentiary and no expense spared where 
it would be possible to accomplish anything in their behalf, and although the 
donations for their assistance have only amounted to $739.28, the sum of $4,588.15 
has been expended in a strenuous effort to secure them their freedom, as we are 
confident that they are th^ victims of injustice and should be liberated, and we 
had sincerely hoped to have been able to report to the delegates of this convention 
that they were free men, but in this we are disappointed. 

The donations from the local unions of the W. F. M. to the Murphy Memo- 
rial Fund have also been sufficient, in conjunction with the amount guaranteed 
by the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, to covep the cost of a monument to 
mark the resting place of the late John H. Murphy, whose value to the organiza- 
tion we have never been able to replace as a legal advisor, one whose whole heart

and soul was interested in the welfare of the Western Federation of Miners and 
organized labor in general, one who was always ready to do everything within his 
power in combating the many legal obstacles that so frequently confronted us, 
and this not from a mercenary point of view but for the love of organized labor 
and a sense of justice, as he himself had suffered from the lash of oppression 
meted out by court injunctions at the behest of capitalism. 

Sufficient funds have also been donated by the friends of the late George A. 
Pettibone to secure a monument that will demonstrate that the laboring class are 
not forgetful of his untiring energies, that they valued his loyalty and are 
mindful of the suffering that he endured in behalf of their class. 

These memorials will be monuments expressive of a debt of gratitude from 
those who knew their worth and are appreciative of the devotion of true friends. 

A review of the Idaho cases, including the St. John and Adams cases, which 
were the outcome of the Idaho cases, shows the donations for defense and the cost 
of trials since February, 1906, to be as follows :

The balance of this amount of expenditures ($161,930.38) has been paid 
by assessment of the locals of the Western Federation of Miners and from the 
general per capita funds of the W. F. M., while during this same period the 
sum of $107,621.58 has been paid in strike benefits to the unions in South 
Dakota, Cobalt, Ont., Goldfield, Nevada, Bisbee, Arizona, Minnesota and Alaska 
locals. 

In spite of the efforts of the Mine Owners' Association and their allies, the 
detective agencies with their labor spies who are ready to do any crime to create 
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a distrust in organized labor, and whose revenue depends almost wholly on the 
patronage of the former who uses the wealth that should go to the producer to 
better his condition to pay such traitors to mankind, it is gratifying to note that 
your organization has almost doubled its membership since February, 1906, when 
the mine owners congratulated themselves on their deeply laid plots to disrupt 
the Federation. 

It is with pleasure that I thank the oflScers and Executive Board of the 
Western Federation of Miners and the secretaries of the local unions for the 
courteous and considerate manner in which their business with the oflSce has been, 
conducted, and for their assistance and co-operation during the time I have served 
in the capacity of Secretary-Treasurer of the organization, and upon surrender- 
ing this office, it is with a sense of having done my duty as an officer of the! 
Western Federation of Miners to the best of my ability.

Report of Executive Board 



Denver, Colorado, July 9, 1909. 
To the Officers and Delegates to the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: — In compliance with the call from President Moyer, -we, 
your Executive Board, convened on July 5th for the purpose of auditing the accounts 
of the organization and to take up such other matters as would properly come before 
the Board. 

We have audited the books of your Secretary-Treasurer to July 1st, 1909, checking 
up all receipts and expenditures in the General fund. Defense fund. Murphy and Petti- 
bone Monument funds, Union-at-Large, Miners* Magazine, accounts and cash in deposi- 
tory vaults, and find them correct in every detail. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The work of organization has gone forward with gratifying results, notwithstand- 
ing the great industrial depression which has steadily prevailed. Charters have been 
issued to thirty new locals. Our membership has increased by seven thousand men in 
excess of the number who have fallen in bad standing, died, or whose membership has 
terminated by reason of other causes. 

STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 

Communications from Brothers Embree and Corrigan, two of our members in Nome, 
Alaska, written under date of June 22nd, were received at headquarters on the 9th inst. 
While these letters are not official, they contain valuable information, which we place 
before you. 

Brother Embree writes to the effect, in relation to the strike there, that the winter 
has been a strenuous one for the union, and that the indications are that the summer 
and fall will prove to be more so. In reviewing the situation Brother Embree admits 
that opinions contrary to his own are held by many of our men, and goes on to say: 

"From what information I have been able to glean from various sources, it seems to 
me that the biggest operators in the district, knowing that the general sentiment of the 
business men was against a lowering of the wage scale, made plans secretly, evidently 
last summer and fall, to force a reduction of the wage scale this summer and winter 
by wholesale importation of cheap European labor. Their plans were so well laid 
and carried out so secretly that not until nearly four hundred Russians (really more 
Turkish than. Russian) were landed from the Victoria, the first boat to arrive, did we 
know that such plans had been made. That put us at a great disadvantage and practic- 
ally gives the operators the control of the situation. Of course, the business men, 
with the exception of the banks and the steamship companies, are doing their best to 
prove that the Russians were imported and thus influence the Federal authorities to 
deport them, but as far as the union is concerned, it is powerless, in the face of the 
fact that there are now enough of these men in the country to do the work and are 
willing to do it for less than half the wage demanded by the union. 

"Up to the present time, outside of the Pioneer Company, only one of the large 
operators is employing the Russians at a wage below the scale. Fleming Brothers and 
Hanks have forty-five of them at work at $2.50 per day. The Pioneer Company, of 
course, have scabs at work, but they have been paying the scale so far. The balance 
of the operators seem to be waiting to see what kind of workers the Russians will prove 
to be. 

"I was told by a man, who is in position to know, that certain operators were in 
the habit of speaking freely and discussing these matters while in his shop, and it was 
his opinion that if they found that these Russians could do the work, they would 
simultaneously cut the wages to $2.50 per day and board, half the present scale. He 
may have been giving me a wrong steer, but I am inclined to think the operators are 
acting concertedly in the matter. 

"If the operators are successful in cutting the scale, this fall will see a general 
exodus of the members of the Federation here. Enough will probably remain during 
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the winter to keep the charter alive, but it is certain that the miners will not stand 
for that much of a cut in the scale. 

"One bright spot is that we will not have to contend with any Citizens* Alliance. 
The merchants here fully realize that a cut in the wage scale and the general employ- 
ment of cheap labor will mean a heavy curtailment of their profits and will eventually 
compel them to move elsewhere. I don't think they will succeed in having these Rus- 
sians deported, as I believe that there is too powerful an influence (perhaps the Gug- 
genheims) backing the operators for the business men to overcome. 

"The boys did splendidly through the winter; they more than held their own against 
most determined ooposition on the part of many of the operators. True a large number 
were idle practically all winter, but that did not seem to depress their spirits; they 
congregated in the union hall day and night and seemed to thoroughly enjoy themselves. 
Very few of them spent what money they did have in the saloons; the ma.iority of them 
can be called class conscious, many of them considering the Socialist Party too wishy- 
washy and conservative to have anything to do with. All are firm industrial union- 
ists, as you can see from the resolution which accompanies the proxies sent you. 

"The situation at present is certainly a serious one, and it seems to me that the 
chances are very much against us; however, the boys will not give up without putting 
up a hard fight." 

Brother Corrigan writes as follows: 

"The summer wage scale went into effect on the 10th of May, which is paid by 
all the operators. As has been the custom adopted by the union here, the members are 
allowed to work wherever they can find employment, as during the open season it 
would be impossible to maintain a closed shop. About 200 Caucasians landed here ofl 
the first fleet of boats. Some of them came direct from the old country. It looks as if they 
were shipped in under contract. We, ^ith the other labor unions, are endeavoring to 
have the authorities at Washington investigate the matter. We are having the 
City Fathers take part in it also, and if we can furnish the proof that the law has 
been broken, we will try and have them deported. It is known that a few of them 
have got employment at $2.50 per day. 

"We are doing all we can to have the camp unionized. On account of the large 
number of people who come to this camp just to put in the summer, and leave for the 
outside in the fall, we have a hard proposition to get them interested in the union. 
One thing certain, the union will be here as long as the camp amounts to anything." 

All other affairs pertaining to such strikes and lockouts as have occurred during 
the year will be taken up and explained by those individual members of the Board 
within whose jurisdiction such disturbances have taken place, in their respective reports 
to this Convention. 

MINERS' MAGAZINE. 

We desire to call your attention to the necessity of increasing the circulation of 
our official organ, the Miners' Magazine. The Magazine is published for the education 
of our members and the working class in general. It has become recognized as one 
of the foremost labor publications in America under the able editorship of John M. 
O'Neill. It is only by the education of the working class to a realization of their rights 
and duties and class interests that we can hope for our emancipation from wage slavery, 
and we earnestly trust that everything will be done to increase the circulation of the 
Miners' Magazine. Owing to the fact that a large number of our members are of foreign 
birth and education, and on that account, in many instances, unable to read the English 
language, great difficulty is experienced in maintaining the circulation of our Magazine 
at a satisfactory point numerically. 

Several suggestions have been made in connection with ways and means for increas- 
ing the Magazine's circulation, some of which will, doubtless, be presented for the 
consideration of this Convention. It is to be hoped that the wisdom of the delegates 
will be able to devise some practical means to accomplish the desired purpose. 

On the morning of July 6th, the lives of nine miners were sacrificed by an explosion 
of gas in the Toller Mine in Las Animas County, Colorado. It has been asserted by 
both the State Mine Inspector and the State Commissioner of Labor that this calamity 
is the result of criminal negligence, and that this accident is nothing more nor less 
than an industrial murder. Such murders are by no means unusual nor infrequent. 
Their constant recurrence in many lines of industry, especially in mining, has become 
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notorious. Those upon whom the guilt of these most horrible crimes should properly 
be fixG^ are never in any instance brought to justice, nor are they ever in any manner 
maile to feel the weight of punitive retribution under the law. Were such people right- 
fully dealt with by the judicial and executive oflBcers whose duty it is to proceed in 
such matters, there can be no doubt but that such deplorable catastrophes would, in 
many instances, be averted, and the lives of many of the unfortunate victims be pre- 
served to their friends and families. No stronger proof of the weakness and error of 
the present prevailing system can possibly be required by the most exacting, as all 
laws so far enacted that have in any manner improved 'the condition of the working 
people have resulted only from the efforts of labor unions, or organizations of working 
men. It is highly fitting and proper that this matter should receive the thoughtful 
consideration of this Convention, to the end that we may take fitting action in respect 
to fO\ such matters.

Brothers:— I hereby demand that the credentials of J. A. Jones, delegate 
from Gowganda Miners' Union No. 154, be canceled for the following reasons: 

First. That he was expelled from the Hibbing Miners' Union No. 155, for . 
the embezzlement of the local's funds and the following notice was published in 
the Miners' Magazine at that time: 

''Hibbing, Minn., January 29, 1907. 
**To Whom It May Concern: 

**At a regular meeting of Hibbing Miners' Union No. 155, held October 8, 
1906, J. A. Jones was expelled and the secretary was instructed to inform the 
Federation through the columns of the Miners' Magazine. Fraternally, 

**W. J. Latbrnmbb, Secretary." 

There is no record to show that the said Jones has at any time ever repaid 
the funds so embezzled, nor has he ever been placed in good standing or ex- 
onerated from the charges by Hibbing Miners' Union No. 155. 

Second. After being expelled from the Western Federation of Miners, he 
secured a commission from the I. W. W. as an organizer and attempted to dis- 
rupt the Western Federation of Miners by organizing dual unions to be known 
as the Mining Department of the I. W. W., and at the Fifteenth Annual Con- 
vention the membership card of a member of one of the local unions which he 
had organized was produced. 

I contend that the said Jones is not a member of the Western Federation 
of Miners at the present time, as he has obtained his present membership by 
fraudulent means. Yours fraternally,

Dear Sir and Brother:— I did not write you of the first week's developments 
of the strike at the Veteran mine, as Delegate H. T. Bennett can give you the 
information better than I could by letter. Since he left everything remained 
the same until the evening of the 11th, when two of the pickets were shot at 
about 10 :30 p. m. The shooting was done by one of the company men, a watch- 
man, who had been deputized by the constable. One of the boys was shot in the 
leg, the other in the back. The shooting was entirely uncalled for. The watch- 
men searched the boys first f ot guns ; finding none, they then started a fight and 
did the shooting. 

The doctor says that the men shot are not in any great danger from the 
wounds unless blood poisoning sets in. 

It is the old case of not being able to get the men to break away and the 
necessity of starting trouble. The only trouble now is to keep the men from 
getting scared and leaving. Brother Corra arrived last night; met him at the 
train and brought him up to a special meeting we had arranged for the evening. 
Think we can hold the men, however. 

This morning the company was able to get out about six men besides the 
shift bosses and office force. We will be able to get them off again. The mine 
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is evidently getting in pretty bad shape already. Was glad that Corra arrived, 
as we will need him from now on. 

Have been keeping in close touch with Ogden and Salt Lake as possible, but 
can hear of no attempt yet to secure men from there. 

One good result of the shooting was that the sheriff revoked all of the deputy 
appointments that had been given to company men, five in all. The sheriff's 
force at present is doing the watching at the mine. Have had the man arrested 
that did the shooting and will send him up for it if possible.

ice-President 8 Report 



Denver, Colorado, May 26, 1909. 
Mr. Charles H. Moyer, President, Western Federation of Miners, Denver, Colorado. 

Dear Sir and Brother: — I herewith submit a brief report of the work performed 
by me during the past year as Vice-President of the Western Federation of Miners. 

After the adjournment of the Sixteenth Annual Convention I attended the meeting 
of the Executive Board, and on August 12th left Denver for Fairbanks, Alaska. I ar- 
rived in Whitehorse on the 22d and was there for a few hours awaiting the departure 
of the boat, and got what information was possible as to the condition of the mining 
industry at that point, and as near as I could learn, there were about fifteen man work- 
ing for wages in that district, and it was generally understood that the copper properties 
which were employing those men would close shortly, and not reopen until the follow- 
ing summer. I was unable to locate any of the ofllcers of the local union, as they were 
all out of town. There was a great deal of prospecting going on throughout the 
district, and many reports of fair showings have been made, and from all indications 
it would appear that the Whitehorse District bids fair to become an important mining 
district in the future. 

I left Whitehorse that evening, arriving in Dawson on the 25th, and as I was laid 
over there a few days waiting the boat, I got what information was possible as to the 
condition of the mining industry at that point. I found that there were very few men 
employed in the district as miners, as the placer grounds of that district had been 
almost entirely worked out, and the only men working were individuals who were 
working for themselves on a small scale. There were several dredge companies operat- 
ing on the old creek beds, but those employed very few men. The Guggenheim interests 
were employing a large number of men in the construction of a water flume for the 
purpose of installing a hydraulic system, and had procured all of the old bench ground, 
which they were going to work by the hydraulic system of mining. As near as I could 
learji, they were employing in the neighborhood of two thousand men on this work. 
The wages paid were claimed to be four dollars a day and board, but as none of those 
men were employed as miners I did not deem it advisable to endeavor to organize them 
at that time, as most of them would leave as soon as the season closed. 

I left Dawson on the 29th of August and arrived in Fairbanks September 4th, 
and met Organizer Stefifenson. The officers and a number of. the members of the 
local were in town, and I went over local conditions with them generally, and found 
that the organization was scattered over a vast territory and was organized into several 
branches; that they maintained a general office of the local in Fairbanks, which was 
some distance from the mining center, and that the secretary of the local union re- 
mained in the town office all of the time, and the branch secretaries on the different 
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creeks collected dues and stamped the membership cards, turning the money in through 
the bank, and making out a report to the general secretary that he might post up the 
books. In going over the books with Secretary Burns, I found that it was impossible 
to ascertain what the standing of the membership was, as in many instances cards had 
been stamped by the branch secretaries and no report on the same made to the secretary 
in the general office of the local. I met with the members of the local who were in 
town on the 5th, and after a general discussion, decided to hold meetings at the different 
branches and go over the ground thoroughly with them, and arrange to have a repre- 
sentative meeting of the different branches after I had visited the same for the purpose 
of outlining some feasible plan of organization to be followed by the local and its 
branches. 

On September 7th the unions of that district held the first Labor Day celebration 
that had ever been held in the Tanana Valley, and I was somewhat surprised to learn 
that I had been billed as one of the speakers of the evening, and that the former 
president of the Mine Owners' Association, and a business man, who had been one of 
the bitterest enemies of the organization in that district, and the bishop of some church, 
were billed as the other speakers to address the audience on that occasion. The meet- 
ing as a whole was considered a great success, and at the closing of the Labor Day 
exercises, one not familiar with the industrial conditions in that district would be 
imbued with the idea that organized labor had become a power in the Tanana Valley, 
as there was no apparent dissension, and that miners, mine owners and business men 
mingled together as though they were all of the same class, but on the following morn- 
ing this had all disappeared, and the chasm between organized labor and the employing 
forces of that district seemed just as wide as it had on the day preceding Labor Day. 

On September 8th I left Fairbanks for the purpose of holding meetings at the 
different branches. On the 9th I met with the Dome Creek branch; on the 10th at 
Vault; on the 11th at Olnes, where we organized a new branch, re-instated a number 
of old members and took in several new ones. On the 12th I met with the Cleary 
branch; on the 13th at Chataneka; on the 15th at Fox, and on the 16th at Esther. These 
meetings had all been advertised to the men on the different creeks, who had all been 
notified that an open meeting would be held for an hour or an hour and a half, preceding 
the business meeting. All of the meetings were well attended, ranging from one hundred 
to two hundred men at each meeting; many of these were members of the union in bad 
standing, who all promised that they would re-instate and pay up as soon as they were 
in a position to do so financially, and quite a number of new members put in their ap- 
plications as members of the organization, and I felt certain that the organization was 
going to take on new life and result in thorough organization in that district. 

On the 17th I met with delegates from the different branches at Dome for the pur- 
pose of installing a system of bookkeeping that would make it possible to keep an ac- 
curate account between the secretary in the general office and the different branches and to 
outline a general working basis for the local. At this meeting it was decided to move 
the office of the general secretary of the local from Fairbanks to a central location on 
the creeks, thus making it possible for him to attend meetings of the different branches, 
and go around the different creeks and solicit membership and collect dues. A system 
of accounting was also installed that would make it possible to keep an accurate 
account between the secretary of the local and the different branch secretaries. Here- 
tofore the different branches would incur an indebtedness and the same would be paid 
out of the cash, and the general secretary of the local would pay bills in cash part of 
the time and part of the time by check. This matter was taken up by myself and the 
delegates at that meeting, and it was decided that all bills must be sent to the general 
secretary cf the local, and that the same should be paid by check only, drawn on the 
treasury of the local union, and that from that on all moneys be turned into the bank 
and all indebtedness be paid by check. On the 18th I returned to Fairbanks to assist 
the secretary in getting out the necessary stationery and material to put into effect 
the changes that had been made at the meeting at Dome, and took up the different 
cases which were then pending in court against members of the local with their counsel, 
which it was expected would go to trial the next term of court, and found that they 
were making the necessary preparations for the. defense of the indicted men. 

Reviewing the organization of the miners of the Tanana Valley from the beginning, 
I find that they organized on March 1st, 1907, at Cleary City, and were known as the 
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United Mine Workers of the Tanana District. Organization was brought about in the 
Tanana district through the intolerable conditions which the miners were forced to 
work under, and not through the efforts of any one acting as an organizer. They had 
no affiliation and were merely a local union, and in a short time had a membership 
of about fifteen hundred members. Shortly after organizing they decided to strike 
in case the operators refused to grant the eight-hour day. Prior to this time the 
hours had been from ten hours up, and the wages five dollars per day and board. At 
the time it was decided to strike for the eight-hour day if necessary, the demands were 
to be five dollars a day and board for eight hours, while at the same time a number 
of the operators were paying six dollars a day and picking their men, and at a general 
meeting of the union those who were getting six dollars entered a protest to the five 
dollar minimum wage being made part of the demands, fearing that it would reduce 
their wages from six to five dollars, but were in favor of striking for six dollars a day 
and board and eight hours; and on a vote being taken, the same was passed, and 
became the demand of the union and was so submitted to the operators, and on them 
refusing it the strike was called. The operators organized and began recruiting men 
from the coast towns, but met with little success, but, as the striking miners had no 
backing outside of their own resources, in about ninety days practically called the 
strike off and returned to work. Shortly afterwards a discussion arose among the mem- 
bers of the Tanana Miners* Union as to the advisability of applying to the Western 
Federation of Miners for charter, and as a result of the same, communications were 
sent to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Western Federation of Miners and Thomas 
Steffenson, who had been selected as organizer in Alaska for the Western Federation 
of Miners by the Fifteenth Annual Convention, was sent to Fairbanks, Alaska, to install 
the new organization and assist in organizing the district. The organization took on 
new life after receiving the charter of the Western Federation of Miners and built up 
to some extent. Shortly after Brother Steffenson arrived he apparently started an 
agitation for the construction of a hall at Fairbanks, and without taking the matter 
up generally with the miners of the district, himself and a few others organized what 
is known as the Miners' Union Improvement and Building Association, electing a board 
of trustees and giving them full power to act on behalf of the association in purchasing a 
building site and the construction of a building. This board of trustees purchased a 
building site in an out of the way place, agreeing to pay $5,000 for the same. One 
thousand dollars was paid down on the deal, and a trust deed executed as- security for 
the balance. They then arranged for the purchase of the necessary material to con- 
struct a hall and employed mechanics. When the building had reached completion it 
had cost between eighteen and nineteen thousand dollars. The local union had expended 
some five thousand dollars on the same, the building association had sold about eighteen 
hundred or two thousand shares of stock at a dollar a share, and this left the building 
with an indebtedness against the same of between twelve and thirteen thousand dollars. 
From what I could learn, Organizer Steffenson gave all of his time to this project and 
paid little or no attention to the work of organizing. 

Shortly after the completion of the hall, on February 1st, 1908, the strike was 
renewed against the operators by the Miners' Union. The operators immediately opened 
up an employment office in Seattle and employed a number of Greeks and Turks, shipped 
them to Valdez an^ took them in over the winter trail. A number of the miners went 
out and met the men on the trail and made an effort to have them remain out of the 
district. The United States marshal, learning of this, sent out a number of deputies 
who brought the men in, arresting a number of the union men, seven of whom were 
indicted by the Federal grand jury, and bound over to the Federal court on the charge 
of inciting riots. Shortly after the arrests on the trail, the mine operators were ship- 
ping a number of strike breakers from Fairbanks to the creeks, and a number of the 
miners went to the depot and were endeavoring to persuade the men not to go, whien 
a number of deputies incited what was termed a riot by beating the men over the 
heads with their guns and shooting at random. They then arrested a number of the 
union men and the grand jury found indictments against five of them jointly for incit- 
ing riots with intent to do bodily harm, and also found a separate indictment against 
a member by the name of Louis Dozart, charging him with* discharging a gun against 
the person of Phillip North with intent to kill. This man North was considered one 
of the most notorious thugs that was connected with the marshal's office, and is charged

by the miners with having endeavored on several different occasions to create a turmoil 
and thus make it possible for him to murder the striking men under the guise of law. 
After the strike had dragged on for about ninety days, it was decided that all men 
should return to work and that the matter be dropped. This left the local union with 
practically no finances, and an indebtedness of between twelve and thirteen thousand 
dollars standing against the hall at Fairbanks. The creditors had extended time in 
the hope that the local might be able to meet their obligations, or in other words, 
waiting for Steffenson to make good his promise that he would get the money from the 
general organization to pay the indebtedness that had been incurred in the erection of 
the hall. On my return from the meetings of the creek branches, three of the cred- 
itors came to the office of the union and asked that some arrangements for settlement 
of the indebtedness be made. Secretary Burns asked them to call again in the evening, 
and discussed the matter with me during the afternoon. I advised him that as there 
was a building and improvement association which had applied for incorporation in 
the district of Alaska, that I would advise that he not act in any way that might 
connect him with the affairs of the building association as they were separate and apart 
from the local union. They then took the matter up with the trustees of the building 
association, who told them that they would be unable to meet any of the obligations un- 
less the local union of the Western Federation of Miners were to handle the same. My 
advice was then sought in the matter by the trustees of the building association, and I 
informed them that so far as I was concerned the general organization would not assume 
the responsibility of any indebtedness that stood against the building, and I advised 
the local union to take the same position, as the building was useless from a rental 
standpoint, and if placed on the market would not bring six thousand dollars, and at 
the same time there was an indebtedness of about thirteen thousand dollars. The 
trustees of the building association turned the. property over -to the creditors and they 
are now in charge of the same. 

Industrial conditions in the Tanana district are not at all what they should be. 
The majority of those who are termed operators in that district are not men who own 
the ground, but inen who obtain "lays," or what in most places are known as leases on 
a royalty basis, and in most instances, have nothing back of them. To begin with, they 
mortgage their sluice boxes and dumps to the commercial companies and banks for an 
outfit, and employ men, as is customary in that district, on what they call "bed rock," 
that is, the men work at times all winter and until such time in the summer as the 
clean-up is made and take time checks for the same, and in many instances, when the 
other liens against the lay man have been satisfied, there is nothing left with which to 
meet the time checks held by the miner. The leaser, or lay man, who mortgages his 
outfit to the banks and commercial companies, is not supposed to handle any of the 
clean-up until such time as the mortgages to the banks and mercantile companies have 
been satisfied, and if they make a clean-up once a week, the day that the clean-up comes, 
the agents for the banks and the mercantile companies visit the property and divide 
what gold is in the sluice boxes between them and apply the same on the mortgages 
held by their institutions. In many instances, the ground embodied in the lay or 
lease is worked out by the time those mortgages are satisfied, and the miners hold time 
checks that are worthless. A number of suits have been brought by miners for a lien 
on the dumps and sluice boxes in an effort to enforce payment of the time checks held 
by them, but the court has held that the mortgages of the banks and mercantile com- 
panies have precedence, and that the dumps and sluice boxes, or the gold that may be 
in them, are not improvements to the property, consequently, it does not come within 
the scope of a lien to the miner in security of his wages, but that he may take a lien 
upon the shafts and drifts as improvements to the property, but as those have already 
been worked out, the lien that might be secured by the miner is useless. There is con- 
siderable agitation on throughout the district in the way of endeavoring to have congress 
enact a suitable lien law governing the district of Alaska, and I would advise that every 
support possible be given this project by the Western Federation of Miners. 

On the 25th of September I left Fairbanks for Nome, arriving there the 8th of 
October. I attended a regular meeting of the Nome Miners* Union No. 240 on the 10th 
and found that the dissension in Nome over the I. W. W. question had not all died out, 
and it was decided to hold a special meeting of the union on the 11th for the purpose 
of discussing the question at length. After a general discussion of this question at a 
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specia.1 meeting, a majority of those who had been contending for tbe form of organisa- 
tion advocated by the fellow who rode to a convention In Chieago In a box car and 
amused blmself by getting out at' the different stations and stngfiiK "I'm a bum," and 
then passing the hat around, admitted that he bad hypnotized and misled them, and 
had tbey l<nown the real facta of the case, they claim he would nsrer bave received their 
support. 

On the 13th I addressed a general mass meeting which was well attended by people 
in all walks of life. 

On the 14th I attended a special meeting of No. 240, the same being called to fix 
the time for closing 'the open season and discussing winter wages. 

On the ]5tb I attended the meeting of the Longshoremen's Union and endeavored 
to impress upon them the necessity of organized labor In that district getting closer 
together and making a more united effort to maintain the rights of the wage earners 
in that district. 

In reviewing the conditions in Nome in a general way. It would appear that the 
Nome Miners' Union have a hard up-hill fight, and especially during the winter months. 
The system employed by the union in that district is rather a peculiar one. They run 
what tbey term an open shop In the summer months, or what Is kn^^^ii ^^ *^^ open 
season. During this season, wages are five dollars a day and board, and there has ap- 
parently been no question raised at any time on the part of the operators aa 
to the payment of the scale during the open season. During the winter season, or 
what Js known as the closed season, which is generally from the first of 
November to the first ot May, tie union scale Is four dollars a day and board, and they 
declare for a closed shop during this season and hold all operators as unfair who 
refuse to pay the winter wages. The Pioneer Mining Company, which is the largest 
in the district, gives the union no recognition whatever outside of paying the summer 
scale during the open season, while during the closed season they employ men for three 
dollars per day and absolutely refuse to deal with the organisation at all. The reason 
given by the union for endeavoring to enforce the closed shop during the winter months 
Is that it Is almost impossible for the operators to recruit men In there during that season 
of the year, while during the summer season tbey can easily flood the camp by recruiting 
men from tbe coast towns. I advised them to make an effort to organize the men em- 
ployed by tbe Pioneer Company, they having absolutely no power so far as that com- 
pany Is concerned at tbe present time, as Its employees are unorganised and many of 
thrm have remained In the employ of the company for a long period ot time and have- 
never been members of the organization. Tbe company is controlled by Laplanders, 
and the majority of the employees are of the same nationality, and the local union has 
never been able to make any headway in organizing the Laps who are employed by this 
company. As near as I could learn there are quite a number of the Laplanders who 
are working for the Pioneer Company who have been given a few shares of stock by 
tho company, and then educated to the standard of believing that the more they produce 
the more their stock was worth, and naturally, being stockholders of the company, they 
could not very well organize and go on strike against themselves. This company, how- 
ever. Is spreading out and merging many of the mining concerns In the district, and It 
appears to me that the fighting forces against the local at that point will continue to 
increase rather than diminish unless they are successful In organizing tbe employees of 
this company, and forcing tbem to terms with the organization. 

The Nome Miners' Union is fortunate in comiui existed 

there over the I. W. W. question without being dei Ish, an 

oi^anlzer for the Trautmann faction, was there durin seemed 

to gain absolute control of the Miners' Union, and rork of 

organizing a dual union to the Federal Union, whic e coaat 

of Nome, which was not under the jurisdiction of 1 Miners. 

The Federal Union of Nome had held a charter fr of tJie 

World prior to the second convention of that organ conven- 

tion and the division of the Industrial Workers of i pay no 

tax to either faction until such time as the controvei agreed 

to stand with the Western Federation of Miners in r deter- 

mined to pursue. About this time the Nome Miners' After 

the paper had been launched, Walsh managed to be< id used 

it to serve his own ends, which was the disruption Union, 
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but of the Miners* Union as well in case he did not succeed in making them an adjunct 
of the Trautmann-St. John faction of the I. W. W. He succeeded in pitting the Miners' 
Union against the Federal Labor Union, and was able* to continue the dual organization 
in the jurisdiction of the labor union for some time, the Miners' Union assisting in boy- 
cotting houses and employers who had in their employ members of the Federal Union. 
I was also informed while there that when Walsh came in contact with a man going 
to work under the jurisdiction of either the Federal Union or the Miners* Union without 
a card, he would, if possible, induce him to take a card from him in the I. W. 
W., paying him twenty-five or fifty cents for the same, thus, making it possible 
for him to transfer and deprive the union whose jurisdiction he was working 
under out of the initiation fee. On his leaving, he sent in a man by the name 
of Turner as editor of the paper, who took up the work where Walsh left off, and con- 
tinued it until the spring of 1908, when he became so raw that he was ousted by a 
referendum vote of the union. The paper was held as unfair by the Typographical 
Union, and two printers, who were members of the Typographical Union, and who re- 
mained as employees of the Miners' Union paper under the supervision of Turner, and 
who were declared unfair by their union, disagreed with him in some respects and quit 
of their own accord. Turner published an article charging them with tampering with 
the machinery. The printers brought suit against Turner for libel. Turner engaged 
counsel in the case as an individual without consulting the union, and the attorneys 
so engaged are now threatening to bring suit against the union for collection of a fee 
of $750.00 on the ground that Turner was editor of a paper owned and operated by the 
union. The union has absolutely refused to recognize the bill. Before leaving there I 
met with the Federal Union, there being a desire on the part of the Miners' Union 
that some understanding be reached whereby the two bodies might assist one another, 
and. the Federal Union promised to do their part in bringing about a closer relation 
between the two organizations. 

I left Nome on the 16th of October, arrived in Denver on the 30th. On November 
28th I left Denver for Pueblo, Colorado, accompanied by Brother Peretto, for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to establish a local union of smeltermen at that point. The two 
smelters in Pueblo were operating about half forces and were employing nearly all Slav- 
onians, and Italians from the southern part of Italy. After making a canvass among 
the men we held two meetings, but failed in our efforts in organizing a local, as we were 
not able to secure the necessary number. The industrial conditions of the smelters at 
Pueblo are very bad. A majority of the Italians who are employed by those companies 
are illiterate to a great degree, and come from a part of Italy where education and 
organization of the workers is very limited. The steel works was operating with about 
half working force, and I am of the opinion that little will be accomplished in the way of 
organizing the workers in this institution, owing to the system employed. Outside of 
the day laborers all the work of, this institution is done by piece work, and while the 
company will not recognize the steel workers' organization, they pay the scale that is 
paid by other companies who are employing members of that organization, and the 
majority of the men employed in the steel works in Pueblo as skilled laborers take the 
position that it is useless for them to endeavor to organize, as they are getting the scale 
that is paid through agreement of the organization and other steel works that are 
organized. The Victor Fuel and Iron Company and the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany apparently have got employment agencies in southern Europe and all the men 
shipped to them go to Pueblo and are distributed from that point to the coal mines and 
other industries operated by them in all parts of the state. 

On the 17th I went to Salida and looked over the situation at that point. The 
smelter at that point is operating with less than half working force, there being about 
two hundred men employed; of this number there are about twenty-five English-speaking 
people, some sixty Greeks, about forty Sicilians, and the remainder Bulgarians and 
Austrians. After making a canvass of the men at that point, a large number of the 
Austrians were in favor of organizing, and we quietly called a meeting for that purpose, 
and would have succeeded, had it not been for an Austrian who is considered a leader 
among the Austrians at that point, and who is very close to the company, coming to the 
meeting with a number of other Austrians. He discussed the question with them In 
their own language, and the Austrians became restless and decided it would be better 
to wait a while before organizing at that point, and I am of the opinion that if things 
become better in an industrial way that that point may yet be organized. 
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I returned to Denver on the 22nd of December and on the 28th left Denver for 
Utah. While in Salt Lake I visited John Populpulus, a Greek, who was at St. Mark's 
hospital, and who had lost his foot at the Garfield Smelter. He was a member in good 
standing of the Bingham Mill & Smeltermen's Union No. 201. He was able to talk con- 
siderable English, and in discussing the chances of organizing his people he was of the 
opinion that many of the Greeks could be organized, especially those who have been in 
the country for any length of time. He stated that the Greeks are all handled through 
agencies, and that large fees are collected from them by those agencies for securing em- 
ployment for them, and that all of the agencies are composed of Greeks, who have be- 
come accustomed to the ways of this country, and that on any of them being injured 
in the mines or smelters, the Greek who has them in charge endeavors to get them to 
sign a release to the company. He said that a few days before I visited him a Greek, 
who was not expected to live, after being injured on the property of one of the mining 
companies, and who was in the hospital with him, was visited by the agent, and the 
man being too weak to sign his name to the release, the agent placed the pen in his hand 
and then took him by the hand and assisted him in signing his name. He also stated 
that Greek representatives of the company had endeavored to get him to sign a release, 
but he had refused, and placed his case in the hands of an attorney, and asked that he 
be given every assistance possible in conducting his case when it came up, and I would 
advise that when his case comes up to trial that he be given what assistance is possible 
in conducting his case against the company. 

On January 2d I attended a meeting of the Bingham Miners* Union in company 
with Brother Peretto, who had been sent there to assist in organizing the Italians. I 
found that a majority of the Italians had dropped out of the union, and they gave as 
their reason that they had been abused and insulted by English-speaking members of 
the union, and I am of the opinion that the members who resorted to this conduct did 
so for the sole purpose of endeavoring to drive the Italians from the organization, and 
were in the union at the dictates of the mine owners, and working under their 
directions. 

On the 3rd I visited Mammoth, and found that local in very bad condition. The 
former secretary having defaulted, and having a number of friends in the organization, 
practically defied the membership, and they dropped from over two hundred and 
fifty members down to almost nothing. I found that there were thirty-eight members 
in good standing, and that those who had held on were doing everything possible to 
build up the organization. After going over the situation generally, holding two meet- 
ings with the local and discussing the question of organizing in that district with them, 
I agreed to take the matter up with the Executive Board of placing their secretary in 
the field permanently, and that the general organization would make good any portion 
of the wages that they were unable to pay. The Executive Board agreed to this and the 
late reports from that local show that they are rapidly building up and have at the 
present time some two hundred members, and have not been forced to call on the general 
organization to assist in keeping the secretary in the field. I would judge that under 
normal conditions there would be about seven hundred men working under the jurisdic- 
tion of this local. A new smelting plant has just been completed at Silver, which is 
about two miles from Mammoth,, and I advised them to organize the men in the smelter 
into the Mammoth Miners' Union, and if necessary to have their charter changed to the 
Mammoth Miners' and Smeltermen's Union. 

While in Mammoth I visited Eureka Miners' Union, which is three miles from 
Mammoth. They did not have a regular meeting while I was there and could not get 
their hall for a special meeting, so no meeting was held while I was there. Their 
organization is getting along fairly well, and it is on a good business basis. They have 
their own hall, which is worth between sixteen and twenty thousand dollars, and one 
of the best buildings in the camp. 

There is an effort on to re-organize the Blacksmiths, Engineers and Firemen's Union 
at Eureka, which has gone defunct. I discussed the advisability of taking them in the 
Miners' Union, but the officers were of the opinion that it was useless, as they seemed 
to want their own union, and have decided that it would be better to give them every 
assistance possible in re-organizing the defunct union. 

I left Utah on January 8th for Denver, and attended the meeting of the Executive 
Board. After the adjournment of the Executive Board, I remained in Denver looking 
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after the appropriation bills which had been introduced in the Seventeenth Greneral 
Assembly for the payment bf the destruction of the property in the Cripple Creek Dis- 
trict during 1904, and before the adjournment of the Legislature, bills were passed 
appropriating approximately sixty thousand dollars for the destruction of the Federa- 
tion property, and the Governor affixed his signature to them on the 5th of May, and 
the same became a law. 

In reviewing the condition of our organization generally, I feel that we have gone 
through the financial and industrial depression of the past eighteen months very suc- 
cessfully, and the Western Federation of Miners was never in a better position to 
continue its efforts to thoroughly organize those employed in the mining industry than 
it is at the present time, should the industrial conditions revive. In almost every 
section of the country which I visited during the past year there were thousands of idle 
men, and the employing interests were relying on the over-flooded labor market as 
their sinews of war in fighting and endeavoring to disrupt organized labor, not alone 
in the mining industry, but in all other industries as well. 

I would recommend that the coming convention give the work of organizing through- 
out our jurisdiction every attention possible, as I feel that a vigorous campaign of 
organization, if properly carried on, is one of the most important questions which con- 
fronts our organization, and all other organizations as well, as we find that in a time 
of industrial conflict the only force that can bring about our defeat is the unorganized 
wage earners who become employees of the employing interests. 

After carefully considering the unorganized district in the metalliferous mining 
world, and citing the different failures which have taken place in the past, I would 
recommend that in the larger centers such as are found in Missouri, Michigan and 
Minnesota, that competent men be sent as organizers to as many of those points as 
possible, and that they take up the work of the local unions in that district, acting as 
secretary of the local and organizer until such time as the local is on a working basis 
that will permit of them leaving. Heretofore in those districts numbers of local unions 
have been organized by the Western Federation of Miners and then left to themselves, 
and in almost every instance have gone to pieces in a short time, owing to lack of 
interest and inability to handle affairs of their own local union. The experience leads 
me to believe that the only way to successfully overcome this matter is by placing a 
competent man in charge of the affairs of the organization in such localities until such 
time as the membership have been brought to a realization of what the aims and objects 
of the organization are, and their duties in connection with the same. 

In conclusion I want to thank the local unions and their membership and those who 
have been associated with me in office for the kind and courteous treatment which I 
have received at all times.

Dear Sir and Brother: — I herewith submit a brief report of the territory covered 
by me in the Black Hills, and the condition of the labor unions in that district. 

I arrived in Terry on June 4th, and attended their celebration of the second an- 
niversary of the eight-hour work day in that district on the 5th. On the 6th I took 
up with a number of members of the Terry Peak Union the question of organizing the 
Spearfish work under their local, and after due consideration of the same, it was decided 
that 4t would not be advisable to place this work under the jurisdiction of the Terry 
Peak local, as the work was being done by the Homestake Company, and they are pay- 
ing men $2.50 a day for surface work under the jurisdiction of Lead City and Central 
City Unions, while the minimum wage under the jurisdiction of the Terry Peak local 
is $3.00. 

On the 7th I met with the Lead City Miners* Union and found that they were getting 
along as well as could be expected. The secretary of this union, however, is hampered 
to a great extent in his work by having to look after the opera house as well as the 
union. For a time they made considerable money running picture shows, but somef 
three months ago another outfit started a picture show in the lower part of town, and 
since that time the opera house has just about paid expenses. 
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On the 8th, Brother May, secretary of the Terry Peak Union, and myself made an 
effort to visit the camps on Spearfish, but were unable to get up to where the camps 
were on account of washouts and high water, and on the 9th I returned to Lead and 
attended the regular meeting of the Terry Miners' Union that evening, and found a large 
attendance of active members. 

On the 10th, I attended the Deadwood local. There was a very small attendance, 
and apparently very little activity among the members of the local. The heavy rains 
and washouts have practically closed down all of the piills at Deadwood, and there is 
little or nothing doing there at this time industrially. 

On the 11th I met with the District Union and took up the question of the work on 
Spearfish Creek, and after careful consideration of the same it was decided to place 
it under the jurisdiction of the Central City Miners' Union. They having a paid secretary 
in the field, and not a very large membership to look after locally, it was decided that 
their secretary would have ample time to look after the Spearfish work. It was also 
decided that they have full jurisdiction over this work, and that all members of other 
locals in the Hills working on the Spearfish project s^iould transfer into the Central 
City Miners' Union. 

On the 12th I met with the Central City Miners' Union for the purpose of taking 
up. and discussing with them the Spearfish jurisdiction, and with the exception of the 
Secretary-Treasurer, they were unanimous in agreeing with the decision that had been 
arrived at in the District Union, and I feel that they will have very little trouble in 
organizing all of the men on this work. 

I found that the different wage scales and working conditions that exist in the 
jurisdiction of the different locals that comprise the District Union of the Black Hills 
makes the work of the District Union very cumbersome, and makes it almost impossible 
for the District Union to take up and endorse the wage scale and the jurisdiction of 
one local, as the same, as a rule, conflicts with the wage scale of all other locals, and I 
would advise that when industrial conditions will permit of the same, an effort be niade 
by the general organization to have the Black Hills district establish a uniform minimum 
scale, as I feel that it would go farther to strengthen their position there as a district 
union than any other one thing that might be done. 

On the 13th I went to Rochford and met a number of the old members of the defunct 
union and arranged for a meeting the next evening. At the meeting on the 14th, the 
local was re-organized; the re-instatement and initiation fees were placed at $2.00 for 
thirty days, and the local union should have from thirty to thirty-five members, as every 
man who is working in the district was anxious to re-establish the locfil. We reinstated 
fourteen of the old members and initiated two new ones at the meeting of the 14th, and 
elected a full set of officers, and I feel satisfied that this local will continue in working 
order as long as there are sufficient men employed in that district. to maintain it. 

I left Rochford on the 15th, and arrived in Denver on the IBth.

The report was well received by the delegates and referred to Special Com- 
mittee. 

Mother Jones, having entered the hall at this time, was escorted to the 
platform, where she was introduced by the chair to the delegates, who received 
the venerable ** mother'' with ringing applause. 

** Mother'' Jones spoke at length, describing the struggle of the coal miners 
who are now on strike, and urging the delegates to elect men to their respective 
legislatures and congress who would look after the interests of the working 
class. At the conclusion of her address, ** Mother" Jones was loudly applauded. 

Moved by Delegate Lindsay, No. 83, seconded by ifj^ecutive Board Member 
Clough, that the reading of Executive Board Members' reports be dispensed 
with. 

Moved as an amendment by Delegate McGuire, No. 140, seconded by Dele- 
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gate Curry, No. 1, that the Board ^lembers' reports be referred to Special Com- 
mittee. Motion lost. 

The original motion was then put and declared lost. 

The motions to dispense with the reading of the reports having been lost. 
Executive Board Member Fred Clough, for District No. 1, proceeded to read his 
annual report. 

No. 69. 

Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Brothers: — It being customary for members of the Executive Board to submit re- 
ports of their work for the preceding year, and realizing that the Convention has very 
important work before it, I will endeavor to make my report as short as possible so as 
not to take up much of your valuable time. 

August 3rd, 1908, I arrived in Rhyolite, Nevada, to take up the question of reduc- 
tion of wages in that district. I found that the local union had already accepted the 
reduction of wages amounting to 50 cents per day, and were of the opinion that they 
had taken the right step, although they believed they should have more wages, as the 
cost of living in that district is higher than in the surrounding camps where the Tono- 
pah scale is paid. After putting in a few days at Goldfield looking over conditions 
there, where there had been a strike on for ten months to establish the Tonopah scale, 
I proceeded to the Virginia City District to take up the question of jurisdiction between 
Silver City Miners' Union and the Gold Hill Miners' Union. I arranged for a joint 
meeting of the two locals, and at that meeting the question of jurisdiction was settled. 

I visited several of the locals in that part of Nevada, then went to Grass Valley, 
California, and other districts in California where there was considerable dissatisfaction 
over the assessments levied by the Executive Board for the months of September, 
October and November. I spent until the 15th of October in California trying to wake 
up the locals in order to make an effective fight for the establishment of an Eight-Hour 
Law in that state. The majority of the men employed in the mining industry in the 
State of California do not realize, as yet, the necessity of maintaining strong local unions 
and it is very hard to convince them that in order to obtain decent working conditions, 
they must be organized. From October 15th to October 29th I was visiting local unions 
in the State of Nevada, then went to Sacramento, California, to meet Executive Board 
Member Hutchinson and confer on the California situation. I then went to the northern 
part of Nevada and organized without any trouble at Chafey, where notice had previ- 
ously been posted that if the miners organized, the mines would close and the miners 
would be refused credit in the town. The men employed in that district did not hesitate 
a minute about organizing, but rendered me all assistance possible, and we succeeded 
in thoroughly organizing the district. 

I visited nearly all of the local unions in the northern end of the state and did 
what I could to help them along until December 4th, when I went to Carson City to 
confer with President Moyer in regard to securing the liberation of Brothers Smith 
and Preston, who are confined in the penitentiary at that place. During the latter part 
of December, 1908, and early part of January, 1909, everything was done in order to 
make a favorable showing before the Board of Pardons at their meeting on January 6th. 
Petitions were circulated in all parts of the state. About 4,000 signatures were returned 
to the Pardoning Board, who, when they took the case up, refused to grant the petitions. 
I am of the opinion that the W. F. M. should continue the agitation until Smith and 
Preston, who were railroaded to the pen by the Mine Owners' Association, are pardoned 
and have their full citizenship restored. 

I attended part of the Executive Board meeting in January, and left January 20th 
for Globe, Arizona, where about 1,700 men employed in the mines were locked out by 
the Mine Owners' Association. As this lockout has been covered by reports in the 
Magazine by the president and secretary of Globe Miners' Union, I will not have much 
to say in regard to it, other than that the local had on at the time a fierce internal 
squabble, and the factions could not, or, rather would not get into a solid formation in 
order to wage a successful fight against mine owners; therefore, it was necessary, in 
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order to save the organization from disruption, for the local to back up on the stand 
they had taken and acknowledge defeat. 

From the time I left Globe until the present, I have been visiting the Federation 
locals in District No. 1, and organizing wherever possible. 

In conclusion, there are a few suggestions I can offer this Convention. I believe 
District No. 1 is too large and should be cut down, as there are too many locals for 
one man to cover and do his work, unless he was furnished with an automobile, as 
considerable time is lost waiting for trains and stages, especially where there are only 
one or two stages a week, and in other places where one has to travel as far as 800 
miles by railroad in order to make a place 150 miles distant by wagon road. Nevada 
has more live locals than in any other district, and it is impossible for one man to 
cover the locals in District No. 1 as it now is and do the organizing and other work 
necessary. 

Another thing to which I would call the attention of. the delegates, is the high 
cost of living for transients in this district, making it, with the amount of money an 
officer of the union has to give away to needy brothers, almost impossible to make both 
ends meet at the end of the month on the salary allowed. It has cost me $300.00 for 
the past year above my salary, and I do not believe it is right for a man to put in his 
time and come out behind at the end of the year. 

I would suggest that this Convention take up the matter of a general strike against 
the Guggenheim outfit, or, rather, the American Smelting & Refining Company, 'as I 
believe it is the only way to better the condition of the men employed by that corpora- 
tion, who make it a practice to pay less wages for the same work than other companies 
in the same districts. In the Ely District in Nevada, the men employed by this company 
at common labor, are working for less money than the peons in Cananea, Mexico. 

I believe this Convention should place itself on record for and instruct incoming 
officers to do all in their power to secure a six-hour workday for miners employed under- 
ground where the temperature exceeds 90 degrees. In some of the mines in Nevada and 
Arizona men are working in "hot boxes" underground eight hours per shift where the 
temperature is hotter, by far, than where scab miners go after leaving this earth. 

I am of the opinion that this Convention should devise ways and means for increas- 
ing the circulation of the Miners' Magazine, and I offer the following suggestion: One 
dollar to be taken from each initiation fee for which to pay for the Magazine for the new 
member for a year; in the event that the new member is a foreigner and unable to 
read English, the dollar to be applied for literature in the new member's native 
language. 

I am of the opinion that this organization could transact much of the business that 
comes up at the yearly Convention by the initiative and referendum, which would be 
of great educational value to the membership, and could use money spent for the 
Convention for organization and education.

MORNING SESSION. 

Convention called to order by Vice-President Mahoney at 9 a. m. 

Roll call read and the following absentees noted: McCabe, No. 1, and 
McLeod, No. 1, and Devlin, No. 117, who were reported sick. 

The minutes of the last two sessions were read and approved as read. 

In connection with action of yesterday as to advertising the unveiling of 
the Pettibone-Murphy monuments on street cars, it was moved by Delegate 
Whitely, No. 74, and seconded by Delegate Curran, No. 1, that action be re- 
scinded. Motion carried. 
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The following communication was sent by Secretary Mills to the Socialist 
Party, Central Labor Organization and all labor unions of Denver: 

Denver, Colorado, July 16, 1909. 
Dear Sirs and Brothers:— By instructions from the Seventeenth Annual 
Convention of the Western Federation of Miners, in convention assembled, I 
am extending to the officers and members of your organization an invitation to 
be present at Fairmount Cemetery on the occasion of the unveiling of the George 
A. Pettibone and John H. Murphy monuments, to take place at Fairmount Ceme- 
tery at 3 p. m. Saturday, July 24th.

was taken up. Motion carried. 

Executive Board Member J. C. Lowney then proceeded to read his report, 
which was well received by the delegates.

J. C. Lowney's Report 



Butte, Montana, May 29, 1909. 
Mr. Charles Moyer, President Western Federation of Miners, Denver, Colorado. 

Dear Sir and Brother: — I herewith submit a brief report of my work during the 
past year as member of the Executive Board for District No. 3. 

On the adjournment of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, July 29th, 1908, I at- 
tended the meetings of the Executive Board until its adjournment, August 1st. 

On August 1st I left Denver for Dillon, Wyoming. On my arrival I examined the 
books of Local No. 189. I attended the regular meeting of the union and found the 
labor conditions fairly good; the minimum wage scale is $3.50, and eight hours is the 
established work day. 

August 6th I left Dillon for Rambler. A few men were working there, but not 
enough to organize. I went to Encampment, where is located the smelter which treats 
the ores mined at Dillon. 1 visited the smelter, spoke to a majority of the men on the 
necessity of organizing. They all signified their willingness to organize. I arranged 
a meeting, but only seven showed up. The company officials, learning of my mission, 
threatened the men with dismissal if they joined the union. Although the men worked 
twelve hours the threat had the desired effect, and those unfortunate slaves submitted 
to the worst conditions existing anywhere in the West rather than assert their independ- 
ence and organize to establish a shorter work day and remedy other abuses. I wish 
here to draw a contrast between organized and unorganized workers, as exemplified in 
the conditions enjoyed by the men working in the mines at Dillon, who are organized, 
and the men working at the smelters eighteen miles distant, who are unorganized, both 
being employed by the same company. I left an application blank with one of the men, 
who was a member of the Dillon local, and promised to return if enough applications 
were secured for a charter. Nothing came of it. 

August 8th I left Encampment for Butte, arriving on the 10th, on which date No. 1 
held its annual picnic. Next day I attended a meeting of No. 1 at which the lumber 
workers' strike was discussed, No. 1 having previously endorsed the strike. 

• August 13th I attended a meeting of No. 74 and asked for a joint committee to try 
and adjust the lumbermen's strike. • 

August 14th I went to Missoula and took up the strike situation with the strike 
committee. I asked for a committee to meet like committees of the labor organizations 
of Butte, to present grievances to the employers and try to have the strike settled. 

August 15th I visited Garnet, a charter having recently been granted to Garnet, 
which was formerly a branch of Granite No. 4. While there are only a few men work- 
ing, every man in the district is a member of the organization. I also took up the^ 
charter and funds of No. 209, defunct, and included Coloma district within the jurisdic- 
tion of Garnet No. 82. 

August 16th I returned to Butte, attended a meeting of the Silver Bow Trades and 
Labor Council, and got a committee to act with other committees in attempting to adjust 
the strike of lumber workers. 

August 18th I attended a meeting of No. 1, at which a committee was appointed to 
act with other committees. 

August 21st the joint committee held a conference with J. D. Ryan, President of the 
Amalgamated, and his agents in the lumber camps. After a protracted meeting, the 
conference broke up without any settlement being arrived at, the terms submitted by the 
employers not being satisfactory to the lumber workers. 

August 23rd I went to Missoula to investigate charges made that other organiza- 
tions were taking the places of the striking lumbermen. I learned that the International 
Sawmill Workers were attempting to put men in the camp at Evaro; some men were 
also taken from Bonner, a local of the Montana Federation of Labor to St. Regis, and 
attempted to operate the mill at that place. 

I will state, in order to give an idea of the merits of this strike, that all the local 
unions of Lumber Workers in Missoula, Sanders and Ravalli counties, with the excep- 
tion of Bonner local, which was chartered by the Montana Federation of Labor, went 
on strike July 1st, 1909, against a reduction of wages. The Bonner local, although

previously agreeing to abide by the decision of the majority of the other locals, entered 
into an agreement with the employer to accept the reduced scale of wages for a period 
of six months, thereby making it possible to defeat the strikers, this being the largest 
mill, with enough logs on hand to supply the requirements of business for that period. 
It is evident that there has entered into this strike, and the agreement at Bonner, 
perfidy on the part of some representative of labor rarely equaled in the annals of the 
labor struggles of this country. The sequel shows that the representatives of the Montana 
Federation of Labor, and some organizers of the International Sawmill Workers, took 
advantage of the strike to try to wipe out every local of Lumber Workers and establish 
tlie International Sawmill Workers in their stead. In this they were, and are, ably 
assisted by the employers, which shows the nature of the compact in the first place. 

August 25th I returned to Butte and attended the meeting of No. 1, at which meeting 
a communication from headquarters was read giving notice of assessments Nos. 2, 3 
and 4, levied by the Executive Board. P. W. Flynn, a delegate to the Sixteenth Annual 
Convention, stated on the floor that the assessments were not levied for the purposes 
stated, that Silverton and other locals had their assessments remitted; that Silverton 
w^as represented in the Sixteenth Annual Convention by gamblers and saloonkeepers, 
mentioning the names of Cameron and Waters, and that those men and their supporters 
put the $100,000 proposition through the last Convention. T. J. Booher, who was a 
delegate to the Fifteenth Annual Convention, then stated that there never was a finan- 
cial report submitted to the membership, also that the Executive Board gave a few 
thousand dollars to strikes and put the rest in their pockets. A motion then prevailed 
that the assessments be paid out of the $15,000 loan to the W. F. M. 

August 15th I preferred charges against P. W. Flynn and T. J. Booher for state- 
ments made at the previous meeting, my purpose being to bring before the membership 
the falsity of the statements of those gentlemen. 

August 28th I went to Anaconda and asked No. 117 to send a committee to Butte 
to be represented at a special meeting of No. 1 to discuss the Lumber Workers' strike. 
August 30th I attended a special meeting of No. 1, at which a committee was ap- 
pointed to go to Missoula and attempt a settlement of the strike. 

September 4th a special meeting of No. 1 was held at which it was decided to hold 
a referendum as to whether or not they would declare all lumber used in the mines 
unfair during the continuance of the strike. This referendum, if carried in the aflarma- 
tive, meant the shutting down of all the mines and smelters in Butte, Anaconda and 
Great Falls. 

September 8th the referendum vote was taken on the above, and was 330 for and 
1,288 against. 

September 9th I notified No. 1 at a meeting that they would be held in bad standing 
until assessments were paid, and that we would refuse to allow them to pay it on the 
$15,000 loan. On motion the former action was rescinded and assessments ordered 
paid. 

September 10th I attended a meeting of No. 74. The Machinists* Union notified 
No. 74 that they claimed repair men at the smelters; No. 74 decided they would not 
concede any jurisdiction. 

. September 20th I went to Granite, a dispute having arisen over the removal of the 
meeting place from Granite to Philipsburg, the majority of those residing in the district 
being employed at Philipsburg. I approved of the change of meeting place until such 
time as a suflicient number would again be employed at Granite. 

September 23rd I returned to Butte to confer with President Moyer, who visited 
Butte on his return from Alaska. 

September 24th I attended Joint Committee meeting of No. 1, No. 74, No. 83, 

together with committee from Ropemen. President Moyer being present, the question 

of jurisdiction was taken up, and it wa^ decided that if the Ropemen refused to come 

in as a local, that No. 1 take those around the mines and No. 74 those at the smelters. 

September 25th I visited Anaconda with President Moyer. 

September 26th I attended a special meeting of No. 1 called by President Moyer for 
the purpose of discussing the merits of the contentions raised by some of the members 
of No. 1 on the assessments levied by the Executive Board, also the $15,000 loan. By 
an almost unanimous vote, only four dissenting, the September assessment No. 2 was 
ordered immediately forwarded to headquarters. 
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September 29th I attended a meeting of No. 1, at which the minority report of 
committee on trial of Flynn and Booher was adopted, exonerating both from charges 
preferred, without submitting evidence. 

October 2d, I attended a meeting of the joint committee on Ropemen's jurisdiction, 
offered charter to Ropemen if they agreed with No. 74 on jurisdiction; offer was re- 
jected by Ropemen. I asked President Moyer to send Joe Hutchinson to Butte to take 
a look at his revolutionary friends. 

October 4th I attended a special meeting of No. 1 called to discuss the action of 
the previous meeting in rescinding action of special meeting of September 26th, order- 
ing assessment paid. The meeting adjourned without taking action. 

October 6th I attended a meeting of No. 1, at which nieeting a referendum was 
ordered as to whether assessments No. 3 and No. 4 would be taken out of the $15,000 
loan or out of the treasury of No. 1. I notified them that any such referendum would 
be null and void, and tended only to create dissension in the union; that the Executive 
Board and ofllcers would not recognize the result of such referendum, i placed notices 
in the secretary's oflice advising all members to keep in good standing by paying their 
assessments. 

October 9th I went to Great Falls and proceeded to examine the books of No. 16. 
I found only 226 members in good standing, while there were about 1,000 men employed 
in and around the smelters. On the 13th I attended the meeting of No. 16 and took up 
the question of organizing. The principal difficulty seemed to be with the secretary, 
who claimed he had too much other work to attend to, taking care of the union coal 
yard. 

October 14th I went to Helena to attend the State Union Convention. On its 
adjournment I went to Anaconda to consult with officers of No. 117 as to the methods 
adopted by them in keeping the smelters organized. 

October 20th I returned to Great Falls and took up with No. 16 the question of 
organizing their jurisdiction. I also notified them to take in the men working in the 
dams along the river below the smelters. Next day I visited the manager of the smelters, 
and commented on the large number of non-union men in his employ. He stated that 
the union was given full recognition by him, but that we needed a business agent who 
was willing to work. 

October 24th I went to Butte to take up with the officers of the Power Dams the 
question of recognition of No. 16's jurisdiction over the dams. 

October 27th I attended a meeting of No. 1 at which the question of assessments 
was again taken up, and motion carried demanding that Assessment No. 3 be taken out 
of loan. I informed them that the demand would be refused. 

October 30th I went to Anaconda and attended the meeting of No. 117. 

November 4th I took up the organizing of the dams at Great Falls with the presi* 
dent of the company. He refused to grant recognition. 

November 5th I left for Kendall on request of No. Ill, the eight-hour law governing 
engineers being violated by the company. On my arrival on the following day, the 
secretary of No. Ill and myself took the matter up with the manager of the Kendall 
Mine. He considered it an injustice to compel him to put on a third man, there being 
nothing to do between shifts. The matter was discussed at the meeting of No. Ill, 
and on motion, it was referred to engineers and manager for settlement. 

November 8th I left Kendall for Great Falls. On arriving there I went to the 
management of the smelters and had notices posted at the works that all men employed 
get in good standing in the Smeltermen's union. 

November 15th I went to Butte and took up matters requiring attention. 

November 20th I returned to Great Falls and took up the work of organizing. On 
the 23rd I went to Albright, accompanied bj^the President of No. 16. We called a 
meeting of the men working at the lime quarries; they all signified their willingness 
to get into the organization, and it was due to the neglect of the officers of No. 16 that 
they were not always in good standing. We got full recognition, and none but union 
men will in future be employed. Albright is about forty-five miles from Great Falls, 
the lime rock for the smelters is obtained here, and the eight-hour day and the minimum 
of $3.00 has been obtained through the efforts of No. 16. The quarries are tributary to 
the smelters, hence the jurisdiction of No. 16. 
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November 25th I returned to Great Falls. On the 26th I went to Butte. Assess- 
ments 3 and 4 were ordered paid by No. 1. 

December 2d I took up the organizing of dams at Great Falls with officials of the 
company, and full recognition of union was conceded. 

December 3rd I went to Great Falls and took up with No. 16 the question of 
organizing the dams. 

December 7th I went with the secretary of No. 16 to the Rainbow Dam, where we 
found about 200 men working. We appointed a local secretary and made arrangements 
to have them initiated at a later date. It is entirely due to the negligence of the 
officers of No. 16 that those men are not kept in good standing in No. 16. 

December 14th I went to Butte, attended meetings of No. 1, No. 83 and No. 74, 
successively. December 18th I went to Anaconda and attended a meeting of No. 117. 

December 23rd I went to Helena and interviewed the attorney general on the 
enforcement of the engineers' eight-hour law at Kendall. I notified the mine manager 
at Kendall of my intention of seeing that the law was complied with. I attended a 
meeting of No. 126 at East Helena, at which the necessity of an organizer was urged. I 
promised to take the matter up with the officers of the State Union. I received letters 
from No. Ill and the manager of the Kendall Mine, stating that the engineers' case was 
settled satisfactorily. 

December 29th I attended a meeting of No. 1 at which amendments abolishing con- 
tracts, also amendments prohibiting loans or donations to individuals, corporations 
or organizations, or the W. F. M., were passed. The sentiments which could 
animate men, posing as union men, who could be guilty of introducing and passing such 
laws in a labor organization, it is not necessary for me to characterize. I leave it with 
the membership who became acquainted with the facts to judge. The W, F. M. clause 
was later striken out by amendment. 

January 2d, 1909, I attended a meeting of No. 17, Anaconda. I took up the organ- 
izing of Bast Helena with officers of the State Union. 

January 5th I attended a meeting of No. 1 and took up the legality of amendments 
passed at the last meeting, they being laid over one week prior to passage, without 
reading or any action taken thereon. My principal reason for taking up the question 
was to have striken from the records the fact that the W. F. M. was placed on tKfe 
blacklist by Butte No. 1. 

The action of the meeting was, by an overwhelming majority, to declare the amend- 
ments null and void, but the officers paid no attention to the action of the majority; 
another amendment provided for another business agent or walking delegate, which was 
a necessity, and resulted in getting the jurisdiction of No. 1 well organized. 

January 9th I left for Denver to attend the meetings of the Executive Board. 

January 26th the Executive Board adjourned, and on the 27th I left for Butt€, 
arriving on the 29th. 

February 2d I attended a meeting of No. 1 and presented a check for $15,000 with 
interest to date, forwarded to me by Secretary-Treasurer Mills, in payment of the loan 
given by No. 1 for the defense of George A. Pettibone. A motion was made and carried 
unanimously that the principal, or $15,000, be accepted and the interest returned to 
headquarters. 

February 10th 1 went to Helena by order of President Moyer to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding the death of Brother John Hancock, a member of No. 138. 
I took the matter up with a committee of No. 138, the chief of police and a detective 
agency. After getting all the information possible, I came to the conclusion that the 
W. F. M. should not have anything to do with the case; that there was no connection 
between the death of this brother and the organization or any of its members, and I 
so reported to headquarters. 

February 16th I went to Great Falls at request of No. 16 to audit the books of the 
coal yard operated by the union, a dispute having arisen between the secretary and the 
auditing committee. After spending some time on the books, I found it impossible to 
make a satisfactory report unless I went over the entire period of operation, there being 
no balancing of accounts since the business started about two years previous. 

February 18th I went to Radersburg and re-organized Local No. 120, which went 
. defunct about one year previous. The prospects are good for a strong local at this 
place, as there are some good mines opening up. 
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February 21st I went to Hassel and took up the charter and funds of No. 35, the 
camp being shut down for some time. 

February 26th I went to Anaconda to adjust some grievances between members 
referred to me by the Executive Board. 

March 6th I went to Clinton to take up the case of Alex Sund, who appealed from 
the action of the local union in fining him for refusing to deposit his card. I sustained 
the action of the union; Sund paid the fine. 

March 9th I went to Butte and attended the meeting of No. 1. On the 2d of Febru- 
ary, when the $15,000 loan was returned to No. 1, the union ordered the interest on the 
loan returned to headquarters. On learning that the amount was not forwarded, I took 
the matter up at this meeting, five weeks after the union's action thereon. The presi- 
dent, P. W. Flynn, stated that he refused to sign the check, giving as his reasons that he 
thought it was unconstitutional, also that the officers of the W. F. M. were crooked, or 
damn fools, that the note they issued for the loan was not a note at all, intimating that 
their intent was to swindle No. 1. I drew attention to the fact that he entertained the 
motion ordering the return of the interest, and that it carried unanimously, also that 
it had not been accepted by the union at any time. The matter was laid over for one 
week. At the next meeting, the former action of the union was rescinded, and the 
interest money turned into the treasury of No. 1. 

1 mention this matter to show how easily the majority may be misrepresented, and 
I must say in justice to No. 1, that the actions here recorded are not the sentiments of 
the majority of its membership ; their real sentiments were recorded in the first instance 
when they ordered the return of this money, but their will was thwarted by an official 
who did not think it worth while to inform them of his action; and the final action 
was taken by a coterie, who thought more of their personal prejudices than of the honor 
of their organization, and No. 1 has to bear the odium, it being the first time In their 
existence of thirty odd years that they accepted a cent of interest for money loaned to 
other labor organizations. 

March 17th I went to Basin, some grievance existing between No. 23 and No. 8i; 
the matter was referred to the Executive Board, and is still pending. The shutting 
down of the mines in this district has caused considerable loss in membership to No. 23. 

March 23d I went to Elkhorn. While this camp is well organized, the local union 
is under the control of the officers of the Elkhorn Mining Company. To show their 
identity of interest, they organized a Workers' Club, managed by the officers of the 
company, and the employees have the privilege of contributing the necessary funds, but 
the profits — it would be treason to inquire. I got a committee to draw up a wage scale, 
but after being appointed, they got cold feet and refused to act. 

I went to Corbin from Elkhorn and attended a meeting of No. 191. This district 
is well organized, and a more active and aggressive lot. of officers and men it would be 
hard to find anywhere. 

March 26th I returned to liutte and assisted James Maher in taking up a subscrip- 
tion for the Pettibone monument. 

April 2d I went to Anaconda to attend a smoker given by No. 117 on the Eighth 
Anniversary of its organization. 

April 4th I proceeded to examine the books of No. 1 to ascertaiji the good standing 
membership. 

April 10th I went to Great Falls; the secretary of No. 16 was relieved of the duties 
of attending to the coal business, and ordered to devote his whole time to the union. 
The membership is increasing rapidly, but there is still room for improvement. The 
good standing membership on April 1st was about nine hundred. 

April loth I went to Radersburg, called a special meeting of the newly organized 
union; a wage scale was adopted which is the best in Montana, a minimum of $3.50, 
which includes all surface workers. I went from Radersburg to Winston. There are 
only a few men working here, enough to keep the charter, the majority of members 
being leasers and prospectors. 

April 19th I went to Butte. On my arrival in Butte I learned there was a new 
engineers' union organized, composed of engineers employed in breweries, and chartered 
by the United Brewery Workers' International organization. All the members of this 
union were, and are, members in good standing of Engineers' Union No. 83, W. F. M. 
I will give a brief synopsis of the causes which led up to and created this conflict 
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between the Brewery Workers and the W. F. M. locals in Butte, which threatened for 
a time to become deplorable in its results. 

Previous to this time there was no request or demand made by the Brewery Workers 
for the transfer of the engineers employeil in breweries. For eighteen years Engineers' 
Union No. 83 held undisputed jurisdiction over all engineers in Silver Bow county. In 
other communities throughout the state, the Brewery Workers did not take in engineers, 
where they could have taken them for the asking. Some time in the latter part of March 
or April 1st the usual yearly contract of the Brewery Workers was submitted to the 
Silver Bow Trades and Labor Council for approval. In that contract was a clause 
governing engineers and firemen in breweries. The delegates of No. 83 to the Council 
inquired if that clause included engineers in Silver Bow county; the answer of the 
Brewery Workers' delegate was that it did not. With that assurance, the delegates 
of No. 83 voted to approve the contract. Shortly after No. 83 learned of the formation 
of the new union. No. 83 sent a committee before the Brewery Owners' Association, 
w^hich was then in session in Butte, and entered into a contract with them, giving No. 83 
jurisdiction over all engineers employed in breweries in the state. No. 1, No. 74 and 
No. 117 endorsed the action of No. 83, and in the meantime the charter of No. 302, the 
new union, arrived, and a contract, similar to the contracts of the other locals of the 
Brewery Workers, was submitted to the employers for their signature, but the employers 
refused to sign the contract of the new union. 

On May 1st the Brewery Workers walked out in violation of their own constitution, 
without any authority from their headquarters, and refused to work with members of 
No. 83. After this action was taken a joint meeting of No. 1, No. 74 and No. 83 was held 
at which meeting all jobs in breweries were declared fair to any one who wished to fill 
those places vacated by the Brewery Workers. In the meantime No. 83 filled the places 
of the engineers who quit on the first of May. The action of the locals of the W. F. M. 
in taking up this fight so promptly will be made clear when it is understood that it has 
been a continual struggle for several years to maintain our jurisdiction, and in this 
case, the same people, the International Unions, were lined up with the Brewery 
Workers against the W. F. M., led and directed by that arch enemy of the W. F. M., 
Fairgrieves. If the Brewery Workers w6re successful in getting the engineers in 
breweries in the manner in which they attempted it, the next move would be an inter- 
national charter for engineers around town, said charter being, at this time, stored 
away in a cellar in Butte, ready for action when the opportune time arrives. 

May 1st, being a Brewery Workers' holiday, and the next day being Sunday, there 
was still an opportunity to settle the matter without much friction, but it was a spec- 
tacle for the gods to see the way every hidebound craft unionist cheered for industrial 
unionism, while the professed industrial unionists were apparently opposing their own 
principles. I went to the oflScers of the Brewery Workers and asked them to return 
to work pending a settlement, but all appeals were in vain; they were going to whip us. 

On May the 3rd the places of the Brewery Workers were being filled by members 
of various labor organizations. All Montana beer was declared unfair by the Brewery 
Workers, although their own members were working in Great Falls and Anaconda. 
The Building Trades and other international bodies took up the fight in favor of the 
Brewery Workers; the fight was becoming serious when the General Secretary of the 
United Brewery Workers arrived in Butte. On learning the condition of affairs, he 
revoked the charter of the new Engineers' Union. He also informed Alex Fairgrieves 
that his absence was very desirable. That individual took the hint and left Butte. 
He then submitted a proposition of settlement, which I believed would not be accepted, 
so I wired President Moyer suggesting that he come to Butte. After President Moyer 
arrived a week was spent in conferences, and a basis of settlement was arrived at, 
giving No. 83 its jurisdiction as originally held in Silver Bow county, the engineers 
who waHced out on May 1st to remain out, and all members of the W. F. M. filling the 
places of the Brewery Workers to be withdrawn. No. 1 accepted the proposition at 
its meeting on May 18th, and instructed its members to vacate their places at the 
breweries. The next day the Brewery Workers' contracts were signed by the em- 
ployers and the strike was ended. 

The peculiar and deplorable feature of this fight was that two professed industrial 
labor organizations should be fighting for jurisdiction. The principal objection of 
No. 83 to the new union was, that in its contract there was a provision absolutely 
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barring members of No. 83 from seeking employment in breweries in the future. Those 
men in the breweries attempted to solve the unemployed problems for themselves, 
regardless of the rights of their fellow workers. There developed on both sides of this 
controversy some very energetic and strenuous fighters, who had nothing to settle, and 
who, I fear, would be lacking in the same admirable qualities if their energies were 
directed against the common enemy of the working class. 

On May 23rd I went to East Helena, the President of the Montana State Union, and 
an Austrian organizer, being in the field at ESast Helena. They were successful in 
getting nearly all the workers into the union. The company kept laying men off and 
apparently started a freeze-out game, anticipating a strike. The men were impatient 
to go on strike, and thought my presence was all that was necessary to act. I informed 
them it was necessary to first make some demands; I also told them that we did not 
believe in men going on strike as soon as they got into the union. A committee was 
elected at a special meeting held on the 24th to ask for fifty cents increase in wages. 
The manager told the committee he would take the matter up with the directors in 
New York, and give them an answer in a week. I advised the officers and old members 
to take no action leading to a strike until the entire matter could be laid before the 
convention. 

The conditions in the smelter at East Helena are almost intolerable. The wages 
are from $2.00 to $3.00 a day, very few receiving $3.00. This is from $1.00 to $1.50 
lower than the wages paid for similar work elsewhere in the state. The eight-hour law is 
being openly violated, a large percentage of the men working nine hours. If we try to 
establish fair conditions in East Helena, we will probably have to fight the American 
Smelting and Refining Company to a finish, which may force them to abandon their 
plant at East Helena, which would be far preferable to their continuing under present 
conditions. The conditions permitted to exist at East Helena are a menace to the 
workers throughout the state, and I would recommend that the Seventeenth Annual 
Convention give this matter thorough consideration. 

I would also recommend that a re-instatement stamp be issued by headquarters, 
as the great majority of the secretaries of locals place only one stamp for a re-instate- 
ment fee of $8.00, thereby depriving the general organization of its legitimate revenue 
amounting to tens of thousands of dollars yearly. While a provision governing this 
matter already exists in the constitution, it is entirely ignored by a majority of the 
secretaries of local unions. 

The vicious, scurrilous and uncalled-for attack made on the organization and its 
officers during the past year by certain elements within the organization, notably in 
No. 1 — attacks which would make Jim McParland and Bulkley Wells green with envy — 
should be met by the delegates to the Seventeenth Annual Convention in no uncertain 
terms. 

The organization in District No. 3 is in better condition, from an organization 
standpoint, than at any time in its history. The mining and smelting industry in 
Montana is almost 'thoroughly organized, and notwithstanding the industrial depres- 
sion which exists in Montana, as elsewhere, we have a good standing membership, 
almost as large as at any time in our history, and if local unions would elect active, 
aggressive officers those conditions would be continued indefinitely. 

Thanking you and the general officers, and the officers and members of the local 
unions for the assistance given me in carrying on the work of the organization in this 
district, I remain.

The report was referred to Special Committee. 

The special order of business in the Brewery Workers' controversy was 
taken up. 

A committee of two, International Secretary Proebstle and Delegate Prevost 
of Butte, representing the International Brewery Workers, addressed the con- 
vention and explained to the delegates the Brewery Workers' side of the con- 
troversy existing over the brewery engineers in Butte. 
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After considerable debate, it was moved by Delegate Guelfi, No. 1, seconded 
by Delegate Tompkins, No. 138, that the matter be referred to a special com- 
mittee. 

The previous question having been called for the motion was put and de- 
clared lost. 

The following motion was made by Delegate 'Connor, No. 60, and seconded 
by Delegate Gabbert, No. 247. 

No. 76. Terms of agreement between the United Brewery Workers of 
America and the Western Federation of Miners. 

First. There shall be a free interchange of cards between the United 
Brewery Workers and the W. F. M. : paid-up cards being accepted in lieu of 
initiation fee. 

Second. In Silver Bow County, Montana, the question of jurisdiction over 
engineers shall continue as at present until the expiration of the present agree- 
ment between Engineers' Union No. 83 and the brewery employers, provided, 
however, that a different agreement may be entered into prior to the expiration 
of the above time if, in the opinion of both organizations, it is for the best in- 
terests of all concerned to do so. 

It is further agreed that no discrimination shall be practiced against the 
engineers or other workmen who went on strike against the brewery employers 
in Silver Bow County, or in any other part of the state of Montana, by any 
local of the Western Federation of Miners, but that any of said men who are 
members of locals of the W. F. M. shall receive working cards and be permitted 
to work for any employer of labor who desires his services. 

Third. In all breweries outside of Silver Bow county in the state of Mon- 
tana where the Brewery Workers are on strike and local unions of the W. F. M. 
have been responsible for furnishing their members to take their places, said 
members shall be withdrawn and the future employment of labor in such 
breweries shall be governed by the agreements entered into between the brewery 
employers and the United Brewery Workers. 

Fourth. Should there occur, in the opinion of either of the local unions 
referred to in this contract, a violation of this contract, the matter shall be 
placed in the hands of a joint Executive Board of the United Brewery Workers 
and the Western Federation of Miners, and their decision shall be binding upon 
all concerned. Michael J. 'Connor. 

Moved by Delegate Boyle, No. 190, seconded by Delegate DriscoU, No. 1, 
that a copy of the above resolution be furnished to all delegates. Motion carried. 

Convention adjourned till 2 p. m.

IN MEMORIAM 



Denver, Colorado, July 16, 1909. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the 17th Annual Convention of the W. F. M. 

Whereas, On the 3rd of August, 1908, the brave and noble soul of George A. 
Pettibone took its flight to the great unknown ; and 

Whereas, In the death of George A. Pettibone, the Western Federation of 

Miners and the labor movement in general, lost one of its bravest soldiers; and 

Whereas, His death can be traced to the relentless hate of combinations, 

whose economic power locked the doors of a bastile and held him as a prisoner 

for almost two long years ; and 

Whereas, His vindication in the courts branded his calumniators with death- 
less infamy; and 

Whereas, George A. Pettibone was a Hercules in the battle for man's eman- 
cipation and fearless in his devotion to the Western Federation of Miners; and

J. F* Hutchinson's Report 



Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 

To the Officers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 

Federation of Miners. 
Fellow Workers: — 

1. In submitting this report, I have not deemed it necessary to chronicle the day 
and date of arriving and departing from the various places where my work led me during 
the past twelve months. Such details could be but tiresome and time-consuming to this 
Convention. I therefore sum up the ground covered during the year in the following 
manner : 

2. August 9th to 20th, Hailey, Idaho; 21st to 26th, Silver City and De Lamar, Idaho; 
August 27th to October 21st, Burke, Mullan, Wallace, Murray and Wardner, Idaho; Oc- 
tober 22nd to January 5th, Kennett, Coram, Winthrop, Grass Valley, Jackson, Fosteria, 
Amador, Sutter Creek, Campo Seco, Angel's Camp and Chinese Camp, California; Jan- 
uary 5th to 26th, Executive Board meeting; January 27th to March 18th, in the juris- 
diction of the above named Locals of the Coeur d'Alenes; March 18th to April 1st, 
Hailey, Idaho, and Bourne, Oregon; April 1st to June 30th, Kennett, Coram, Winthrop, 
French Gulch, Jackson, Angel's Camp, Stent, Tuolumne, Chinese Camp, Jamestown, 
Soulsbyville, Quartz, Big Oak Flat, Old Diggings and Quartz Hill. 

3. Practically all of the Locals in District No. 2 showed a decrease in strength 
during the first six months of the time which we are considering. Since that time, a 
review of their reports will show considerable gain from a numerical and financial point 
of view. Conditions have been such, during the past twelve months, that opportunity 
of establishing new and permanent organizations have been scarce — indeed, we have 
not only found ourselves struggling to build, but expended much of our energy to re- 
tain what we already had. 

WASHINGTON. 

4. In that portion of this State which remains in District No. 2, there has been 
practically nothing doing in the mining industry. Have learned of no place that would 
afford a chance of establishing new and permanent organization, and the visiting of 
the three Locals in my portion of the State would entail an expense far in excess of 
the possible good that could accrue therefrom, and having been advised of these con- 
ditions by two of the Locals, have spent no time in the State. 
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OREGON. 

5. In the southeastern portion are located the Locals of Bourne and Cornucopia, 
which are in as good condition as the average Local with like surroundings. There are 
several places in this State which, in the future, may present an opportunity of estab- 
lishing permanent organization. The Mormon Basin country, between Huntington and 
Baker City, Copper City, and down the Snake River from Huntington, is surrounded 
with some small prospects that may develop into greater proportions with the improved 
transportation facilities. This railroad will open up considerable mining territory in 
Eastern Oregon and Southwestern Idaho, and development in these localities should 
be closely watched. In Southwestern Oregon, there are two places where a few men 
could be gotten together during the summer months — ^Bohemia, out from Cottage Grove, 
and the Blue Ledge district, out from Medford. All these points are of questionable 
life, and are just beginning to resume operations for this season. 

IDAHO. 

6. All Locals in the State have done exceptionally well in maintaining such organi- 
zation as they have under the conditions which have confronted them. De Lamar and 
Silver City being the most fortunately situated, are pretty thoroughly organized. 

In Hailey, Idaho, there was a walk-out of the men in May, 1908. During the early 
days of the present industrial depression, a small company, employing about twelve 
men, resorted to the well-worn subterfuge of pujtting it up to their employees to accept 
a reduction of wages of fifty cents per day, or suffer a shut-down; but, if the Union 
would accept the reduction until May 1st, 1908, the company would increase the force, 
continue operations during the winter and return to the old scale on that date. The 
employees of this company considered the proposition, and brought the matter before 
the Union, which, owing to the instability of mining in that locality, together with the 
depressed conditions and flooded condition of the labor market throughout the State, 
concluded to accept the reduction on those terms; but scarcely had they taken this 
action, when all companies in the immediate vicinity of Hailey, Ketchum, and Bellevue, 
cut wages fifty cents per day, and refused to return to the old scale on the first of May, 
as per their agreement. This condition caused a walk-out of all union men, and though 
unofi&cial, was effective in restoring the scale in force prior to the reduction, with the 
exception of one or two instances in the Bellevue Mill. The subtlety of this move on the 
part of the operators, as well as the shortsightedness of the workers, will be quite ap- 
parent when we reflect that six dollars ($6.00) per day from the wages of twelve men 
involved the life of this corporation. During the tie-up caused by the walk-out, the com- 
panies involved, through the usual misrepresentation, attempted to procure men through 
the Salt Lake and Pocatello employment agencies, and, in the latter place, had suc- 
ceeded in assembling quite a bunch, but an I. W. W. sheep shearer, who was passing 
through, learned of the move, and succeeded in turning the employment agency recruits 
in other directions. This ended the attempt to procure men through these sources, 
and brought about a return to the scale. 

7. Just prior to the climax in the present industrial crisis, the locals in the Cceur 
d*Alenes were making great strides from an aggressive, progressive, as well as nimier- 
ical point of view, and arrived at that point of getting progressive men within their 
ranks to the extent that compels organization. Hope beat strong within the breasts of 
men in this great mining region when they saw, in the near future, a chance of once 
again measuring^ steel with the corporations of that district in an attempt to abolish 
a hellishly iniquitous slave market that surely and effectively prevents any wage slave 
with the temerity to say his soul is his own from planting foot upon those sacred por- 
tions of Idaho owned by Standard Oil and their equally vindictive ally, the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan Mining Company; but, in October, 1907, the inevitable result of our present 
rotten system stalked among them in the forms of cashier's checks and lost confidence, 
and hope of near revolt died in the breasts of progressive men in the Co&ur d'Alenes. 
Immediately the slave market began active operations, and all who were diligent in 
their own behalf and that of humanity at large, instantly became tramps through the 
machinations of this monstrous institution which, under existing conditions, is careful 
to select only the most cowardly and conservative human bugs in a congested labor 
market. In the event of a live one getting through the meshes of this infamous net, the 
mistake is soon rectified through the thirty or forty stools and Pinkertons always kept 
on deck fishing for the aggressive and radical. The man who does things is 
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soon discovered and tossed back into the billows of the unemployed. Not only does 
this slave market brazenly and successfully operate in this manner far beyond this de- 
scription, but it is reaching out and dominating the struggling prospector and recruiting 
scabs for other camps and industries, as it did in the Cripple Creek strike and the lum- 
bermen's strike in Montana last year. These tactics are not only in vogue to a finely 
developed stage in the CcEur d'Alenes, but to a lesser degree in other camps of District 
No. 2, and, I can safely assume, throughout the jurisdiction of the Federation, and are 
among those most depended upon by the master class to prevent the organization of 
the workers. 

At the conclusion of this Convention, would recommend that an attempt be made 
to organize Sunbeam, Idaho, this season being pretty nearly as early and as late as 
one can reach this place on account of the snow. Would also recommend, if possible, 
that the Board member confine his work, during the early fall, to the mountain towns 
of Southern Idaho and Eastern Oregon, as the roads in the late fall and spring are 
almost impassable. Copper City should be looked into during the month of August, 
and an attempt made to organize at that place. 

CALIFORNIA. 

8. One of the greatest states in the Union, from a point of natural resources, com- 
prised of fifty-seven counties, the majority of which are mineral-bearing and contain 
more or less mining operations, either placer or quartz. For the most part very much 
scattered, but, in those localities where the Federation has been successful in acquiring 
a foothold, we find ourselves poorly organized, comparatively speaking. In casting 
about for the reasons, we have not far to look, as, outside of Shasta and Nevada counties, 
the Latin-speaking races predominate in the mining industry, with all the petty jeal- 
ousies of their race. This, with the race prejudice, hatred and contempt for them by 
the native-born and adopted English-speaking sons of the State, is responsible for this 
condition. It is needless to say that the studious fostering of this mass of petty feeling 
by the corporations, as well as spiritual and fraternal societies of that region, makes 
the task of cementing class solidarity a difficult one. In this connection, especially, do 
I call the attention of the officers and delegates of this Convention to the rapid manner 
in which the Latin-speaking race is supplanting those of the English tongue in the 
mining industry, and urge upon you the necessity of formulating some concerted plan 
to educate, organize and transact the business of the organization so that these people 
will get a comprehensive grasp of our aims and understand what is taking place. Such 
a plan I believe to be the only means of organizing the Latin-speaking people, who, 
judging from their rapid advent into the mining industry during the past few years, 
will soon comprise the vast majority of workers in the industry. 

The movement to withdraw the Local Unions of California from the Federation had 
its inception in the election of delegates to the last Convention. The last assessments 
were used as the motive. However, the move was successfully blocked and credit is 
due to Calaveras No. 55, Brother Clough and H. C. Evans, of Kennett, Vice-President of 
the California State Union, for the thwarting of the plans of one or two disgruntled 
individuals, which had gained considerable momentum. It may not be amiss to state 
here that the trouble of assessments, in the majority of instances in California, has been 
started by officers of Local Unions, who seem to become imbued with the idea that 
the Local Union is a little bunch all by themselves, and should worship a Local treas- 
ury above all things on earth. Some means should be adopted to bring the Local 
Unions more closely within the Federation. 

9. The eight-hour law in the State of California went into effect on May 9th. The 
walkout which took place in Jackson for the enforcement of the law is a record of the 
most shameful condition that any one ever witnessed among working men. You have 
seen detailed report of this incident in the Magazine; it will, therefore, be unnecessary 
to go into a repetition here. Suffice to say that, at the time of the walkout, there was 
about a hundred men in good standing in the Union, principally Austrians. The first 
three days, we succeeded in lining up two hundred of the Italians, only four English- 
speaking men taking part, being busy about town crying that the "Dog Eaters" had no 
right to prevent them from working, and asserting that they were preparing to run the 
"Cousin Jacks" and "Native Sons" out of Amador County. At this stage of the game, 
and with everything completely tied up, a scream came from the English-speaking syc- 
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ophants that the strike was not official; that there was nothing back of it, and that 
they were going to work. With this condition confronting us, the committees appointed 
by all those who were out having been completely ignored by the companies, something 
had to be done to prevent a break in the ranks of the men. At a meeting in the after- 
noon, following much discussion, over five hundred men out of the nine hundred in 
camp pledged themselves to stay with the strike, and, at a special meeting of the 
Union that evening, two hundred members unanimously voted for the calling of a strike 
against the three companies in Jackson, notices of which were pcJsted that night. Four 
days later, the former Secretary, who resigned at the second meeting after the walkout, 
and the Vice-President of the Union, together with the majority of the English-speak- 
ing men 'in the camp, went scabbing on themselves. There was no holding the Italians 
when this took place, and they also went to work, accepting the mandate of the com- 
panies of both ways and lunch upon their own time, or a nine and one-half hour day, 
according to that interpretation of the law. No body of men ever had things their own 
way or a greater opportunity to enforce their just rights under the law, than those in 
Jackson: but blind race hatreds, prejudices, and worship of the master and his job, by 
the sovereign citizen — the so-called white man — caused them to scab upon themselves, 
and, in some instances, to take fifteen minutes longer time than before and twenty-five 
cents less money, and throw down the enforcement of the eight-hour day throughout 
the State of California. 

10. There are two thousand unorganized men in the Coeur d'Alenes, one thousand 
in Jackson and Amador City, California, one thousand in Kennett, Coram, and Old Dig- 
gings, Shasta County, and from three to six hundred men who are widely scattered in 
the southern counties of California, which comes under the jurisdiction of District 
No. 2. 

I believe it unnecessary to dwell upon the conditions that surround the laboring 
people in and out of the component parts of the Federation in District No. 2, because 
all are familiar with general conditions, and realizing that reports of officers containing 
only detailed accounts of travels and colored . generalities are ineffectual in bringing 
about that for which we are striving, I shall endeavor to be clear and concise, setting 
forth for your consideration what, in my judgment, is the best policy for us to adopt. 

We have found ourselves, during the past sixteen years, endeavoring to organize 
the workers in the mining industry. During that time, many fierce battles have been 
fought, much material good and education attained; but a calm consideration of our 
position to-day will reveal the fact that our growth and strength have not kept pace 
with the increased strides of the mining, smelting and other industries ; notwithstanding 
the advent of labor-saving, skill-obliterating machinery, there are more workers em- 
ployed and less organization, comparatively speaking, than at any time in the history 
of the movement. For this there is a reason, and, in my judgment, it lies in the fact 
that we confine organization to the three principal branches of the industry, and ignore 
a vast army of workers from whom the unskilled miner, millman and smelterman of 
to-day are being recruited. We find this army of workers ineffectually organized, a force 
which has invariably been arrayed against us in time of trouble, a menace in the time 
of peace, of no material aid, morally or financially, in carrying on the fight of the under 
dog in society, and more particularly do we find them an effectually antagonistic force 
when organized under and committed to the principles and tactics enunciated and prac- 
ticed by such institutions as the American Federation of Labor. This can be affirmed; 
it will be denied by some, but a close study of circumstances in the past and conditions 
at the present time will demonstrate its unalterable truth. 

11. If it is a laudable thing for the miner, millman and smelterman to organize 
for the purpose of fighting their battles with the employer in the mining industry, is it 
not an equally laudable and imperative necessity that all workers within the industry 
be industrially organized, thereby placing them in a position to withstand, with like 
action, the united onslaughts of the employer and, above all, successfully disseminate 
the proper education among the workers, eventually crystallizing the fundamental prin- 
ciple that "An injury to one is the concern of all," thus placing us in a better position 
to protect those elements within the organization that make up its fighting strength 
and spirit. 

12. An unprejudiced review of the past two or three years will clearly reveal con- 
siderable loss of prestige to the W. F. M., except at such points as we have proceeded 
along more correct lines. I refer to that prestige that is measured in fear by the "boss/' 
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and expressed in his fighting the organization by centering his efforts on those ele- 
ments in the organization that stand for progress, by keeping them on the hike through 
a finely developed system of discrimination. 

It was truthfully said, at one stage of this country's history, that it could not endure 
half free and half slave. A parallel assertion will apply with equal force and weight 
to the situation which confronts the organizations in the mining and all other industries. 
With their widely diverging forms of organization and consequent antagonistic views 
and clashing of the forces that should be united, they cannot exist, and I deny the right 
of two such organizations in this industry, b.ecause, if the principle of industrial organi- 
zation adopted by the Federation is correct, as to the three principal branches of the 
mining industry, it is equally correct and broad enough to cover all of the workers of 
the industry, and if this be true, there is no excuse, nor can there be successful argu- 
ment presented in behalf of separate adverse organization. On the other hand, if the 
principles of organization and tactics of the American Federation of Labor are correct, 
then there should be no room, nor is there any excuse for the existence of the Western 
Federation of Miners in this industry. Having decided which is or is not correct from 
a working class standpoint, let us get where we belong, and cease to permit fallacious, 
obsolete forms of organization to create divisional lines and Incite jurisdictional snarls, 
jnaking us the eternal chopping blocks of the master class, and victims of our own 
weakness. 

13. The past two years have seen a persistent and systematic weeding out of the 
industry many men who for years have been active in the organization. Some action 
should be planned to effectively resist these tactics from the boss, for, without the 
efforts of such men throughout the various camps, organization becomes a difllcult task, 
and, in spite of Herculean efforts, if allowed to go unchallenged, will destroy the organ- 
ization. 

14. The Western Federation of Miners cannot, for any length of time, stand alone 
as a radical organization. With a continuation of past methods, we have reached the 
end of our tether in that direction. The pressure ever becomes greater and more per- 
sistent, and we, as a radical organization, like timbiers in swelling ground, cannot stand 
unless this pressure is relieved from all sides. It is up to us to relieve that pressure 
by not only building sound organization within this industry, but in demanding and 
assisting in building sound organization in all other industries. And I say to you, that we 
must not remain a part of an organization that will eventually divide the workers in the 
mining industry among several craft organizations, and that the time is now for us 
to see that all organizations in the jurisdiction are in accord with and organized on the 
principle of industrial unionism, for the crystallizing of that principle that recognizes an 
injury to one as an injury to all, and the preservation of that fighting spirit so funda- 
mentally essential to the welfare of any progressive organization. The past and pres- 
ent points out what our position and attitude in the future should be. Injunctions must 
be ignored, courts defied, and this can be accomplished in no other way than through 
force of arms, or a thoroughly organized, well disciplined economic power of the work- 
ers, and an organization that does not demand the latter and prepare for the former 
method does not deserve the name of working class organization. 

CONVENTIONS AND TRANSPORTATION. 

15. Including the year 1903, to 1908 our Conventions have cost us $33,126.54 for 
transportation of delegates and incidental convention expenses. 1904 to 1908, inclusive, 
the Local Unions have paid their delegates, for actual time in Convention, $43,840.00, 
making a total cost to the Federation, for six Conventions, of $76,966.54. This does not 
include the General Oflftcers or the Executive Board, nor make allowance for time to 
and from Conventions. 

FUNERAL BENEFITS. 

16. Including the years 1903 to 1908, omitting the years 1904-1906, there being no 
tabulation for those two years, we have paid, in funeral benefits, a total of $109,881.00 
in four years. In connection with funeral benefits, I feel that there is little to say, as 
it is imperative that some one bury the dead. However, the burden should fall upon 
those institutions in our present society which are, in the majority of cases, responsible 
for the unfortunate victim's premature taking off through the ever increasing demand 
for more profits. 
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SICK BENEFITS. 

17. In igros, we paid $16,736.75. No tabulation for 1904. In 1905 we paid $64,464.88. 
No tabulation for 1906. In 1907 we paid $95,103.46; 1908 we paid $157,502.60; and, plac- 
ing the figures for 1904-1906 at the rate paid in 1903, we find an expenditure of $367,- 
281.19 in the short period of six years. You will note that, from the year 1903 to 1908, 
the increase in benefits jumped from $16,000.00 to over $157,000.00 in the latter year. 
This is a gross imposition on a working class movement, and the entire sick benefit 
clause should be done away with by every Local Union, leaving the matter of relieving 
a distressed member to the discretion of a stated percentage of the membership of a 
Local Union, in this manner reducing the danger of a small number showing favoritism 
and thus dam up this floodgate of imposition and alms-peddling, placing the local treas* 
ury in a position to substantially relieve extreme and deserving cases. 

18. These conservative figures show a total expenditure by the Federation" of 
$444,247.73 in a period of six years. The expenditure of money should only be consid- 
ered on the principle of the good accomplished in its disbursement, but to reduce this 
foolishly wasteful condition and devise ways and means of starting this money into 
channels of education and a wider range of education and agitation should be the care 
of this Convention. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

19. (1) That Conventions be held every two years, thereby saving the cost of one 
Convention, and, basing my estimate on the cost of the past six Conventions, this would 
be a saving, in round numbers, of $13,494.00 to the Federation. 

(2) That the Executive Board be taken off continuous pay, and, through them, a 
sufficient corps of organizers shall be employed to handle the work and who shall be 
selected by the Executive Board and be at all times under the direction of the Secretary- 
Treasurer and the Executive Board. 

(3) That the offices of President and Vice-President be done away with. 

(4) That the elective officers of the Federation shall consist of the Secretary-Treas- 
urer and a non-salaried member of the Executive Board from each State and Territory 
where there are one or more Locals, who shall direct the work of the Federation be- 
tween Conventions, lay out and take charge of the work of all organizers in their re- 
spective States and Territories, and initiate through the Secretary-Treasurer, by con- 
sent of three members of the Board, any question which, in their judgment, is for the 
best interests of the Federation. 

(5) That the Executive Board elect from their number six or eight, whose duty it 
shall be to audit the books of the Secretary-Treasurer semi-annually; for this and any 
necessary work in their several States and Territories that involves travel, or taking 
charge of strikes, they shall receive a per diem and transportation for actual time em- 
ployed in such work. 

(6) That the Executive Board be constituted a committee on libraries and litera- 
ture; that they be empowered to spend all available moneys in establishing, as rapidly 
as possible, reading rooms and libraries in each camp, such libraries to be the property 
of the Federation, and Secretaries' bonds to cover such property, and they shall be re- 
quired to keep a complete itemized list and be responsible for all books and make 
monthly and quarterly report to the Secretary of the Literature Committee. In case of 
a Local going defunct where a library has been established, same shall be taken up and 
distributed, as the judgment of the Library Committee suggests. We are paying too 
little attention to this invaluable feature in the movement, and in some such plan, or 
a better one, we will not only notice a more unified and clearer trend of thought, but 
will have established and placed within the reach of all workers in the industry a better 
environment, from an intellectual point of view, and give them an opportunity to spend 
an idle moment elsewhere than in the saloon. In conclusion on this point, I desire to 
say that the measure of despair, particularly in the mining town, that is finding solace 
in the fiowing bowl, is simply appalling. This is partially due to a feeling of despair 
and discontent, principally to environment, and it should be the duty of this organiza- 
tion to do its utmost in providing these places of economic instruction and recreation 
in the few spare moments of the workers. 

(7) That the initiation fee be reduced to three dollars ($3.00), one dollar of which, 
together with two dollars of all reinstatement moneys, shall be set aside as a library 
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fund, and with all other available moneys, forwarded to headquarters quarterly and 
placed at the disposal 'of the Lribrary Committee, who shall make itemized report of 
books and papers purchased, and where placed, at each meeting of the Executive Board, 
such report to be published in the oflftcial organ. 

(8) That the Magazine be published on less expensive paper, in newspaper form, 
subscribing made compulsory, and that it become an exponent of class-conscious union- 
ism, advocating fighting tactics on the economic field, instead of a second-hand advocate 
of politics alone. 

(9) That the elective oflftcers be nominated by roll call by the delegates in Conven- 
tion. Nominations shall be made from the delegates, or the general membership, and 
the names of the three receiving the highest number of votes in Convention shall ap- 
pear upon the referendum ballot for election to the respective offices for which nomi- 
nated, providing that a delegate presenting the name of a member outside of the Con- 
vention shall present a written acceptance from the member thus placed in nomination. 
Upon election, and prior to installation, those elected shall file their resignations with 
the Secretary-Treasurer, and for insobriety, inefficiency or other reasons, complaint is 
made by five Local Unions, the Secretary shall submit the grievance to a referendum 
vote, as stated by complainants, which, being sustained by six per cent., shall be suffi- 
cient to cancel and recall credentials of such executive officers. Upon complaint being 
made against any officer, he shall be furnished with a copy of same, and, within a lim- 
ited time, be permitted to submit a statement of his case, which shall accompany the 
referendum in such case, and, in the event of a vacancy being thus declared, his suc- 
cessor shall be immediately nominated and elected by the initiative and referendum. 

(10) That in all Local Unions where the number of men employed will justify it, 
and where such Local is not sufficiently strong to pay a secretary suitable wages for 
the devoting of his entire time to the work, that the Federation make up the difference 
from the general fund. Such secretaries as are partially paid by the Federation shall 
be appointed *by the Executive Board. I believe, if this should be done to the fullest 
extent possible, the increase in strength in the weaker places will justify the action, more 
than offsetting the extra expenditure by strengthening the Federation in those localities 
which, in their present unorganized state, are a great source of weakness to the Feder- 
ation. My two trips over the jurisdiction of District No. 2 have convinced me that 
it is largely a fruitless expenditure of money when the result of an organizer's worn 
is permitted to lapse into inactivity almost as suddenly as his departure from such lo- 
calities as have not some one whose only business is to persistently push the work. 

(11) That all Secretaries be furnished with monthly, quarterly and yearly report 
blanks, and required to make monthly report to the member of the Executive Board 
from their State or Territory, as well as quarterly and yearly report to all members of 
the Board and the Secretary-Treasurer of the Federation. Failure to submit or cause 
to be submitted any reports provided for to be sufficient cause for removal from office. 

(12) That the entire ritual be done away with, except the order of business and 
obligation, together with all signs and grips, making a paid-up card the only passport 
on any occasion. The ritualistic toy but prolongs meetings with senseless bunk; is one 
of the influences which tends to keep down attendance, and diverts the minds of the 
workers from the issues which confront them, and should be abolished entirely. 

(13) That the general strike be employed by States first, or throughout the entire 
jurisdiction, if necessary, against blacklisting, or to enforce the demand of any legally 
called strike. That this Convention notify and make provision for educating the mem- 
bers and all workers to prepare for such action at the call of the Executive Board. 
That the Executive Board have full power to call a general strike in any or all States 
from one day up at any time the majority of the Board may deem it advisable, no notice 
to be given except that bearing the signature of the Secretary-Treasurer and the ma- 
jority of the Executive Board. 

20. There have been approximately twelve hundred initiations during the year, 
in District No. 2, and for the first three quarters there has been two hundred and forty- 
three withdrawal cards issued, six hundred and seventy transfers, and three hundred 
and fifty reinstatements. 

21. It has been my endeavor to broaden the jurisdiction of all Local Unions, to 
systematize and centralize the work of organization, so that, though we should grow 
slowly, the progress would result in permanent growth. Where men are scattered, one 
charter should take in as much territory as one set of officers can cover. Charters

within a radius of six or eight miles, or even farther, except in large and permanent 
districts, have, in many instances, been largely a failure — at least, the cause of wasting 
much energy and eating up the treasury of the organization in unnecessary expenditure 
of money for officers, besides, in a way, dividing the efforts of the workers in such locali- 
ties. • 

22. To reduce to the minimum cost to obtain the greatest efficiency in a closely 
cemented organization, and to disseminate those ideas which are fundamental in the 
great world struggle of the workers in their proper relation to the economic organiza- 
tion of the working class, should ever be our watchful care and aim. Let us not hesi- 
tate to depart from that which has been, when no longer to the fullest measure materi- 
ally and efficiently beneficial to us. Let us take care to not live or build so much for 
the present as for the future, and to build upon sound, uncompromising lines, and there 
can be no fear as to the ultimate triumph of an economically united working class. 

23. In the recommendations and figures herewith submitted, and at a conservative 
estimate, there is a possibility of saving to the Federation for other purposes $35,000.00 
every two years, and, should this body deem them worthy of consideration, I leave with 
the Constitution committee the framing of the proper constitutional changes in accord- 
ance with these ideas. They are prompted by my experiences, as a representative of 
this organization during the past year, and from the views of many men with whom I 
have come in contact, and should they receive favorable consideration at the hands of 
this Convention, will, in my judgment, tend to lay the foundation of an organization, 
which will eventually evolve into an effectual weapon, in not only successfully fighting 
the battles of the working men and women in the mining industry, but of humanity at 
large. 

24. Of my work in the various camps visited during the year the delegates from 
District No. 2 are competent to speak and should not hesitate to censure or criticise 
in any manner that will bring out a point of benefit to this organization. 

25. In conclusion, I desire to thank all those who have extended their best efforts 
in accomplishing what good has been accomplished in District No. 2 during the past 
twelve months, and if it has in any way added to the final cup of enjoyment of the 
toiling millions we shall experience few regrets, looking forward to a time when the 
workers of North America and the world will be organized otherwise than into craft 
incubators for twentieth century scientific scab hatching and despair, I am, with best

Howard Tresidder's Report 



Denver, Colorado, June 23, 1909. 
Charles H. Moyer, President Western Federation of Miners, Denver, Colorado. 

Dear Sir and Brother: — I herewith submit a brief report of my work since my ap- 
pointment on the Executive Board to fill the unexpired term of Executive Board Mem- 
ber Roderick MacKenzie. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the meeting of the Executive Board I went 
to Central City, Colorado. I found local No. 56 in a weak condition, due largely to the 
financial depression. There is very little work going on in this district, most of the 
mines having closed down. There are but very few men working for wages. There are 
a number of men leasing throughout the district, but the royalties exacted by the com- 
panies are so high that they make little or nothing. 

I also went to Idaho Springs and looked over the situation there in regard to re- 
organizing the local at that place. I found but few men working for wages there. Most 
of the men in this camp are leasing and barely make enough to eke out an existence. 
After going over the ground, 1 realized it would be useless to try to organize there at 
this time. 
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I returned to Central City and assisted Secretary Gorman in his efforts to build 
up No. 56 until February 23rd, when I returned to headquarters. 

February 24th acting under your instructions I left headquarters for Mammoth, 
Utah, arriving in Mammoth on the 26th. On the 27th I audited the books of No. 238, 
and found them in good shape. The next few days, in company with Secretary Mann, 
I went over the district visiting the different mines and the smelter, meeting and talk- 
ing with the men employed. March 2d I attended the regular meeting of No. 238; there 
was a fair attendance. The local at this time had a membership of about fifty. There 
are about four hundred men employed around the mines and smelter. 

March 6th I attended the regular meeting of Eureka Union No. 151. This local is 
in splendid condition. The members are justly proud of their local. Their officers 
are active and progressive. They have a splendid hall on which there is still some 
indebtedness, but from the present outlook No. 151 will have all indebtedness on their 
hall paid inside of a year. 

March 9th I attended the regular meeting of Mammoth No. 238, and stayed in the 
district assisting Secretary Mann in building up the local until March 26th, during 
which time we were successful in building up a good membership. Secretary Mann is 
still keeping up the good work, and Local No. 238 bids fair to be one of the best locals 
in the state of Utah. 

March 27th I went to West Jordan, Utah. This local is in a very poor condition 
on account of the closing down of the smelters. There is one smelter working there 
at this time, employing about two hundred men; 90 per cent, of those employed are 
Greeks and Austrians. I was informed that the management was very hostile to the 
W. F. M., and any employee known to be a member is immediately discharged. I found 
it Impossible to accomplish anything there under the present conditions. 

April 5th I went to Bingham Canyon, and on the 9th I attended the regular meet- 
ing of the Mill and Smeltermen's Union No. 201. This local has a small membership, 
although there is plenty of material to work upon, there being several hundred men em- 
ployed in and around the mills and smelters of the district. After some discussion at 
the meeting, it was decided to put a salaried organizer in the field. Secretary Perry was 
elected and has been successful in securing a number of new members. 

On the 10th I attended a meeting of No. 67. I found that during the past eighteen 
months the membership decreased considerably, this being caused by the financial 
depression of 11^07, when nearly all the mines here closed down, throwing the members 
out of employment; also owing to the fact that there seemed to be some dissension 
among the members of this local. The secretary also informed me that there were 
numbers of members from other camps here who refused to turn in their cards, claim- 
ing they could see no benefit by joining in the movement here. He also told me that 
when he notified such locals as Butte No. 1, he received no reply to his letters, and that 
men who worked here and were fined for refusing to deposit their cards, were taken 
back into Butte No. 1 and no attention paid to the communications from No. 67 or 
No. 201. 

I 'think some action should be taken to enforce the constitution and by-laws of the 
W. F. M. as provided in Article 11, Sections 11 and 111 of the by-laws, for unless the 
locals co-operate one with the other, the struggling local with a small membership will 
go down. 

I wish to call your attention to the importance of Bingham. It is not only the 
largest and most permanent camp in the state, but I believe is the key to the state of 
Utah. Bingham occupies much the same position in the state of Utah as Butte City 
does in Montana. The wages paid around the mines and smelters of the state are 
largely governed by the wages paid in Bingham. The camp is largely composed of 
foreigners, consisting of Italians, Greeks, Austrians, Finlanders, also some Japs. Owing 
to the many different languages the work of organizing here is very difficult, and in my 
opinion, the policy of the companies here is to play one nationality against the other, 
and thus keep the workers divided. There are at least three thousand men employed 
in and around the mines, mills and smelters in this district, and the wages range from 
$1.75 per day of 10 hours for Greeks employed in the open cuts, to $3.50 per day of 8 
hours for miners. 

I would recommend that a special effort be made to organize Bingham, and that 
organizers speaking the different languages be placed in the field, especially Greek and 
Austrian organizers. During the time I have been in Bingham, I have endeavored to 
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give Secretary Locke every assistance, and we have been successful in securing a num- 
ber of new members. I believe with organizers who speak the different languages, 
Bingham Miners' Union No. 67 will soon be one of the strongest locals in the Western 
Federation of Miners. While in Bingham I received a letter from Secretary Mills en- 
closing a letter from Frank Burns of Garfield, Utah, stating that there was a good 
chance to organize a local of the smeltermen of Garfield at Salt Lake City. 

I went to Salt Lake City April 22d and met Brother Burns and several of the men 
employed at the Garfield smelter. After investigation, I decided to call a meeting to 
be held May 1st in the Federation hall, Salt Lake City, there being no place to hold a 
meeting at Garfield; the smelter company own the town site and all the surrounding 
country for miles. 

On the 24th I returned to Bingham, staying until the 28th, when I went to Salt Lake 
City and met Organizer James Peretto. Brother Peretto and myself went to Garfield 
and looked over the situation together. There are several hundred men employed at 
this smelter, mostly Greeks and Austrians. The Greeks and Austrians live at Garfield 
close by the smelters in a lot of shacks they have built on the company ground. Most 
of the English-speaking men live at Salt Lake City. 

May 1st I attended a meeting of Garfield smeltermen in Salt Lake City. There were 
about twenty-five present. After considerable discussion, it was decided that it would 
not be advisable to charter a local of the Garfield smeltermen at this time, and that all 
who desired to become members of the W. F. M. could take out membership cards from 
Bingham M. & S. Union No. 201, and that the secretary of No. 201 should visit Garfield 
once a week in the interest of the organization. 

May 6th Organizer Peretto and myself went to Murray, Utah, to investigate the 
labor trouble at that place. We found the smeltermen on strike for an increase of 
wages, and the smelter closed. The men employed there are mostly Greeks and Aus- 
trians, and unorganized. We were unable to accomplish anything there. The men 
went back to work in a few days under the same conditions. 

May 7th I returned to Bingham with Brother Peretto, staying there until May 23rd, 
when I received your telegram requesting me to meet you in Salt Lake City. 

May 25th Organizer Peretto and myself went to Mammoth and attended a regular 
meeting of No. 238. There was a good attendance. The membership of No. 238 is 
steadily increasing, having a membership of 230 in good standing, a gain of over 200 
members since the 1st of the year. 

May 27th in company with Brother Peretto I visited Eureka Miners* Union No. 151 
and audited the books. I found the books in splendid shape. This district is well 
organized. 

May 29th I left for Denver, arriving there on the 31st, leaving for Idaho Springs the 
same day. I found conditions had not improved any at Idaho Springs. There are but 
very few men working for wages in the district. There are a number of the former 
members of No. 136 still in the district, who favor organization there, but it would be 
useless to organize under present conditions. The camp is practically dead. 

June 4th I returned to headquarters, and on the 5th I went to Nederland, Colorado. 
Nederland Miners* Union No. 48 is in a weak cqndition. There are only about forty 
men working for wages in the camp. 

On the 7th I returned to headquarters, and on the 9th I left headquarters for Lead- 
ville, arriving there the same day. On the 10th I attended a regular meeting of Cloud 
City Miners' Union No. 33. There was a fair attendance. Organizer Judesch was pres- 
ent at the meeting. Brother Judesch informed me he had been successful in securing 
several new members during the past two weeks, and that the outlook was favorable 
for building up the membership. 

On the 11th I left Leadville for Utah, arriving in Salt Lake City on the 12th, where 
I met Organizer Peretto, and Secretary Perry of Bingham M. &. S. Union No. 201, who 
were on their way to Garfield. I went with them to Garfield and gave them what as- 
sistance I could in securing members for Mill and Smeltermen's Union No. 201. 

I then went to Bingham. During the time I have been in Bingham I have audited 
the books of No. 67 and found them correct. The work of organization is progressing 
very favorably here in No. 67 and No. 201, the membership steadily increasing. Secre- 
tary Locke, of No. 67, Secretary Perry of No. 201, Organizer Peretto and the officers of 
these locals deserve great credit for their persistent efforts in building up the West- 
ern Federation of Miners in Bingham. 
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In my work in the state of Utah, and from what I can leam, the outlook for the 
Western Federation of Miners is very favorable, and with energetic work on the part 
of the officers and members of the different locals, backed by the Executive Board, I 
feel assured that the Western Federation of Miners will enjoy a healthy growth in 
membership and prestige. 

I should mention that the International Smelting and Refining Company has 
entered the Utah field, and is erecting a large smelting plant at Tooele. The I. S. & 
R. Co. will employ quite a large number of men, and as soon as the smelter is blown 
in, I believe this place can be organized with little or no trouble. 

In conclusion I wish to thank you and the officers and members of the Western 
Federation of Miners for their many courtesies and continuous support during the time 
I have been an officer in the organization.

William El. Tracy's Report 



Denver, Colorado, July 12th, 1909. 
To the Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention, Western Federation of 

Miners. 

Gentlemen: — On Saturday, August 1st, 1908, the time being directly after the ad- 
journment of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, I left Denver enroute to the Black 
Hills. I arrived in Lead, South Dakota, on the 2nd of August, remaining there during 
the Labor day celebration which was held on the following day. 

On August 4th I wei\t to Terry, where I took council with ex-Executive Board Mem- 
ber Kirwan with reference to the work to be done in the district; also I attended the 
meeting of Terry Peak Miners' Union No. 5 and reported to that union on the work of 
the Sixteenth Annual Convention. 

August 6th I went to Sturgis where I visited the Independent Union which had been 
organized by Brother Kirwan just previous to the meeting of the Sixteenth Annual 
Convention. 

The following day I returned to Terry from Sturgis. 

August 8th I went to Central City and attended the meeting of Central City Miners' 
Union No. 3. 

August 10th I attended the meeting of Lead Union No. 2. 

August 11th I audited the books of Local No. 5. 

August 12th, being the date for the holding of the regular meeting of Galena Min- 
ers* Union No. 68, I went to Galena for the purpose of meeting with that local. On 
account of the carnival festivities which were being held in Deadwood at the time, there 
were not enough members of the Galena Union at home in Galena to hold a meeting 
that night. 

August 13th I audited the books of Deadwood M. & M. Union No. 14 and attended 
the regular meeting of that union in the evening. 

August 14th I went to Lead and discussed plans for future work in that camp with 
the secretaries of local No. 2. 
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August 15th, in compliance with instructions received from President Moyer, I went 
to Custer to make an effort at organizing the men employed in the southern portion of 
the Black Hills. 

August 16th I went to the New York mica mines; this day being Sunday, the men 
were not ' working. I found nearly all of them assembled on the baseball grounds 
watching the progress of a game. After the playing was finished, I succeeded in getting 
the crowd to listen to me for a few minutes, until I had time to explain to them the 
object of my visit, after which I made a call for all of those who were so inclined, to 
walk up and sign their names. Thirty-seven men came forward. I arranged to hold a 
meeting on the 18th for the purpose of organizing. 

August 17th I went to the White Spar mine where I found eight men working, 
three of whom had signed the previous day. I spent the entire dinner hour in talking 
to the other five, two of whom were fossilized old imbeciles, and one an American 
"smart Aleck*' of the scab breed; the other two were boys, who seemed to be timid, and 
who said that they wanted time to consider. I told them all that I would hold a meet- 
ing at the New York mine on the evening of the following day, and invited them to 
attend. I returned to Custer, where I interviewed several men from the Sheboygan 
mine with reference to organizing in that locality. They reported that the conditions 
there were very uncertain, as they were expecting the works to be shut down in the 
near future. I thought it better not to make any effort in that direction fDr the time 
being. 

On August 18th I went again to the New York mica mine, where I was promptly 
forbidden by the superintendent to hold any meeting on the company's premises. I 
therefore requested the men to accompany me to Four Mile to hold the meeting there. 
The men came and a meeting was held in the school house at that place. Temporary 
organization was effected, $42.50 was paid in, and an order was placed for charter and 
supplies. 

On August 19th I returned to the Northern Hills. That evening I attended the meet- 
ing of local No. 5 at Terry, where I learned that an effort was being made at the Home- 
stake mines to have the pipemen, who were engaged in underground work, organized 
into the Plumbers' Union, to be affiliated with the A. F. of L., which organization had 
already sneaked in and gotten the company's teamsters into their corral. As all of 
these men rightfully belonged within the jurisdiction of the W. F. M., I advised vigorous 
opposition to be made against the Plumbers' scheme. 

August 20th I went to Maitland, where I met with the Mine and Millmen's Union 
of that place. This union had only been in existence for a short time, but I found them 
to be an active and progressive body of men. 

On August 22d I went again to Custer, and on the 23rd I held another meeting in 
the school house at Four Mile, at which time I instructed the temporary officers in their 
respective duties, and completed the organization of local No. 84.. 

August 24th I went to Hill City and Keystone. I found both of these camps in very 
hard lines on account of the lack of employment. The J. R. mine near Hill City was 
working ten or twelve men at scab wages ten and twelve hour shifts. There was noth- 
ing else doing in the vicinity, except a little prospecting and a little assessment work. 
There was absolutely no possibility of doing anything in the line of organizing so long 
as such conditions existed, and as there are no paying mines in the locality, I think any 
union established there is likely to be a very short lived affair. 

August 25th, from Keystone to Deadwood. 

August 26th I went to Galena where I attended the meeting of local No. 68. I 
audited the books of that union, finding that there were 57 members in good standing. 
There were no due stamps on hand, but an order had been placed for 100. There had 
been a loss, of membership amounting to nearly one-half their former number since the 
close of the previous quarter. This loss had been occasioned by the shutting down of 
mines, for which reason many of the old members had been obliged to leave the juris- 
diction to seek employment in other localities. 

August 27th I returned to Terry. 

August 30th I left the Black Hills enroute to the Iron Ranges of Minnesota. I ar- 
rived in Ely, Minnesota, noon of September 2nd. A local of the W. F. M. was still 
maintaining its existence in Ely. I at once began searching to find the officers of it, 
which was no easy task. Owing to the disastrous results of the strike of 19^'^' 
unionism of the W. F. M. brand had become very unpopular among the townspeople 
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of Ely. It was very difficult for me to secure any information whatever. Soon it be- 
came known who and what I was, after which no working man would be seen in my 
company. On the day following my arrival in Ely I learned that the president and 
secretary were both out of town, and neither of them likely to return for several days. 
I also learned where the union meetings were held, and that there was likely to be a 
meeting on the evening of the 6th. This information I secured from a barber, who said 
that he had formerly been a member of the W. F. M., and had been obliged to forfeit 
his membership by having been blacklisted and boycotted; said that he approved of 
the principles of unionism all right, but that he hoped that I would not patronize his 
shop, as that would probably cause him to be boycotted to the extent of forcing him out 
of business. 

"With the exception of mechanics, steam shovel men and steam engineers, there 
are no men employed in the mines of this region who are of American birth, or who are 
familiar with the English tongue. Several different languages are spoken, Finnish, 
Italian and a variety of Austrian dialects, including the Montenegrin. An organizer 
who speaks only English cannot accomplish anything at all among these men without 
the aid of competent interpreters and translators. Such English-speaking men as are 
employed, the steam shovel men and engineers, are paid rather good wages, earning 
$135 to $185 per month during the season. They are inclined to be aristocratic, and 
generally they have no desire to affiliate fraternally with the less fortunate miners and 
laborers. It is not probable that the miners can ever hope to win out in a strike, or 
in any contention without the aid and backing of the skilled men. 

On September 4th I went to Aurora, there being a matter of some importance to 
investigate there, in connection with the affairs of the union that had formerly been 
active at that place. On account of the fact that the men with whom it was necessary 
for me to confer were all Finns, who appeared to regard me with suspicion and dis- 
trust, I was not able to get any satisfactory information, not having an interpreter. On 
the following day I returned to Ely intending to visit Aurora again and to come better 
prepared the next time. 

On the evening of September 6th I went to the meeting place of the Ely Miners' 
Union. There were not enough men in attendance to hold a formal naeeting; I took 
council with those who were there. While I was not able to give them very much en- 
couragement, I advised them to make a strong endeavor to maintain their organization, 
and to wait patiently for the coming of a more favorable period of time to again resume 
aggressive work in the recruiting of members and the upbuilding of their organization. 
On the 7th I audited the books of local No. 219, which I found to be all right; there 
was a small balance in the treasury, the exact amount of which I cannot at this time 
specify, having in some manner lost my record of it. 

I remained in Ely during the 8th in order to get mail which I was expecting from 
headquarters. On the 9th I went to Bveleth, where I met with Brother John Movern, 
ex-secretary of Eveleth Miners* Union No. 47, whom I engaged to assist me in acting 
as interpreter among the Austrians. Brother Movern was thoroughly acquainted with 
the men and conditions as they existed on the Mesaba Range, and was very useful to 
me in many ways while I remained there. 

On September 10th I examined into the affairs ot Eveleth Miners* Union No. 47, 
finding that the union had no membership and no money. There were a number of due 
stamps, which I took up and sent in to headquarters. All of the other property, consist- 
ing of desk, table, chairs, books, charter, seals, etc., I placed in storage in the custody 
of Frank Stebly. I found that an indebtedness existed against the union, consisting of 
various charges, the aggregate amount of which I could not at the time determine. 
There was a judgment in favor of the union standing against one Vivian Prince, judge 
of the municipal court, in the sum of $400. This was for money which had been de- 
posited as a surety bond in the case of some of our men who had been arrested during 
the strike of 1907. The matter had been placed in the hands of Attorney J. A. Keyes 
of Duluth. It appeared that the collection of this money would be a very difficult mat- 
ter, if not quite impossible. 

On September 11th, in company with Brother Movern, I went to Hibbing, where we 
met with a few of the members of local No. 155, who were of the opinion that there was 
a chance to rally together enough of the men at that place to reorganize, and still retain 
at least a foot hold in the Mesaba Range at Hibbing. Acting upon their advice, as they 
expressed a strong degree of confidence in the success of the plan, I arranged to nreet 
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with Ifiem upon the following Sunday, together with as many of the faithful as they 
might be able to recruit. Great secrecy was to be maintained, and none but well known 
and reliable men were to be taken in. 

On September 12th we went to Virginia, where we found everything in the way of 
unionism as dead as possible. The secretary and president were both out of town, and 
nothing could be learned in regard to the union affairs, further than the fact that there 
was nothing doing. We returned to Bveleth upon the following day, and upon the 14th 
I went to Sparta, where I met with the men who had been the officers of local No. 49. 
These men had made a hard struggle to preserve their organization and were still hope- 
ful that it might again be revived at an early date. The books showed a balance of 
$70 in the treasury. There were 106 due stamps, all of which they expressed a willing- 
ness to send in to headquaHers whenever it might be demanded. 

September 16th, in company with Brother Movern, I went again to Aurora and 
McKinley. I found that there was no membership in good standing at either of these 
places. Aurora No. 132 had remaining in custody of the secretary, charter, books, seal, 
55 due stamps and a claim against the Biwabic co-operative store, about which I could 
not get any satisfactory knowledge, as I had not been able to secure a reliable Finnish 
interpreter. 

I returned to Bveleth, where I remained until the 20th, when, in accordance with 
previous arrangements, I went again to Hibbing, where I had made a date with some of 
the ex-members to meet them in an attempt to reorganize the local at that place. Upon 
my arrival in Hibbing I learned that the men who had agreed to meet with me had all 
been thrown out of employment through the pernicious activity of spies and enemies. 
It was wholly impossible to rally any of our men under such discouraging conditions, 
and not wishing to spend any more time and effort in so hopeless a struggle, on the 
21st of September I left Hibbing, enroute to the copper country of Michigan. 

I arrived in Hancock late in the night of the 22d. The following days up to the 
27th I spent in looking over the situation, which, although not very much to my liking, 
was apparently not so adverse as in Minnesota. 

I was conscious of the fact that I had been followed by two detectives all through my 
travels in Minnesota, and I had hoped to get away from them when coming to Michigan. 
In this I did not succeed. They were still on my trail, industriously watching my move- 
ments, taking note of the men with whom I talked, or associated, and evidently re- 
porting on my actions to some other son of a she-wolf, who was paying well for a little 
information about my conduct. From this fact it appeared to be likely that I should 
meet with vigorous opposition from some source in any attempt that I might make 
towards organizing. 

Hancock is a city of about ten thousand inhabitants. Houghton, which is just 
across the channel, scarcely half a mile distant, is nearly, if not quite as large. Laurium, 
Calumet, Red Jacket and the adjoining locations contain a population of forty thousand 
approximately. Lake Linden and Hubble, five or six thousand more. Besides the 
towns which I have mentioned, there are many smaller locations ranging in size from 
two and three hundred up to one and two thousand. 

According to the best information I could get there are not less than seventeen 
thousand men employed in and around the mines and mills of the copper region. These 
men are not unionized, and I became obsessed with the idea that the copper country 
of Michigan was the most important point within our jurisdiction remaining unorgan- 
ized. How to get these men into the union became my constant study. Approximately 
one-half of the entire number are Finns ; of the remainder, men of American or English 
birth and language, form but a very small proportion. Quite a large number of Italians 
are employed, also very many Austrians. National prejudices and distinctions have 
been encouraged to the usual extent, which tends to make the work of organizing the 
more difficult, while the failure of the unions which were formerly established here to 
preserve their existence has caused a laek of confidence among the men which it is 
extremely difficult to overcome. 

On September 25th I met with Brother William F. Goggin, president of Quincy 
Miners' Union No. 76, and on the following day we went together to call on the financial 
secretary, who lived in a small location about ten miles out from Hancock. We made 
an appointment to meet him again on the following Sunday for the purpose of auditing 
his books. On the 27th the secretary appeared and the books were audited. I found 
that no meeting had been held since April, 1906; the books showed that there was a 
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deficit in the treasury of $286.53, besides twenty due stamps which could not be ac- 
counted for. The secretary freely confessed that he had made personal use of the 
money, and that he was not able to refund any part of it. There did not appear to be 
any room for doubt as to both of the facts. I told him that he would certainly have to 
make good or take his chances of being prosecuted for embezzlement. The matter 
remains so at the present time. 

The same day I went to Hurontown in the afternoon, where I secured the names of 
a number of men who were willing to organize. I arranged to hold a meeting in the 
Firemen's hall a week later, when they said that they would bring a large number of 
their friends, and they thought we could start off with a big membership. 

September 28th and 29th I spent in Calumet and Laurium. In the latter place I 
found the ex-president and the ex-secretary of No. 217. Each of these gentlemen very 
politely told me that the case was hopeless, and while they still claimed to be true to 
the principles of unionism, they each very positively refused to give me any assistance 
whatever. They refused to introduce me to any of the miners, and further refused to 
give me the names of any ot their friends who might be favorable to unionism or 
organization. 

On September 30th I went to Ishpeming, where I met with the president and secre- 
tary of local No. 222. I arranged to hold a meeting on Sunday, October 11th. I audited 
the books, and in the evening I was invited to speak before a meeting of Socialists in 
the union hall. 

October 1st I returned to Hancock and on the second I went to Red Jacket, where 
I endeavored to strike up acquaintance with some of the miners there. 

October 3rd I went to Houghton and Hurontown, where I found Richard Harvey, 
who had formerly been recording secretary of local No. 76. He also refused to take any 
part in an attempt to reorganize or to rebuild that local, or to assist in any manner 
whatever. 

On October 4th I held a meeting in the Firemen's hall in Hurontown. The men 
who had promised to advertise the meeting and to come and bring their friends had 
not been very active in the affair. The attendance was very light; only two of those 
whose names I had secured on the former Sunday were at the meeting. Nothing was 
accomplished. I had scored a flat failure. 

From this tiime until the 9th I worked in Hancock, Houghton, and the nearby loca- 
tions, simply trying jto increase the number of my acquaintances, and to learn more of 
the character of the men with whom I came in contact. 

October 9th I went to Ishpeming, and on the 10th I went to Winthrop, where I met 
with the officers of local No. 223, with whom it was arranged that a meeting of the local 
should be held on the following Wednesday. I also called on John Maki, secretary of 
Negaunee Union No. 128. I audited his books, finding that there was a membership 
of about twenty-two men in good standing, $34 in the treasury and 37 due stamps. 

Sunday the 11th I attended meetings of both locals 128 and 222, the former being 
held in Negaunee at 1 o'clock p. m., and the latter at 7 o'clock in the evening in Ishpem- 
ing. No. 128 made arrangements for me to hold a public meeting in Negaunee on the 
evening of Tuesday the 13th. 

On October 12th I went to Hancock for the purpose of securing the services of a 
Finnish speaker to assist me at the meeting in Negaunee. I engaged John Nummivuori 
for the occasion. I returned to Ishpeming on the same day. 

On the 13th we went to Negaunee where we learned that the hall could not be had 
until Thursday, the 15th. We were obliged to wait until that time. 

On the 14th I went to Winthrop, where I met with the members of local No. 223. 
These were by far the most progressive and energetic body of men that I had found in 
that part of our jurisdiction. They had suffered a heavy loss in membership, owing to 
the shutting down of mines in their locality, but they were making a brave struggle, 
and were active and hopeful. Auditing the books of this local, I found them to be 
straight and all right, with a balance of $435 in the treasury, and 37 due stamps on 
hand. 

October 15th we held the public meeting in Negaunee which had previously been 
arranged for. T^is meeting had been extensively advertised, and I was hopeful of get- 
ting a good attendance; in this I was badly disappointed. There were not more than 
twenty English-speaking people in the hall, not one of whom was a miner. About one 
hundred Finns were present, among whom were a number of women. Those present

were evidently expecting to get something in the way of diversion and entertainment 
of some sort. They were not to be interested in unionism. So far as practical results 
went the meeting proved to be a fiat failure. 

October 16th I went again to Hancock, and on the 17th to Laurium. On the 18th 
I went to Hurontown and endeavored to get a man of whom I had heard to take up the 
work of organizing among the Austrians. He seemed to be very enthusiastic, and said 
that he could recruit 500 or 600 men in a very short time. I had some doubts about 
that, but I arranged to meet him in Hancock on the following day. 

On October 20th I had another conference with the Austrian from Hurontown and 
made an agreement with him to the effect that he should begin work at once, payment 
for his services to be conditional upon his success. We further arranged that we would 
meet again in Hurontown on Sunday, the 24th, at which time we were to hold a meeting, 
when he agreed to be present with a number of his countrymen for the purpose of get- 
ting a union organized. 

During the time intervening between the 20th and the 24th I worked among 
the men in the nearby locations, endeavoring to get a godti crowd rallied for the Sunday 
meeting. 

October 24th I held the meeting as arranged for in the Firemen's hall in Huron- 
town. I was expecting to see my Austrian organizer with some of his recruits. He 
did not appear. There was not an Austrian present at the meeting. I have never seen 
the organizer since. Only a few men came to the meeting, all of whom declared their 
sentiments strongly in favor of unionism. Each man in detail expressed his regret 
that he was without funds, and for that reason, unable at the time to unite with the 
organization. Nothing at all was accomplished by the work so far done In Hurontown 
and I left the place thoroughly disgusted. 

October 25th I held a meeting with a small number of men in Laurium and dis- 
cussed with them plans for getting an organization started there. 

On the 26th I went to the Red Jacket mine, where I managed to meet and talk with 
a few of the men employed there. 

October 27th I went to Lake Linden, where extensive mills and reduction works are 
located. I remained until late in the evening, but being wholly unacquainted, I did not 
succeed in getting in touch with any union sympathizers at that time. 

The following day I went to Hubble, where the result was similar to that in Lake 
Linden. On Thursday the 29th I again went to Laurium and began to "lay pipes" for 
a new campaign upon somewhat different lines. 

Friday I went to Osceola, Saturday to the Franklin mine, and on Sunday I went 
again to Laurium. 

November 2d I remained in Hancock for the purpose of keeping an appointment 
with some men who had agreed to meet me there on that day. 

November 3rd, being election day, I went to Houghton where I encountered a party 
of scabs and union enemies; later I returned to Hancock, where I remained during the 
balance of the day. 

November 4th and 5th I spent in working among the men employed at the Quincy 
mine. On the 6th I went to Atlantic and South Range. 

1 had by this time spent something more than a month among the miners of 
Michigan, most of which, time had been occupied in the copper country. 

I had not accomplished anything whatever beyond getting acquainted with the pre- 
vailing conditions and learning something more of the diflaculties to be encountered, 
and to be overcome, if our organization was ever to gain a foothold in that region. 

The outlook was not bright, and I was reluctant about devoting any more time and 
money in a cause, the prospects for which were so discouraging. The importance ot 
getting the men of Michigan organized appeared to be so great that I determined to 
make one more persistent effort if I were allowed to remain in the field. 

With this object in view I wrote to President Moyer describing the condition as 
truly as possible and outlining the plan which it was my purpose to follow, subject, of 
course, to his approval. 

Pending his reply to that communication I went again to the iron country. I ^^^ 
been told that a number of men in Humbolt were anxious to get the union started there. 
I remained in the iron country until the 11th of the month, but I met with no sub- 
stantial encouragement there. It did not appear that anything of importance could be 
accomplished. 
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On the 12th I returned to Laurium, and at once began making preparations to open 
an office and to establish my headquarters in that place. 

I had positive knowledge that there were a number of men in the district who were 
holding membership cards in Butte No. 1 and other of our locals in the West. I was 
hoping that such men might be induced to rally to our standard if once I were able to 
get a chartered local of the W. P. M. again established in the copper country of 
Michigan. 

On November 14th I opened an oflSce in I^urium, and on the 15th I called together 
as many union sympathizers as I was able to muster and tried to get a union organiza- 
tion started. 

The following day I began canvassing to secure signatures to an application for a 
charter, and also to try to collect initiation fees, and incidently to make known as 
widely as possible the location of the office and the actual existence of the W. P. M. in 
the copper country. I continued working along this line during the entire week fol- 
lowing, and on Sunday, November 22d, I found that I had collected in $38, and had 
promises for about as much more, and had secured the names of a sufficient number 
of men to warrant sending in the application for a charter, which was done. 

On Monday evening, November 23rd, I went to Lake Linden, where I met with the 
Socialist party local of that place, and had an opportunity to speak before that body in 
the interest of the W. P. M. 

November 24th I returned to the office and occupied the time in writing personal 
letters which I mailed to a number of men whose names I had learned, and who were 
said to be favorably inclined toward unionism. 

I had learned that many men who were really in favor of organization were afraid 
to be seen in my company on the streets or in the saloons, and that for the same 
reason, they objected to having me call and visit them in their homes; neither would 
they attend any public meeting that I might hold. I had now determined to try to 
reach such men by correspondence through the mail, and to try to induce them to visit 
me in the office, which was favorably located where men could come and depart with- 
out the fear of being detected by spies. 

Prom this time forward a large portion of my time was spent in the writing of such 
letters and attending to such men as were thus induced to call on me. 

On Wednesday evening, November 25th, I held a public meeting in Laurium, and 
on the 29th a meeting of the local union was held in the office. 

On the 2d of December I held another public meeting, and on the evening of Decem- 
ber 6th I spoke before a meeting of Socialists by invitation. 

I took advantage of each opportunity offered thereafter to appear on the public 
platform whenever it might give me a chance to speak in justification of the W. P. M., 
or to attack the infernal prejudice which existed against our organization, and to con- 
tradict the lies which had been industriously circulated against us; also by public 
speaking I was able to largely increase the circle of my personal acquaintance, and to 
get in closer touch with men who might be persuaded to join the union. 

On Sunday the 13th, after the adjournment of the union meeting, I went to Ahmeek, 
where it had been arranged that a meeting of miners was to be held. Only a small num- 
ber were in attendance, and nothing of any consequence was accomplished. 

Being in receipt of instructions from President Moyer to again visit Minnesota, I 
engaged Brother A. M. Stirton to attend to the affairs of the office in Laurium during 
my absence, and, on Monday, Dec. 14, I left Laurium, en route to Hibbing, Minnesota, 
at which place I arrived on the following day at 7:30 p. m. 

On the morning of the 16th, in company with John Valimaki, who acted as inter- 
preter, I went to the Pinnish Socialist Hall, wherein was stored the remaining effects 
of District Union No. 11, Hibbing Miners* Union No. 155, and some of the belongings of 
Nashwauk Union No. 196. I took possession of all except a safe, which was the prop- 
erty of District Union No. 11, and was being held by one Otto Matson against an in- 
debtedness of $300, which had been borrowed from him during the strike of 1907 and 
used as strike relief money. Evidently the debt is a just one and oug;ht to be paid. 
I promised to bring the matter before the Executive Board during the January meeting 
of the same. 

I found due stamps to the number of 130, which I returned to headquarters, as I did 
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also with all of the seals and the Charter of District Union No. 11. The remaining 
effects I placed in storage in the Finnish Socialist Hall. 

On Thursday, Dec. 17th, I went to Virginia, where I met with H. Tammanen, ex- 
treasurer of our local at that place. There was a small balance in the bank in favor 
of this local, about $15, according to the Treasurer's books, but as the time was after 
banking hours, I was not able to verify the account. There was also a debt standing 
against the union for hall rent, the exact amount of which Tammanen did not know. 
I advised him to pay off the indebtedness out of what funds there were, and to send 
the balance, if anything remained, to headquarters, which he promised to do. 

Later in the evening, we went to Aurora, where we met with Otto Kumpula, Secre- 
tary of Local No. 244. From him I learned something about that $375 which the union 
had loaned to the Biwabic Co-operative Store. The management of the affair had been 
left in the hands of a committee of five men, but nothing had been paid. I decided to 
leave the matter as it was until after the meeting of the Executive Board in January. 

Upon the morning of Dec. 18th I left Aurora, en route to Northern Michigan, arriv- 
ing in Laurium on the morning of the 20th. The same day I attended the meeting of 
Local No. 203. 

From this time until the 6th of January, I remained in Laurium and Hancock, at- 
tending to such business as came to the ofdce and trying, as best I might, to recruit 
members and to build up the organization. 

On January 6th, leaving Brother A. L. Larson in charge of the oflSce, I left Laurium, 
en route to Denver, for the purpose of attending the meeting of the Executive Board. 
I arrived in Denver on the 8th of January, and remained there in attendance on the 
Executive Board meeting until the conclusion of the same. 

On January 26th I left Denver en route to the Black Hills. I arrived in Terry, South 
Dakota, on the 27th, and that evening I attended the meeting of Terry Peak Miners' 
Union No. 5. 

Thursday, January 28th, I went to Deadwood for the purpose of attending the meet- 
ing of M. & M. Union No. 14. Owing, perhaps, to the inclemency of the weather, which 
was very severe, a quorum was not present, and no meeting was held. E^om Secretary 
Dahl and the few men who came, I learned that our local in Deadwood, while laboring 
under very adverse conditions, was still holding its ground, and that the outlook for the 
future was somewhat more favorable, although the brothers of the Deadwood Union 
were still suffering keenly on account of the general industrial depression. 

On Saturday, January 30th, I attended the meeting of Central City Miners' Union 
Ko. 3. The men of this union were also laboring under very heavy disadvantages, but 
were by no means backward in the performance of their duties as union men, and 
were not overlooking any opportunity to render good service in the cause of unionism. 
An auxiliary of ladies was working in conjunction with the Central City Miners' Union, 
and were apparently rendering eflicient and valuable assistance to their brothers. 

On Monday, February 1st, I attended the regular meeting of Lead Miners' Union 
No. 2. During the time which had elapsed since I had last met with the members of 
this Local, some very satisfactory progress had been made. Their membership had 
nearly, if not quite, doubled. The union had gotten clear of debt, and had a very sub- 
stantial balance in the treasury. At no time within my knowledge had Lead No. 2 been 
in so prosperous and promising a condition as I found it upon this occasion. 

I did not visit any other portion of the Black Hills country during my stay there, 
for the reason that most all of the mines in the outlying camps had ceased to operate, 
and there was but little being done outside of the Homestake Belt and the Bald Moun- 
tain country. 

Owing to the prevailing industrial depression, there were a great many men out of 
employment, and the Black Hills, like many other mining regions of the West, was not 
a good place to look for work. 

On Wednesday, February 3rd, I left South Dakota, en route to Northern Michigan. 
I arrived in Laurium on Saturday, February 6th, and, on the 7th, attended the meeting 
of Local No. 203. 

On February 9th I went to Hancock, where I had made arrangements to meet a num- 
ber of Finnish miners who were desirous of getting the W. F. M. organized in Hancock. 
At this time, I arranged to meet with them on the evening of the 14th. I returned to 
Laurium the same night, and remained there attending to such business as occurred 
in connection with the oflSce until the 14th, when I again went to Hancock to keep nay 
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appointment with the Finns. On this occasion, with the assistance of Brother Valimaki, 
who acted as interpreter, I organized Hancock Miners' Union No. 200. 

February 15th, I went to South Range, where there appeared to be a chance of 
getting another union established. I had met with several of the miners from that dis- 
trict who thought that there would be no dffcculty at all in getting men enough to- 
gether in a very short time. In this I was disappointed, but there did appear to be 
some possibility of getting an organization effected later on. 

On February 20th, I went to Hancock for the purpose of meeting some of the 
English-speaking miners, hoping that I might be able to induce them to rally to the 
support of the Finns, who were already organized. Only one man appeared, an ex- 
member of the Federation, who was all right and ready to come through. 

February 21st I attended the meeting of No. 203, in Red Jacket. On this day I also 
engaged John Ciagne to undertake the work of recruiting members from among the 
Italians. 

On February 24th another public meeting was held in Laurium, but it was not suc- 
cessful in getting much of a gathering. 

February 28th, I met with the Hahcock Local in the morning, and with No. 203 in 
Red Jacket in the afternoon. During the following week, most of my time was spent 
in the oflSce. I went twice to Hancock on business of minor importance. . 

On Marcfi 7th I attended the meeting of the Hancock Union in the morning, and in 
the afternoon I spoke before a large meeting in Red Jacket that had been called to pro- 
test in behalf of the Mexican refugees who were confined within various jails and pris- 
ons in the United States. 

On March 11th I received a wire from Ishpeming, stating that serious trouble was 
imminent, and requesting me to lose no time in reaching Ishpeming in person. I started 
for the iron country by the first train, and arrived at Ishpeming in the evening. About 
200 men gathered in the Miners' Union Hall that night. They were not union men, but 
they were greatly incensed at an action which had been taken by the employing com- 
panies in presenting to them for their signatures an infernal document which they had 
very aptly named a slave contract. The union men were treating the affair with abso- 
lute indifference. Quite a number of nonunion men had gone out on strike, and an 
attempt was being made to involve all the men employed on the range in the difliculty. 

I had long been expecting something to happen in the iron country, and it was not 
a matter of any surprise to me to find that things were red hot, and getting warmer. 
I was thoroughly convinced that the companies were trying to incite trouble from 
ulterior motives, and, further, that a strike at such a time could not result in anything 
but disaster to the miners. The men affected were not within our organization, and the 
struggle did not belong by any right to the W. F. M. 

It became my purpose to take advantage of the opportunity as afforded to recruit 
as many members to the unions as possible, and at the same time to "side-step" the 
issue and not allow the W. F. M. to become involved in a strike which there was no 
possibility of winning, and which it was beyond our strength to finance. I spoke before 
this gathering of non-union men at some length on the necessity of maintaining union 
organization, but I told them plainly that the W. F. M. would not undertake to carry 
on the present struggle, assuring them, at the same time, that my personal services 
were at their disposal. 

On the following evening, I spoke to an audience of about 800 men in Kpski's Hall, 
in Ishpeming. On Sunday, the 14th, I addressed a gathering of 1,400 in the opera 
house in Negaunee. The excitement was growing intense. Resolutions were adopted, 
committees were appointed, etc. Notice was given that another meeting would be held 
one week later, when committees should report, and some definite line of action should 
be decided upon. 

On the 15th, I returned to Laurium, where I remained until the 20th, when I went 
again to Ishpeming. That evening I attended the regular meeting of Local No. 222. 
The following day I engaged Alex. Sivo to take up the work of organizing among the 
Finns in the iron region, they being by far the most numerous, as well as the most 
awakened of all the men employed in the region. The Italians and Austrians appeared 
to be in total ignorance of the import of the slave contracts, while, with but few excep- 
tions, the Englishmen were wtolly indifferent. It was said that some of the good, re- 
liable company men had actually asked the mine manager for permission to sign the 
things. 
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In the evening of the 22nd, I went to Winthrop for the purpose of meeting with 
Local No. 223. On account of having had wrong information to the date, no meeting 
was held that night. 

On the 23d, I returned to the coppeiw country, where I remained, attending to such 
business as occurred In connection with the office, until the 9th of March, when I went 
again to the iron country. There I learned that Slvo, the Finnish organizer, had secured 
15 new members to the Negaunee "Union, and, after working six or seven days, had 
given up further effort. I had hoped for better results, and I was not yet convinced that 
there was not a good opportunity to effect a large Increase in the membership of the 
Negaunee Union, which union is composed entirely of Finns, and transacts all of its 
business in th^ Finnish language. In order to try out the attempt still further, I 
engaged Brother Frank Altonen to take up the work. Brother Altonen met with much 
better success than did Slvo, securing 36 members the first week of his employment, 
and continuing ever since to make very satisfactory progress. 

One of the great difficulties in the way of getting men into the unions is the condi- 
tion of abject poverty which many of them are suffering under. Many of them are un- 
employed and penniless, and wholly unable to dig up the price of their initiation fees. 

On April 10th I went to Negaunee and, in the evening, to Winthrop, where I again 
failed of getting a meeting of the Winthrop Local, because the president and 
secretary were each working night shift, and, on that account, had failed to call a meet- 
ing. I returned to Hancock that night and, on the following day, I attended the meet- 
ing of Local No. 200 in that city. 

April 12th and 13th I spent in the office in Laurlum. On the 15th I went to Han- 
cock, and on the 16th to South Range, for the purpose of securing an Italian speaker to 
address a mass meeting which we were going to hold in Hancock on May 2nd. April 
16th I remained in the office, and on the 17th I again went to Ishpeming, Negaunee and 
Winthrop. On this occasion, I succeeded in meeting with the men of the Winthrop 
Union. This Union is existing under very adverse circumstances. None of the mines 
in the location are working; many of the old members have moved away, and those 
who remain find it necessary to walk several miles between their homes and their 
work. Nevertheless, whatever remains of them are true union men of the kind that 
it cheers the heart to see. I returned to Hancock on a late train that night, and, on 
the following day, I attended meetings of Locals 200 and 203 respectively, in Hancock 
and Laurlum. 

On April 19th, I went again to South Range to keep an appointment with some men 
regarding an attempt to organize at that place. I returned to Laurlum in the evening. 

From April 20th to May 1st, most of my time was occupied in the office in Laurium. 
On the 21st, I went to Lake Linden, and on the 25th, I attended the meeting of Local 
No. 200, in Hancock. 

On May 2nd, a miners' mass meeting was held in Germanla Hall, Hancock. There 
were about 600 men In attendance. I had secured the services of W. J. Roberts, of Ish- 
peming, who assisted me with a lecture directed to the English-speaking miners. Broth- 
er John Valimaki delivered an address in Finnish, and Mr. Charles Macchl, of Calumet, 
spoke in Italian. I opened the meeting by reading the preamble and declaration of 
principles of the W. F. M., which I followed up with a discourse on unionism and the 
necessity of Industrial organization. I was followed by Macchl and Valimaki, each in 
his respective language. Roberts finished with a fiery plea for industrial organization 
and for the support of the W. F. M. A collection was taken up, which brought $25.10, 
an amount nearly sufficient to defray the expenses of the meeting. Good attention was 
given throughout. Great enthusiasm was shown, and a large increase in membership 
of Local No. 200 might reasonably be expected to result. 

On May 3d I went again to Hancock, where I met Frank Snellman of South Range, 
and made arrangements with him to have him take up the work of organizing among 
the Finns in the copper country. 

On May 5th I went to South Range, and on the 9th I went to Hancock to attend 
the meeting of local No. 200. On the 11th I went to Ishpeming and Negaunee to give 
some attention to our affairs in the iron country. I found that Altonen had been 
doing some pretty good work among the BHnnlsh mineps. The English-speaking men 
were apathetic and not taking very much interest. 

There is need of some special work among all of the English-speaking miners of 
Michigan. While I believe that it is possible to reach these men, I am at the same

time conscious of the fact that I am not competent to accomplish the undertaking with- 
out assistance of another man who is in possession of certain personal qualifications 
with which I am not endowed. There is also pressing need of a competent Italian 
organizer in the iron country, but at the time of my visit on this occasion I did not 
know of a competent man who was available, 

I returned to Laurium on the 13th, and on the 16th I attended the meeting of Han- 
cock No. 200. On the 16th, in the evening, I went to Lake Linden, where I had Been 
advised that there was some interest awakening. I succeeded in meeting with a few 
of the men there who thought that there was a possibility of reorganizing at that place. 
I left a blank application for a charter with Andy Schmelzer, who said that he thought 
he would be able to secure the necessary signatures within a short time. 

On the 22d I went to South Range again, and that evening I organized a local there, 
starting with a membership of 43 men, F^nns and Italians. 

On the 23rd I attended the meeting of local No. 200 in Hancock and returned to 
Laurium. 

During the time intervening between the 23rd and the 30th I completed arrange- 
ments for holding a mass meeting in Red Jacket. This meeting was held in the 
afternoon of Sunday, the 30th. I succeeded in securing the assistance of two very able 
Finnish speakers, each of whom dealt out "hot stuff" to their countrymen. There was 
also an Italian orator, who made a fiery plea to the men of his nationality, in the interest 
of unionism and industrial organization. There were about 600 men in attendance, 
who gave good attention to the speakers and applauded frequently. Evidently the spirit 
of unionism is growing stronger. 

On the 31st I went to South Range, where I engaged Charles Bartolini to take up 
the work among the Italians. Later in the day I went to Hancock and negotiated the 
sale of the safe which was in Hibbing, Minnesota, and formerly belonged to District 
"Union No. 11, the price agreed upon being $175, less freight and transportation 
charges. The safe being in the hands of Otto Matson, and held by him against a debt 
of $300, I arranged that the money for the safe should be paid over to Matson, he to 
give receipt to the W. F. M. therefor. 

June 1st to June 5th I spent most of the time in the office, going once to Houghton 
and once to Hancock on business of minor importance. 

On June 5th I went to South Range and assisted in conducting a meeting of the 
newly organized local at that place. Seventy-nine men were initiated at this meeting. 

On the 6th I assisted in conducting the meeting in Hancock. 

June 6th to June 12th I did but little business outside of the office in Laurium. On 
June 12th I went to South Range, and again assisted in holding the meeting of that 
local. I returned that night to Hancock, attended the meeting of local No. 200 on Sun- 
day morning, and went again to South Range in the afternoon, where an enormous mass 
meeting was held in the skating rink. Fully 1,000 men were present at this meeting. 
Charles Bartolini opened the meeting with a long and powerful address in Italian ; Snell- 
man followed with a short talk to the Finns, after which I had the platform and tried 
to say things to the English. Still later John Korpi and John Valimaki each spoke in 
Finnish. We had made arrangements with an Austrian orator to speak in his tongue, 
but as there was an Austrian picnic going on at the time, we did not have any Aus- 
trians in attendance. The speaker who had been engaged did not make his appear- 
ance. The collection taken up amounted to $15.50, which was a little more than enough 
to defray the expenses of the meeting. 

On June 18th I visited Ishpeming and Winthrop. On the 19th I went to Negaunee. 
I found that the affairs of the W. F. M. were progressing as favorably as could be ex- 
pected in the iron region. I returned to Laurium, and on Sunday, the 20th, I attended 
the meeting of local No. 203. On the 21st I went to Hancock on business connected 
with arranging for a miners* union picnic, which was to be held on the 27th. On the 
23rd I went to South Range to take council with Organizer Bartolini concerning his 
work during my absence, and later in the day I departed for Hibbing, Minnesota. 

On the 24th I stopped at Duluth to consult with Attorney Keyes, who was absent 
from the city. Later I went to Eveleth, where I took up charters No. 47 and No. 78, 
also the seals of those defunct locals. Settled with Frank Stebly for office rent, $45, 
and storage, $9, by giving him an order on" Attorney Keyes for the former sum, and 
the office desk for the latter. 

The following day I went to Hibbing, where I settled with Otto Matson, giving him 
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an order on Keyes for $134, and allowing him to collect proceeds from the sale of the 
safe. At Hibbing I also took away the charter of union No. 155, and arranged to have 
the books shipped to headquarters. 

On the 26th I departed for Hancock, arriving on the morning of the 27th. I at- 
tended the miners* union picnic that day in Hancock; went to Laurium in the evening; 
meL Brother Marion Leake, who had come to attend to the affairs of the Federation 
during my absence. 

On the 28th I left Laurium for the Black Hills. Arrived in Deadwood July 1st. 
Met with Deadwood M. & M. Union that night. Went to Terry on the 2nd of July, 
Lead on the 3rd, and later departed for Denver, where I arrived on Sunday, the 4th, 
in order to be present at the meeting of the Executive Board, which convened on the 
following day. 

Having devoted by far the largest portion of my time to the work of our organiza- 
tion in Michigan, necessarily the work in other portions of the fifth district has had 
but little of my personal attention. The Black Hills region, being, as it was, already 
well organized, and manned by well trained and competent union men, scarcely required 
my efforts. In Minnesota I do not believe that it would have been possible for me to 
have accomplished anything of importance. In the lead and zinc mining region of 
Southern Wisconsin there is comparatively little doing. The iron mines in Northern 
Wisconsin are in the near proximity of those of Michigan, and can be handled at the 
same time and in connection with them. The copper region of Michigan is by far the 
most important point to be considered in the fifth district. We have again secured a 
foothold there which we cannot afford to relinquish. There yet remains thousands of 
men to be gotten into our unions in this region, which it will require patient and per- 
sistent effort on our part to accomplish. I would advise that an Executive Board mem- 
ber be continually retained in that part of our jurisdiction, and that we never again 
allow that field to remain without such special supervision. We have now three locals 
established in the copper country, all of which are steadily increasing in membership, 
and the seed has been planted that is certain to develop more. In the iron region, two 
new locals have been established, and several hundred members have been added to 
those that were already in existence, while more men are constantly falling into line. 
This work has been accomplished at great labor and expense to your organization. I 
feel that no credit is due to me. Had it not been that I was allowed the assistance 
of competent organizers, there would have been but little to show for my labors in the 
field. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to President Moyer, Vice-President Mahoney, 
Secretary Mills and Editor O'Neill, and my associates on the Executive Board, for the 
courteous and gentlemanly treatment that I have received at the hands of each of 
them. I feel deeply gratified that during the year our mutual intercourse has at all 
times been friendly and devoid of personal animosity and disagreeable friction. 

With feelings of gratitude and fraternity toward all the brothers in our organiza- 
tion, with my best wishes for the welfare and success of my successor in oflice, and my 
profound respect for the delegates to the Seventeenth Annual Convention, I have sub- 
mitted to you my report.

The convention was called to order by President Moyer at 2 p. m. 

Roll call was read and found all delegates present except James Devlin, who 
was reported sick. 

* The following report of Credentials Committee was read: 
No. 98. July 19, 1909. 

We, the Credentials Committee, recommend that Brother Joe Bracken be 
seated as a delegate in the 17th Annual Convention from Steptoe M. & S. Union 
No. 233, and entitled to 3 votes.

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Moved by Delegate Fluent, No. 74, seconded by Delegate Gnelfi, No. 1, that 
report of committee be concurred in. 

Moved by Delegate McGuire, No. 140, seconded by Delegate Blackburn, No. 
83, that report be referred back to the committee. Motion carried.

Moved by Delegate Kirwan, No. 5, seconded by Delegate Barss, No. 3, that 
delegates go to state capitol Wednesday after adjournment to have their ** mugs'' 
taken by Mr. Park. Motion carried. 

No. 100. Resolution re amendments to Constitution by Delegate J. J. Barth, 
No. 60, read and referred to Constitution Committee. 

In regards to Delegate Devlin, No. 117, who has been sick for several days, 
and at this time confined to St. Joseph's hospital, it was moved by Delegate 
Booher, No. 1, seconded by Delegate Harper, No. 60, that the Executive Board be 
instructed to see to it that Delegate Devlin has every necessary attention as long 
as he is confined to the hospital, and that the W. F. M. pay all bills contracted 
by his illness. Motion carried. Delegate McGuire, No. 140, voting in the nega^ 
tive. 

No. 101. Charges by Delegate Gauthier against John Cronin, secretary 
Butte Miners' Union No. 1, re violation of Article II, Section 3, of the By-Laws, 
read and referred to Grievance Committee. 

There being no other communications on the desk, Secretary-Treasurer MilLs 
proceeded to read the report of Executive Member William Davidson. 

In connection with a supplementary part of the report, which consisted of 
a newspaper account of the application of the Canadian Industrial Disputes and 
Investigation Act in a controversy between Greenwood Miners' Union No. 22 and 
the mine owners of that district, it was moved by Delegate McGuire, No. 140, 
seconded by Delegate Valimaki, No. 200, that the reading of that part of the 
report be dispensed with and that the same be left on the Secretary's desk for 
the use of any delegate who might wish to read it. Motion lost. 
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No. 102. 

Wm. Davidson's Report 



Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Sirs and Brothers: — ^I herewith submit a brief report covering the work of the last 
year in District No. 6. 

1. After having attended the Executive session held immediately upon the ad- 
journment of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, I went back to the district and took up 
the routine work of the office, first disposing of several matters referred to me for ad- 
justment with the locals interested. I then spent some time in Trail, lending such 
assistance as was within my power to the membership of No. 105 in their efforts to 
straighten out some internal business difficulties, and to more thoroughly organize the 
camp. 

2. Having accepted the nomination from the Socialist party as their candidate to 
contest the Kootenay Electoral district in the interest of the working class at the 
General Dominion election that took place last fall, much of my time for about six 
weeks was taken up with the campaign. When the ballots were counted, it was found 
that the vote for Socialism had been very materially increased over that of four years 
previous, when Brother J. A. Baker had the honor of being the candidate for the work- 
ing class party in the same electoral district. It was also shown that there is still a 
large number of members of organized labor who believe in voting for capitalism by 
supporting the two old political parties on election day, while they continue to fight 
against capitalism on the industrial field. This action on their part can only be taken 
as showing lack of knowledge as to the aim and object of the labor movement that 
still prevails among the workers, and calls our attention to the work that must yet be 
done before our hopes can be realized. 

3. In this connection it is worthy of note that the coal miners, members of dis- 
trict No. 18, United Mine Workers of America, voted almost to a man for Socialism, 
with the result that the Provincial Riding of Pernie was carried by a substantial ma- 
jority. The coal miners, on this occasion, voted as they strike. 

4. In the month of December I completed a tour through what is known as the 
Boundary in British Columbia, and that part of the state of Washington that is included 
in district No. '6, going as far as Hedley, B. C, and I found all of the locals united and 
doing business in a satisfactory manner. 

5. At the close of the Executive session, held at headquarters in the month of 
January, I went to Cobalt, Ontario, and found local No. 146 in good working order in 
every sense of the word, making good headway in building up its membership again, 
which had fallen ofC badly since the strike of 1907, and the outcome of which was not 
as satisfactory as was hoped for by the members of the union engaged in it. But the 
struggle was, by no means, in vain, and many of the workers in that section are begin 
iiing to realize that much good was accomplished in their behalf, and to see the im 
portance of joining the organization in order that still better results may be obtained 

6. At the time I was in Cobalt, there were about 3,000 men employed in the min 
ir.g industry, and while the local has now the largest membership of any local in dis 
trict No. 6, there is still a large number of workers who do not yet belong to the local 
but with the continuance of the united and energetic campaign of organization that is 
now being carried on by the membership of No. 146, this condition will be changed in 
the not far distant future. 

7. From Cobalt I went to Elk Lake, a new camp about 60 miles in a westerly 
direction from Cobalt, and in the first stages of development. The men working in 
the camp, seeing the necessity of an organization, had, with the assistance of Brother 
Fred Carrol, who was sent in there by the Cobalt local, just started a new local, which 
I found in fine working order with a membership of 100, and something like 300 more 
workers in camp to draw from. Owing to the lack of a meeting place in town for a 
time, their efforts were badly handicapped, but this difficulty had been gotten over, and 
the progress made by this young local is evidenced by the fact that it is represented 
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in this Convention by a delegate, who will be able to give all details regarding this new 
mining section, if desired. 

8. While at Elk Lake, I made a trip to Gowganda, a brand new mining section 
about 30 miles from Elk Lake, and at that time purely in the prospecting stage. While 
there were several thousand men scattered through the woods in all directions, staking 
claims and doing assessment work, and a town being built, there were but very few 
men employed on any of the prospects as wage earners, so I decided that it was just a 
little too early in the game to try to organize, but now that the season has opened up 
and considerable work is being done by way of development, the workers are busy 
forming a new local in that section, which speaks well for the union men in the wilds 
of Ontario. 

9. Having spent about six weeks in the Cobalt and Elk Lake district, I was pre- 
paring for a visit to Sudbary and Copper Cliff, an old mining section where the workers 
have never been able to make a successful effort to organize, and where, I am told, the 
conditions under which men work are anything but desirable, when I had to go West 
again on account of my wife being seriously ill. 

10. Much could be said with regard to existing conditions and the prospects for 
organizing in New Ontario, but suflSce to say that as a mining section, I believe it has 
a good future. Thousands of men will be employed there for years to come, and while 
many of the workers in that part, like every place else, may not have much knowledge 
of the labor movement, they are, as a inile, good material and will prove apt scholars, 
if given an opportunity to learn. The same I believe to be true of the workers in the 
older camps in the East. Taking this view of the situation, the Federation could make 
no mistake in putting at least one organizer in this part of district No. 6 for the coming 
year. The area included in district No. 6 may not be very large, but it is a little too 
big for one man to attend to all the work that should be done within its lines to 
advance the interests of the Federation. 

"" 11. The "Rule of Capital" in New Ontario, like elsewhere, is producing a fine, healthy 
Socialist movement, and the amount of good working class reading matter bought and 
distributed by the Cobalt and Elk Lake locals, is worthy of note by many of the older 
locals of the Federation. "Knowledge Is Strength," is their motto. 

12. On March 25th, while at my home in Denver, I received a dispatch from 
the secretary of the Greenwood Miners* Union, stating that the B. C. Copper Company 
were discharging all of the most active members of the local for no apparent reason, 
other than their activity in the labor movement, and requesting permission to take a 
referendum vote on a "motion to strike" in the event of no settlement being arrived at 
between the union and the company, this action being necessary in order that the 
union might make application to the Minister of Labor for the appointment of a "Board 
of Conciliation and Investigation," before which Board their case had to be taken be- 
fore it would be lawful to go on strike, in case that action became necessary. I gave 
my consent by wire and went to Greenwood at once and spent a few days investigating 
conditions existing there at that time, and found that the charges made by the union 
were well founded; in fact, that it was up to the local to make a stand in defense of its 
members against the blacklisting methods adopted by this company. To this end, an 
application was made by the union to the Minister of Labor for the appointment of a 
Board of Conciliation and Investigation under the Industrial Disputes Act of 1907, of 
which the following is a copy: 

Greenwood, B. C, March 30, 1909. 
To the Honorable Rodolphe Lemieux, 
Minister of Labor, Ottawa. 

13. Greenwood Miners' Union No. 22, W. F. M., make application herewith 
for a Board of Conciliation and Investigation under the Industrial Disputes 
Investigation Act for the purpose of settling various grievances they have with 
the B. C. Copper Company of Greenwood, B. C. The union recommends that 
John Mclnnis, M.P.P. of Phoenix, B. C, be appointed Member of said Board. 

The parties concerned in the dispute are, 1st, Greenwood Miners' Union 
No. 22, W. F. M.; 2nd, the B. C. Copper Company, of Greenwood, B. C. The 
B. C. Copper Company have discriminated against two of our members, 
namely, T. Y. McKay, J. B. King, and others, by discharging them from their 
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employment, for no apparent reason but their being active members of Green- 
wood Miners' Union. 

Greenwood Miners* Union demands that the B. C. Copper Company cease 
discriminating against their members and reinstate all members so discrim- 
inated against; also, that the B. C. Copper Company adjust all grievances 
that may arise in the future through a committee from Greenwood Miners* 
Union. 

Greenwood Miners' Union sent their Executive Board as a committee to 
the management of the B. C. Copper Company to discuss the various griev- 
ances with a view of adjustment, but the manager refused to adjust any 
grievance with the union. 

The number of persons likely to be affected by this dispute are, approxi- 
mately, 225 men. 

(SIGNED) 

14. The company filed a statement in fiat contradiction of this, of course, and al- 
leging that they were always ready to meet their employees as individuals. 

The Board was appointed and met in due time in Greenwood, taking evidence for 
several days. I was unable to be present at the hearing myself, but it is conceded by 
all fair-minded men who heard the evidence, that the union made out a very strong 
case against the company; in fact, the company did not attempt to .put up any defense 
whatever, simply declaring that it would not recognize the union. 

15. At the close of the proceedings, that is, when the evidence was all in, the chairman 
of the Board invited the oflScers of the local union to meet with him and the representa- 
tives of the company the following morning for the purpose of trying to arrange terms 
for a settlement of the dispute. The officers of the union accepted this invitation and 
met the chairman as agreed, but no one appeared for the company. This ended the 
work of the Board and after the lapse of some little time the report, or, rather, the 
reports, of the Board came to hand. There were three reports — Mr. John Mclnnis, 
M.P.P., of Phcenix, B. C, reported in favor of the union; Mr. Cronyn, a lawyer from 
Toronto, in favor of the B. C. Copper Company, and the chairman, Mr. P. E. Wilson, 
who has a job as a county court judge in B. C, while he agreed in every detail with 
Mr. Cronyn's views, thought his report would have more weight with the laboring 
classes, if he signed by himself alone. He, evidently, has overlooked the fact that the 
miners in B. C. got well acquainted with him when he acted as chairman of the Moyie 
case, a little over a year before, and they know full well where he stands on all such 
questions. 

16. A copy of those reports are hereto appended, as they will, no doubt, be interest- 
ing reading to many of you, and from them you will get an idea of what is really 
meant by the term "conciliation.** 

17. Right here, permit me to say that the membership of the Federation in dis- 
trict No. 6 have protested against this infamous piece of legislation, but as the Parlia- 
ment of Canada is composed of representatives of the capitalist interest, there is little 
chance of it ever being repealed, as long as it can be used for the better subjection 
of the workers to the will of the exploiters. 

18. Upon the receipt of those reports, the union indorsed that of Mclnnis, and 
after making another effort to settle with the manager of the B. C. Company, which 
proved a failure, declared a strike against said company. This, I believe, was the only 
course open, and the action met with my hearty approval. The members of No. 22 
should receive the united support of every member of organized labor wherever found, 
as they are fighting for the maintenance of the right to belong to a union and live. 

19. A great deal might be said in detail in connection with the situation at Green- 
wood, but as No. 22 has an able representative on the floor of this Convention, I will 
leave that part with him. 

20. During the month of June I paid a visit to the locals at Nelson, Kaslo, Sandon, 
Ymir, Trail, Rossland, Grand Forks, Phoenix and Greenwood, and found all to be in 
good working condition. With the exception of Trail and Grand Forks, practically all 
of the men engaged in metal mining in B. C. belong to the Federation, while at 
Trail and Grand Forks good progress has been made of late by way of building up their 
membership. 

21. According to reports received from Moyie and other locals that I have not been 
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able to visit since last fall, the same satisfactory condition prevails as in the majority 
of those visited. But in this connection I do not wish that you should overlook the 
fact that the prevailing industrial depression has hit the mining industry of B. C. about 
as hard as any other section on the American continent, and in many camps the work- 
ing force has been greatly reduced, which in turn means a reduction of membership in 
many of our locals. 

22. At Texada Island there has been some revival in the industry, and the local 
there is taking advantage of this change in conditions, as shown bj' the increase in 
members of late. Outside of Texada there is very little being done in the metal min- 
ing industry along the B. C. coast, and in consequence Texada is the only local we have 
in that part of the district. 

23. In the part of the State of Washington that is included in District No. 6, there 
has been quite a change taken place in the old camp of Republic that has been practi- 
cally idle for a number of years back. There is now a considerable number of men 
employed, and the "little band" that has so nobly held the charter of No. 28 during those 
years of inactivity, has not overlooked this chance by any means. I have been unable 
to pay this local a visit since last December. 

24. Northport Local is out of business at present, owing to the closing down of 
the smelter at that point, but no doubt will be heard from again upon the resumption 
of operations, which may be in the near future. 

25. There are many matters of detail that come up in connection with the work 
of this oflSce, in the course of a year, which I do not think necessary to include in this 
report, but will cheerfully discuss any matter not touched upon that may be of special 
interest to any delegate on the floor of this Convention. 

26. With the exception of the trouble now on at Greenwood, there has been no 
open rupture in the "class struggle" in the shape of strikes or lockouts within the dis- 
trict during the past year, but at no time in the history of the organization have we 
been met with more bitter opposition than now. The under-cover tactics adopted by 
the "opposite interest" will require the united, intelligent effort of every member of the 
organization to combat successfully. 

27. In conclusion, permit me to urge upon the delegates of this Convention the 
necessity for a much greater effort than ever before being put forth by this organiza- 
tion to educate its membership as to what the system of capitalist production really 
means to us as members of the working class, to the end that no member of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners may be found foolish enough to vote for capitalism on elec- 
tion day, and fight against it on the industrial field until the time comes round to vote 
for it again. Vote as you strike, against capitalism. 

REPORTS OF ARBITRATORS, GREENWOOD MINERS' UNION VS. 
BRITISH COLUiVIBIA COPPER COMPANY. 

The Chairman's Findings. 

Such action on the part of the union seems, in my opinion, to depart from the true 
spirit of unionism, which, as I understand it, is to obtain a fair deal for the employee. 
In my opinion the letters strongly smack of disloyalty, not only to unionism, but to the 
laws of the country itself, and such a course as that adopted by the Greenwood Miners* 
Union cannot do otherwise than lead to distrust by the employer, and not only that, 
but lead to non-recognition by the employer, who should fairly recognize his non-union 
employees as well as his union employees, and these letters certainly give him fair 
grounds for stating that he finds it impossible to recognize the union under such con- 
ditions. I cannot find, by reason of the date of the letters, that they were the cause of 
complaint in this matter, but it seems to me that such letters having come to the 
knowledge of the employer, that he is to that extent justified in refusing to recognize 
the oflScials of the union that acts in that manner. If it had not been for this unfortu- 
nate evidence, I certainly feel that there was no justification whatever for the company 
refusing recognition of the union. 

The employer stands in a peculiar position. He must deal fairly with his non-union 
men as well as his union men, and it seems to me that he is not acting outside the 
scope of fairness in protecting his non-union employee from an unfair demand made by 
the union. 

And it must be borne in mind that the employer dealing with the union is dealing

with a body which has not, in itself, any power to make a binding contract, and on this 
point it seems to me that, in fairness, not only to capital but to labor itself, that eacb. 
union should have the power to contract. If that were the case, I think it would tend 
much to lessen the feeling of permanent unrest which seems to prevail In Greenwood. 

These two points being settled, I can see no reason why the parties in this dispute 
cannot get together. Really the one foundation for dispute is based on this one demand, 
i. e., recognition of the union, and I think that upon the elimination of the union's pro- 
cedure as against non-union men and union men who are in arrears, as above out- 
lined, that the company might and should recognize the union men. 

2. On the question of discrimination, I have had some diflSculty. Peeling, as I do, that 
the company must recognize the union in dealing with union employees, I felt that 
there might be some question on this point. The dismissal complained of happened 
at an unfortunate time. The company was cutting down its force. There was a feeling 
among the men, and everything that was done on one side or the other was looked upon 
with distrust by the opposite party. I cannot find on this point that there was a clear 
discrimination against union men as such. There is suspicion in regard to cause of 
dismissal, but as it was done at a time when the company was cutting down its force, 
I cannot find this charge proved. 

3. This demand is covered by my findings in the above. 

4. As to discrimination on account of political opinions, I do not think that existed. 

5. I think that this demand must necessarily stand or fall on No. 1. The com- 
pany in fairness should notify the men as to altering existing conditions of employment 
within reasonable scope. This matter is also one that speedily will be remedied when 
an adjustment can be arrived at between the company and the union as to recognition 
of the union by the company. 

6. This demand is also one of which I cannot find that the men have any com- 
plaint, and one which will speedily be remedied by recognition of the union by the 
company. 

7. This demand is one in regard to the company soliciting the aid of the Green- 
wood Board of Trade and certain individuals for the purpose of discrediting the Green- 
wood Miners* Union. On this point, I think there was a question that the men who 
signed the resolution complained of did so in all fairness and sincerity to the commu- 
nity. The people of Greenwood, suffering as they did from shut-down after shut-down, 
were extremely anxious that work continue on this, the largest property in their com- 
munity. When apparently labor troubles had been arranged, the appearance of a 
notice requesting the men not to return to work until further notified, although it was 
accompanied by a notice calling a meeting of the union, filled their minds with distrust 
as to the future labor situation, and they, I think reasonably, felt as a board of trade 
that a resolution deprecating the spirit of agitation in the district was one that would 
fairly meet with approval from all parties without it being suggested that it was in 
any way directed against unionism. I think they were absolutely fair in that matter, 
and were acting, as they thought, in the best interests of the community, apart alto- 
gether from any solicitation by the company. 

I would recommend: 

1. That the union eliminate any practice of discrimination as against non-union 
men. 

2. That, upon the cessation of such procedure, the company recognize and deal 
with the union in regard to all questions affecting union men. 

3. That no discrimination be shown against any person by reason of his taking 
active part in the union. 

The whole industrial situation in this camp is unfortunate. A feeling of distrust 
pervades the whole atmosphere, and so long as that feeling continues, so long will 
trouble continue. Unless some feeling can arise which will tend to a belief by each 
party in human nature, even if the party is of the opposite side, no cessation of the 
trouble can be contemplated. If the employer will fairly recognize fair union labor, 
and the union will fairly deal with the employer, then trouble will cease, otherwise it 
will continue forever.

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Mr. Mclnnis' Report. 

In the matter of the dispute pending between the British Columbia Copper Com- 
pany and the Greenwood Miners' Union, acting on behalf of the employees of this com- 
pany, and the investigation held thereon, under the Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act 

As a representative of tlje employees on the board, I regret to say that the mem- 
bers of the board have been unable to agree on a joint report, and we were unable to 
bring the parties involved to an amicable agreement. 

Therefore, the undersigned respectfully submits the following report and recom- 
mendation : 

After hearing the evidence given by over thirty witnesses examined, and after 
careful consideration of the same, it was evident that the charges made by the Green- 
wood miners were well founded. The company, by its failure to produce evidence to 
the contrary, left the Impression that the case, as presented by the union, was a very 
strong one indeed. That the manager of the B. C. Copper Company is a very hard 
man to deal with, was fully proven by the investigation, and, in the opinion of the 
writer, the diflficulties between the management and the employees were due largely 
to the failure of the manager of the company to meet his employees in a spirit of 
fairness. 

In paragraph 3 of the company's reply to the employees' demand for a board of 
investigation, we find the following: "The company has never had any relations with 
the union." But the evidence shows that the manager had, at various times, dealt with 
the union in adjusting questions of wages and conditions. 

That the officials of the B. C. Copper Company were doing their utmost to disrupt 
the union, was amply proven. The discharge of men who took any active part in the 
work of their organization, would eventually result in crippling the union, and render 
it ineffective. This was the policy of the company, as proved by the evidence. Testi- 
mony by several witnesses tended strongly to show that a "black list" exists in this 
district. Men who were nqt agreeable to the officials of the B. C. Copper Company 
had experienced considerable difficulty in holding positions where any influence could 
be brought to bear by the officials of this company. That there was no necessity or 
justification for the passing of certain resolutions by the Greenwood Board of Trade 
was practically admitted, even by those who had signed those resolutions themselves. 

No proof being found with which to substantiate the recitals contained in these 
resolutions, after all the evidence was adduced, the board endeavored to get the par- 
ties to the dispute together, so that, if possible, thy might arrive at an understanding. 

The officials of the union signified their willingness to confer and settle on reason- 
able terms, but the representatives of the company refused point blank to have any 
dealings with the union or recognize them in any way as a union. 

The manifest willingness of the union to meet the company and settle on reason- 
able terms would indicate that if the company was desirous of settling the dispute, it 
could be settled with very little difficulty. 

After taking considerable pains to get the true facts in this dispute, and having 
some knowledge of the conditions in this district, the following would, in my judgment, 
be a fair basis of settlement: 

1. That the British Columbia Copper Company recognize and do business with 
Greenwood Miners* Union No. 22, W. F. M., and that all questions affecting wages and 
conditions between the company and their employees be adjusted through said union. 

2. That active participation in the work of the union, or the holding of any politi- 
cal opinions, should not interfere with securing or retaining employment. 

3. That every facility be given the employees to take advantage of laws upon 
the statute books of British Columbia for the protection of labor. 

4. That both parties to the dispute lay aside all ill feeling towards each other, 
and endeavor to have more harmonious relations in the future. 

These suggestions, if put into effect, could not interfere with legitimate mining 
operations, and would be mutually beneficial throughout the metalliferous mining dis- 
tricts of British Columbia. 

There has been scarcely any serious labor troubles for a number of years, and 
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this condition is due in a large measure to the fact that nearly every company operat- 
ing in the province recognizes the Western Federation of Miners. 

The miners of British Columbia are an intelligent body of men, and in their deal- 
ings with their employers they invariably show a spirit of fairness. If capital invested 
in British Columbia is to have smooth sailing, it must be represented by men who are 
willing to grant their employees rights as men and citizens.

Mr. Crony n's Report. 

At the conclusion of the sessions of the conciliation board, when it became ap- 
parent that it was impossible to make an unanimous report, it was arranged between 
the chairman and myself that as we were entirely agreed upon all the points in ques- 
tion, that we should send in a majority report signed by both of us. Later, however, 
the chairman advised me that after talking with some of the citizens of Greenwood, he 
had come to the conclusion that his report would have a more beneficial effect on the 
laboring classes if he were not associated with the company's nominee in making It, 
although he unqualifiedly agreed with me in the whole matter. 

Having lived for some years in, the mining camps of British Columbia, including 
Greenwood, I am thoroughly familiar with labor conditions there. It is a fact that the 
American labor organization, known as the Western Federation of Miners, has for years 
been strenuously endeavoring to establish itself in the mining camps of British Co- 
lumbia. It is notorious that many of the leading spirits of this organization in the 
States not only countenance, but encourage methods and principles which are in defiance 
of law and order, and it is greatly to be deplored that this organization should have been 
permitted to gain any foothold whatever in Canada. It is hard for citizens of the east- 
ern portion of this country to understand to what lengths prominent members of this 
organization are prepared to go in their effort to dominate other members, and to en- 
force their wishes upon any community in which they operate. It is clear from evi- 
dence given at trials had in the Western States, that violations of the law, sometimes 
involving crimes of violence, and even murder, have been committed and justified by 
members of this organization, and their defense has been paid for by the unions and 
public subscriptions made for them through the unions. 

After a most careful consideration of all the evidence brought before the board, 
I am convinced that the employees of the British Columbia Copper Company have no 
real grievance .against the company, and that the grievances alleged by the Miners' 
Union were merely trumped up by oflftcers of the Greenwood Miners' Union No. 22, a 
branch of the above mentioned Western Federation of Miners, as they considered that 
the time was an opportune one to force the company to a recognition of the union in 
such a way as to make it absolutely necessary for anyone applying for work in the 
company to join the union. 

It is quite clear from the evidence offered, that these oflicers were not only not 
acting in the best interests of the employees of the company, in endeavoring to make 
trouble with the company, but were actually taking steps to this end in opposition to 
the expressed opinion of a large proportion of the employees. 

The leading spirit of the Greenwood Miners' Union appears to be one Heatherton, 
who conducted the case for the Miners' Union before the conciliation board, and in 
giving evidence, he took a pride in describing methods followed by the union in recruit- 
ing new members, and in dealing with those who would not become members, in which 
intimidation and blackmail were the leading features. 

The address made to the board by the manager of the company and the answer 
thereto made by the above mentioned Heatherton, are set out in full length, as they 
seem to give a reasonable indication of the spirit in which the company and the union 
approached the board. 
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MANAGER'S ADDRESS. 

"Upon receipt of the copy of the application for a board of conciliation, we wrote 
the honorable minister of labor, suggesting that the board be not appointed, as there 
-were no matters in dispute between ourselves and our employees. The honorable min- 
ister decided that it was better to grant the board, and wfe have therefore entered 
willingly into the spirit of conciliation, and are here to assist you in every manner in 
our power. 

"You will note that the word 'employees,' while used by the department of labor 
in its communication to us in this matter, does not appear at all in the application for 
a board, so ft would seem we are called upon to deal with a matter respecting the 
Western Federation of Miners only. 

"First and last we wish to emphasize that we have no dispute with this organiza- 
tion, nor have we discriminated against its members. Our works are open to all capable 
men seeking employment, and we never inquire whether they belong to the Western 
Federation of Miners, Carpenters, EJlectrical Workers or any other craft union, but at 
the same time we consistently refuse to discriminate against men who do not happen 
to be allied to these, nor will we countenance coercion to force our employees to attach 
themselves to any organization. Our attitude is simply that, while we sympathize with 
organized labor when properly directed, we do not assume an arbitrary stand in any 
direction as regards the individual, merely requiring that he perform the duties assigned 
to him to our satisfaction. 

"It is our endeavor to stand faithfully by our employees who are honest in their 
endeavor to do what is right, and on this account we intend that you shall have every 
evidence of the conciliatory spirit in which we appear before you. Should it be required, 
w^e shall give you most conclusive evidence that there has been no discrimination, not 
only in the cases cited in the application, but also at any other time, and in addition we 
shall show you why it is not practicable to accede to the demand made in the applica- 
tion that any grievances that may arise be adjusted through a committee of the Green- 
wood Miners' Union of the Western Federation of Miners." 

MR. HEATHERTON'S ADDRESS. 

"The members of Greenwood Miners' Union, in making application for a concilia- 
tion and investigation board, under the Industrial Disputes Act, do not wish to leave 
the impression on the public that we consider this act in any way intended to benefit 
the working class. 

"In fact, we consider the Industrial Disputes Act the most hostile piece of legisla- 
tion on the statute books of Canada, at the present time, against the laboring class. 

"Our reasons for thinking so are that the corporations can ignore it in nearly every 
case, and as showing, in one case in which Greenwood Miners' Union was interested, 
and it would have been to our benefit to have a board appointed, the deputy minister 
advised us that the department of labor did not consider a copper mine a public utility. 

"In May, 1907, the members of the Greenwood Miners' Union, believing they were 
entitled to a higher rate of wages, as the cost of living had advanced, and as the cost 
of copper had been over 24 cents for the previous six months, made a demand on the 
different mining companies operating properties in the jurisdiction of the Greenwood 
Miners' Union for an advance of 50 cents per day in wages, and believing the copper 
mines would come under the Industrial Disputes Act, we made the demand to take 
effect the 1st of June, 1907. 

"The members of the Greenwood Miners' Union believed at that time that if we 
could get a conciliation and investigation board, that we had the whip hand, as there 
had been enormous losses to the B. C. Copper Company, through mismanagement, and 
if we could get a board to demand the company's books, the management of the B. C. 
Copper Company would grant our demands before he would allow an investigation. 

"But as the charges have often been made that the Western Federation of Miners 
is a lawless organization, we invite you to make a thorough investigation into our 
methods of doing business, as we have nothing to conceal, and in making application 
for a conciliation and investigation board, one of our objects is to let the public know 
the true condition in Greenwood camp. 

"When we made the demand in May, 1907, for an increase in wages, the managers 
of the different companies operating in the Boundary asked the committees represent- 
ing the different unions to meet them in a body, as they would like to make a scale 
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of wages to be general all over the boundary country, and when the committees met 
them, they asked for time to go to New York to interview the executive board of the 
different companies operating in the boundary, and the committees representing the 
difterent unions granted them the time on condition that they would give an answer 
before the 1st of June, 1907. 

"After the managers returned we realized, after meeting them, that they did 
not intend to grant the raise, on the plea that with copper at 24 cents a pound there 
was very little profit for them. After showing them that 50 cents per day advance 
would amount to about one tenth of a cent on a pound of copper, taking their own 
reports as a basis to work on, as they claimed they could produce copper and lay it 
in New York at between 9 and 10 cents per pound, Mr. Hodges, chairman of the man- 
agers, remarked that the reports as they sent them out were only to *hornswabble' the 
stockholders. 

"The committee representing the various unions then made up their minds to apply 
for a conciliation board, and in answer to a telegram we sent to the minister of mines, 
his deputy notified us that we did not come under the Lemieux Act, as copper mines 
were not considered by the department as a public utility. Then realizing that we had 
all the power of capital, with the public press, including mining journals of Canada 
and America, printing lying reports sent out by the agents of the Mine' Owners' Asso- 
ciation against us, we arrived at a compromise. 

"After the union voted on the scale, and we adopted it, we posted a copy of the 
scale on a building at the Mother Lode Mine, so that the men would know what they 
were being paid, so that they could mark their cards supplied by the company daily 
for that and other purposes. Mr. McAllister sent word to the superintendent of the 
mine to take the scale down, as he had not been notified ofllcially by the Greenwood 
Miners* Union of the adoption of the scale. We had then to make a trip to the B. C. 
Copper Company and notify him to that effect. 

"The managers of the various companies began to realize that the men, by being 
organized, were a power to be reckoned with, and Mr. McAllister started in very soon 
to show us that any man taking active part in the union could not work for him. 

"Notwithstanding the fact that we did not ask for a raise for six months after 
copper had advanced to 24 cents, and when we did demand the raise we gave the 
management over one month's notice, but when the price of copper dropped and the 
conditions in the labor market were favorable to the operators, the various managers 
of the large companies got together and closed all the properties in the Boundary with- 
out even 12 hours' notice, for no other reason than to defeat the objects of the said 
Lemieux Act, as the minister of labor had given a decision after we had settled our 
grievances in May, 1907, that a copper mine was a public utility. 

"In May, 1908, the B. C. Copper Company resumed operations under a reduced 
wage scale, but as copper was nearly one cent lower than when they shut down, they 
could not claim as an excuse the high wages paid in November, as a reason for shut- 
ting down in November, 1907. During the shut down of the B. C. Copper Company's 
properties in November, 1907, and the resumption of work in May, 1908, Mr. McAllister 
was very active in getting the Greenwood Board of Trade to adopt certain resolutions 
placing all the responsibilities of the closing down of the B. C. Copper Company's prop- 
erties on the laboring class, and the same resolutions were published and comments 
made in a great many of the mining journals published in America. Mr. McAllister 
also tried to influence foremen iri charge of other properties near Greenwood not to 
employ certain men that belonged to the union, giving as his reason that if the said 
foremen employed union men that they would divide their wages with the men he was 
trying to drive out of Greenwood, and he also made the remark that he had two good 
men in the union to tell what was going on. 

"In the appointment of E. G. Warren to the position of manager of the B. C. Cop- 
f Company's smelter, we believe that we can show to the satisfaction of the board 
that the only qualification he had for the position was that he was president of the 
Greenwood Board of Trade, and the recognized political boss in Greenwood of the Con- 
servative Party in British Columbia, and that the said E. G. Warren would use his in- 
fluence to disrupt Greenwood Miners' Union. 

"A few of the reasons why Mr. McAllister wanted to disrupt the union, were 
because the Greenwood Miners' Union was trying to get the benefit of certain laws 
on the statute books of British Columbia, namely, the Master and Servants Act, and 
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tlie Workmen's Compensation Act, and we believe that we can show to the satisfac- 
tion of the board that he has deliberately schemed to impress a company doctor on his 

employees, to defeat the objects of said acts. We also believe that we can show to 
tlie satisfaction of this board, that there has been no effort on the part of the present 
manaprempnt of the B. C. Copper Company to operate the mines and smelter of the 
comp^nv for the interest of the stockholders as a whole, but their only object was to 
handle a large tonnape, and in trying to treat a larp:e tonnage it resulted in enormous 
losses to the B. C. Copper Company, and we also accuse Mr. McAllister of using: every 
means in his power to r»omT)el Greenwood Miners' Union to call a strike, po that he 
r*oiild nlJ»ce the responsibility of his mismanagement on the shoulders of Greenwood 
Miners' Union." 

Attached to the address of the secretary of the union were the following demands: 

1. That the management of the B. C. Copper Company recognize a committee from 
Greenwood Miners' Union No. 22, W. F. M., to adjust all grievances between the com- 
pany and its employees. 

2. That the company cease discriminating against members of the union. 

3. That the company reinstate J. B. King and T. Y. McKay in their employment, 
and pav the said J. B. King and T. Y. McKay their wages in full from the time of 
tlieir dismissal until such time as they are reinstated. 

4. That the B. C. Copper Company shall not discriminate against men on ac- 
count of their political opinions. . 

5. That the company shall not alter existing conditions of employment of their 
employees without notifying the president and secretary of the union, and all notifi- 
cations shall be in writing. 

6. That the management of the company, nor any of its officials, use no influence 
nor in any manner interfere with their employees in their choice of doctor or doctors. 

7. That the management of the company cease in soliciting the Board of Trade 
and certain individuals for the purpose of discrediting Greenwood Miners' Union. 

I cannot find that any discrimination has been proved — in fact, it is quite clear, 
from the evidence of the union's own witnesses, that the company never made inquiry 
as to whether a man was a member of the union or not. 

The fourth demand speaks of discrimination on account of political opinions. There 
was no evidence produced that any such discrimination took place. 

The fifth demand that the company should not alter any existing condition of em- 
ployment of their employees without notifying the union is of a very general nature. 
No evidence was given by the union supporting the demand or pointing out more spe- 
cifically the conditions referred to. I do not think it either practicable or reasonable 
that the company should be required to give such notice. 

The sixth demand deals with the question of a choice of a doctor for the men. 
The union produced no witnesses to show that the present system worked any hard- 
ship upon any employees of the company. 

The seventh demand speaks of the solicitation of the board of trade and certain 
individuals by the B. C. Copper Company, for the purpose of discrediting the union. 
The union officials produced a large number of witnesses, members of the Board of 
Trade, nominally to testify to this point, but quite evidently for the purpose of intimi- 
dating the trades people and others called and of injuring their trade with the laboring 
class. All these men stated positively that no solicitation of any kind had been made 
to them for the purpose of discrediting the union, and I find that the management of 
the company has not so solicited either the Board of Trade or other individuals, as 
is charged. EDWARD CRONYN.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF THE MINERS' MAGAZINE. 

Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1909. 
To the OflScers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners: 

In submitting my report to the delegates of this Convention, I feel that it is advis- 
able to make such report as brief as possible, in order that the time of the Convention 
may not be taken up with the discussion of details relative to the official organ. 

The industrial depression complained of by your editor in his report to the dele- 
gates of the Sixteenth Annual Convention still continues, and there is but little liglit 
behind the cloud to indicate the return of promised prosperity. The continued depres- 
sion of the past two years has seriously affected the circulation of the Miners* Maga- 
zine. Men without jobs and searching the country for masters are but little interested 
in official organs of labor organizations. With hundreds of former subscribers to tlie 
Miners* Magazine, it has been a serious problem with them to provide food and shelter 
and many of them have experienced long intermissions between meals, and sometimes 
have been forced to forego the luxury of sleeping beneath a roof. Jobless, penniless 
men can scarcely remain subscribers to an official organ, no matter how much they 
may be interested in the onward march of the labor movement. 

During the past fiscal year, the subscriptions to the Miners* Magazine amounted 
to $2,608.15, and advertisements, $538.30, making a total of $3,146.45, showing a deficit 
from the former year in subscriptions of $524.78, and in advertisements, $468.45, mak- 
ing a total deficit from the former year in subscriptions and advertisements of $993.23. 

The total expenditures of the Miners* Magazine for the past fiscal year was $9,- 
517.87, while, for the former year, the expenditures reached $10,582.04, thus showing 
a decrease in expenses of $1,074.17. During the past month, your secretary-treasurer, 
in conjunction with the editor, have made arrangements for a lighter paper for the 
official organ, which will decrease expenditures for paper and postage approximately 
$920.00 per year. 

Your secretary-treasurer, during the month of April, computed the cost of the issue 
of the official organ for the 28th of April, and his report is as follows:

It can be seen from the above report that the Magazines upon which foreign post- 
age is paid exceeds the price of subscription by over 17 cents for the blank paper and 
postage, without taking into consideration the cost of composition, press or editorial 
work. It can likewise be seen from the secretary-treasurer's report that the blank paper 
and postage on each Magazine within the United States per year amounts to $ .78 18-35, 
excluding cost of editorial work, press work and composition. 
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In this report, I desire to call the attention of the delegates to the fact that, when 
this official organ was a monthly publication, the subscription price was $1.00 per year. 
The Convention, in the year 1903, made the official organ a weekly publication, but the 
subscription price remained the same. In other words, a monthly publication of 12 
issues per annum brought a subscription of $1.00 per year, while the weekly publication 
of 52 issues per year was sent to subscribers for the same price as the monthly publi- 
cation. In changing the official organ from a monthly publication to a weekly, the ex- 
penditures were increased to more than four times the amount of the monthly publi- 
cation, while the subscription price remained the same; but it was deemed judicious 
and advisable that the official organ be sent to subscribers at as low a subscription price 
as possible, entertaining the opinion that its deficit financially would be overcome in 
the work that it might accomplish as a medium of education. 

During the past year I have answered 2,110 letters. The following is a financial 
statement of revenues and expenditures of the Miners* Magazine for the fiscal' year, 
commencing April 1st, 1908, and ending March 31st, 1909:

William Jinkerson's Report 



Denver, Colorado, June 1, 1909. 
Mr. Charles H. Moyer, President of W. F. M. 

I herewith submit my report for the fiscal year as a member of the Executive 
Board, District No. 7. 

After the adjournment of the Executive Board, August 1st, 1908, 1 arrived in St. Louis, 
Mo., August 3rd. On the morning of the 4th I went to Pevely, Mo., for the purpose 
of tuning to secure the treasury of the defunct Herculaneum Union from Will Carver. 
He had used the money and was away. I met him at a later date, but failed to collect, 
the money. But I got possesion of the desk used by the union. The desk is now in 
possession of Brother Wm. Crampat, Bonne Terre, Mo. After looking over the situa- 
tion in Pevely and Herculaneum, I was unable to find a man who wanted to assist to 
reorganize this place. 

I left for Flat River August 5th. On my arrival I found the members of No. 225, 
the few that were in good standing, trying to build up their union. On the evening 
of August 8th No. 225 held its regular meeting. At this meeting we succeeded in 
adding twelve or fifteen members. 

On August 10th I visited Doe Run Union. On investigation I found they had not 
been trying to hold meetings. There were nineteen members in good standing, and 
$29.00 in the treasury. I remained until after their regular meeting, the 12th. There 
were only twelve attended this meeting. Those present promised to give me their 
support, voted to pay $15.00 on their May assessment No. 1. 

On the morning of the 13th I returned to Flat River. I went with the members 
over the town. I met the men wherever we could find them. I succeeded in landing 
ten new members for the regular meeting of No. 225 on the evening of the 15th. 

On the 18th I went to Bonne Terre to visit that union. I found they had not held 
a meeting for some time. They had no treasury and only a few members in good 
standing. I hunted up those that I could find and got them to promise to lend me 
their assistance. I arranged a meeting for Sunday afternoon, August 23rd. At this meet- 
ing there were only ten present. They paid their dues, and agreed to do what they 
could. They arranged for a picnic Labor day. They met with success in a financial way. 
They paid about $40.00 on their back assessments. 

I then set to work to straighten out the Desloge Union. This union had not held 
a meeting since some time in June. Their treasury, $34.00, supplies and desk was 
left in possession of Noah Winston, who had carefully cared for them and was the 
only man who had kept in good standing. Brother Winston and I went among the 
men and held a meeting in his yard at night. We succeeded in getting twenty-three 
members reorganized August 31st. 

The first two weeks of September I spent in Elvins, Esther, Flat River and Des- 
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loge, adding a few itiembers at Desloge, about sixty at Flat River, including those 
who had been taken in in the month of August. 

On the 22nd, I took up the work at Fredericktown. I went among the men that 
worked about the mines, mills and smelters of the North American Lead Company. I 
arranged a public meeting with them at a future date. 

I returned to Flat River on the 25th. The 26th I attended the local meeting in 
Flat River. The 27th I attended a meeting of District Union No. 9, which holds its 
meetings in Flat River. It was poorly attended and very little interest taken. 

The three remaining days of this month I spent in Bonne Terre. I was unable to 
hold a meeting or to get them interested on October the 1st. 

I again visited Fredericktown on the evening of the 2nd. I addressed a public 
meeting at this place which was well attended. I succeeded in getting sixteen men 
to agree to organize. I left John Woods in charge to push the work, and returned to 
Flat River the evening of the 3rd. Attended the meeting at Flat River. The 5th I 
attended the meeting at Desloge. They installed a full set of officers, and had built their 
membership up to thirty members. 

Then I visited Doe Run, finding them in their same inactive state, saying that it 
was all up to me to build up their union, none of them willing to lend me any assistance. 

I left on the 9th and went to Fredericktown. I addressed an open meeting and 
secured twenty-one applications, including the sixteen that had promised their applica- 
tions at the previous meeting the week before; elected officers and sent for a charter. 

I returned to Flat River the 10th, attended their meeting on this date. Visited 
Desloge Union, and returned to Fredericktown on the 15th. Addressed an open meet- 
ing on the 16th, added ten new members to their union, and permanently established 
the Fredericktown M. & S. Union No. 202. 

I returned to Flat River on the 17th. It was their meeting night, but I was unable 
to hold a meeting on account of the various political parties holding public meetings. 
At this date the workers turned all of their attention to politics, and lost all interest 
in their union. 

On the 19th I visited Desloge. Only twelve members attended the meeting. Those 
who were present, and all that I met, showed that they were looking forward to the 
general election to save them. 

On the 23rd I left for Webb City, being directed there by President Moyer. I 
arrived there the 24th. On the 25th I succeeded in locating Mr. Cory, the gentleman 
who had written to the U. M. W. of A. for the purpose of securing John Mitchell to 
make a few speeches to tEe miners of Webb City. In my conversation with this man 
my opinion is he was not caring so much about seeing the men organized, but merely 
wanted some one to make a few speeches in the interest of Bryan's election. 

I then went to Joplin, located my friend, Clyde Berry, who is a splendid speaker. 
He informed me that he was to hold a meeting in Webb City the 30th. So I arranged 
to speak with him on the street corner on this date. The meeting was well attended, 
mostly by miners. But they showed no interest in organizing. 

The 31st I went to the Bull Dog Mine, where I located another friend, Henry Hise, 
who. was on shift. He took me into the mine and introduced me to those present. 
Then, on November 1st, 2nd and 3rd he went with me. We met as many of the men 
as possible, and talked with them in person. The 3rd being election day, and everybody 
off, we met hundreds of them, but they were perfectly confident that the election of 
"Taft and Tariff" on zinc would save them. 

The 4th and 5th I spent in Joplin. Was unable to find a man who was willing to 
lend his assistance towards organizing. They were rather inclined to snarl and insult 
you when you approached them. Best I could learn in my visit to the Joplin district, 
there were near twenty thousand men working in this camp. It will take time, pa- 
tience and money to organize theni. 

On the morning of the 6th I left for Cherryvale, Kansas, arriving there at noon. 
In the afternoon I went over to the smelter plant, found about three hundred men 
employed. A large per cent, of those men are Cubans. I met the Americans as they 
came oft shift. I tried to get them to agree to organize. They all stated that they 
did not care to take part, as they had been on strike, a good many of them had lost 
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their jobs over it, and the company had put Cubans in their places. They work all the 
way from four to ten hours, wages ranging from $1.50 to $2.50 per day. 

I also visited lola, LaHarpe and Gass City, Kansas, but was unable to obtain any 
results. 

I left for Flat River on account of sickness the 14th. On my arrival in the Flat 
River district, I found the unions holding no meetings. I immediately set to work to 
revive them. The Desloge Union had given up the fight. Being unable to rally them, I 
again had their treasury and supplies turned over to Brother Winston to avoid paying 
rent. 

During the month of December I visited the various locals, holding meetings when- 
ever I could. Flat River and Fredericktown being the only places that were trying to 
hold regular meetings. 

On the 8th of January, 1909, I left to attend the meeting of the Executive Board, 
stayed through the session, returned to Flat River, arriving on the 28th. 

I met with the Flat River Union on the 30th. On account of cold weather the 
meeting was poorly attended. 

On February the 1st I left Flat River to again cover the ground of the Lead Belt, 
only to find conditions the same, with the membership decreasing instead of increasing. 
I proceeded as before, visiting the various locals as often as possible, keeping up what 
agitation I could. Addressed public meetings whenever I could get them together. 
In my rounds I found the men very dissatisfied with their conditions, with wages rang- 
ing from $1.30 to $2.00, but they were npt willing to join the Federation, using every 
excuse known to the human thought to remain out of the organization. 

Through March and the first part of April I had better attendance at the meetings 
and began to add a few members to the union. 

In Lead Wood where it has been impossible for me to create any interest, and 
where there has been no organization for two years, the miners declared a strike, 
April 27th, for a thirty-cent advance in wages. I immediately went to Lead Wood, met 
them, and advised them to go back to work and organize if they expected to better 
their condition. They were excited, making threats to those who advocated going back 
to work. They sent committees over the district, and succeeded in bringing out all of 
the miners working for the St. Joe, Doe Run and Federal Lead companies, affecting 
about two thousand men. Their case was a hopeless one. The corporations informed 
them that, when lead reached $4.50 per hundred, they might consider an advance in 
wages. The merchants told them, if they were out long, they would not carry them. On 
May 8th they took a vote as to whether they would continue the strike. The vote 
stood four to one to go back to work. During this strike, I attended their meetings in 
Bonne Terre, Lead Wood and Flat River, trying to get them to agree to organize when 
they got through striking, unorganized. My opinion is, this strike was brought about 
by company "henchmen," for the purpose of suspending operations, but they failed to 
get other corporations to take action. They permitted the strikers to return to work. 
The action of the miners showed plainly that it was not their intelligence or their inde- 
pendence that prompted them to take this action, but they were being used by the cor- 
poration for some purpose. 

On the 12th, I addressed a public meeting at Desloge; succeeded in getting several 
applications. Visited Fredericktown and assisted the Secretary in making out his report 
and found twenty-seven members in good standing. About half of that has been initi- 
ated into this Local since the organization of this Union last October. 

I returned to Desloge the 19th, addressed another meeting and secured applications 
sufiicient to again put this Union on its feet. This is the second time in the past year 
that I have started this Union out with more than twenty members. 

On the 24th, I met with the Flat River Local, with good attendance, taking in sev- 
eral new members. 

The 25th, I addressed an open meeting at Bonne Terre, but was unable to create 
much interest, as they have not yet recovered from their strike. 

On the 26th, I met with Desloge, adding four new members. 

On the 31st, a very interesting meeting was held in Flat River. It was well at- 
tended, with a normal growth in membership. 

On June 2nd, I attended a very enthusiastic meeting at Desloge. 

On the 7th, I attended a meeting of the Flat River Union, which was well attended, 
and initiated several new members. Those two Locals, at present, have a normal growth 
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in membership, and their members are taking considerable interest in their work. 
During my visits over the district in this month, I have held several enthusiastic 
meetings. There is no doubt I would have been able to add a hundred men or more to 
the various tJnions if the corporations did not know so well how to Keep down organiza- 
tion and to check the progress I was about to meet with. On the 16th, they gave a gen- 
eral advance in wages- of twenty cents per day. Just what bearing this will have on 
the workers, we are yet unable to tell. So far, it has not checked the growth of the 
Unions. 

On the 22nd, the last meeting I attended of Flat River Miners' Union, the attend- 
ance was good, and they took in six new members. 

On the 24th, I attended a meeting at Desloge; several new members were taken 
in.* My opinion is, that they won't be bought off with twenty cents. We believe that 
we can get a good Local started at Lead Wood in the near future, if the corporations 
continue their abuse toward the men at that place. 

On the 25th, I visited the Local at Fredericktown. Returned to meet with the 
Flat River boys the 28th. This is the last meeting I attended before leaving for the 
meeting of the Executive Board. 

Will say, when elected to the Board there was less than seventy men in good stand- 
ing in this district. The past year, with the industrial depression upon the country and 
the miners* wages reduced to the average wage of $1.55, has made it diflScult to organ- 
ize. While I have added 150 men or more, the decrease in membership has been such 
that it practically leaves the. organization about 100 members in good standing at pres- 
ent. We have tried every plan known to bring about organization. We have had some 
of the best speakers, both men and women, that could be had, besides the literature 
that has been spread over the district. As to the Miners' Magazine, I have been unable 
to secure many subscriptions, on account of low wages, and the great majority have 
never gotten into the habit of reading. 

In concluding this report, I will say much good has been obtained in an educational 
way. While the work of organizing has not been a pleasant one or a profitable one 
from a financial standpoint, I feel we have kept hundreds from coming to the Western 
camps, and that much good can be accomplished in the district by the W. F. M. con- 
tinuing their support, and I recommend the same. I also recommend that, at such time 
as the W. F. M. is in a position to send an Austrian organizer into this district they 
should do so, as there are nearly fifteen hundred Austrians and Slavonians working in 
the southeastern part of Missouri.

Yanco Terzich's Report 



Denver, Colorado, July 12, 1S09. 
To the Ofllcers and Members of the 17th Annual Convention, W. F. M. 
Brothers : 

1. At the 16th Annual Convention, I was reappointed Organizer for District of 
Alaska, and was sent to Douglas, Alaska, to take charge of the strike at the Tread- 
well Mines. 

2. Leaving Denver on August 1st, I proceeded to Douglas, arriving there on 
August 13th, and found conditions about the same as when I left. I at once took charge 
of the strike situation, and followed out instructions received from President Moyer. 

3. On or about August 24th, Brother Moyer arrived on Douglas Island for the pur- 
pose of investigating the strike situation, and, if possible, to bring about a settlement 
of the strike, and though Brother Moyer did all in his power to get an interview with 
Mr. Kinzie, it was all to no purpose. Brother Moyer sent a special messenger to R. A. 
Kinzie*s house, with a message asking for an interview. The messenger handed the 
note to Mr. Kinzie, and asked for an answer, but Kinzie said there was none. 
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4. Brother Moyer attended two of our meetings, which were well attended, the 
hall being crowded. Brother Moyer was well received. He addressed both meetings, 
and afterwards gave us all the encouragement he could, and also gave us good advice. 
Brother Moyer got among the men, gave them personal encouragement, and told them 
to keep together — all pull the same way, and things would come out right in the end. 

5. On September 1st, Brother Moyer addressed a public meeting in Juneau. The 
hall was packed. It had been reported that the W. F. M. had sent a number of organ- 
izers into Alaska who had agitated with the men and organized them against their will, 
but Brother Moyer told the large gathering different, and told just how Alaska was 
organized, and at the end of the address, the W. F. M. had a great many more sympa- 
thizers than it had ever had in Southeastern Alaska, which was afterwards proven by 
the way the Juneau people stayed with the union. To say the capitalists of Treadwell 
and their allies were sore at Juneau people, is putting it mild. The yellow sheet con- 
trolled by the company had editorials every day about Moyer, the murderer, and the 
W. F. M. 

6. On September 2nd, Brother Moyer left on his homeward journey, and I accom- 
panied him as far as Prince Rupert, for the purpose of trying to get some of our men 
employment, as Brother Moyer said it would be to the best interests of our local and 
the organization to give the men transportation to some point where they might be 
able to secure work. Reaching Prince Rupert, I stayed there four days. The con- 
tractors were not in need of men at this time, and I was not able to get work for any 
of them. The wages there were only $2.25 a day, and pay their own board, and not 
being able to work more than three or four days a week on account of the weather. 

7. I then returned to Douglas, and on my way home called in at Ketchikan and 
saw the Secretary of Local No. 152. He reported things very favorable, considering the 
conditions as they were at that time. 

Arriving on Douglas Island, I again took charge of the strike, and did my best to 
carry out the instructions received from Brother Moyer. 

8. On November 20th, I was appointed Executive Board Member for District No. 8, 
which includes Alaska and Yukon Territory. 

From October on we shipped out all the single men to Seattle and other points, 
giving them their transportation and $3.00 each extra, as very many were broke. From 
that time until all were gone that could leave, we kept sending them to try and be self- 
supporting. After this was done, we closed up the boarding house. 

9. Regarding the strike, things went on about the same. The company kept shipping 
up men on every boat. Some who were ignorant regarding Alaska, were told they were 
to work on a railroad, and when they found they had to work in mines, kicked about it, 
but that was all the good it did them, in many instances. The company paid their pas- 
sage up, and they were told they would have to work it out. During this time, we kept 
all the small camps well organized, and kept on the lookout for vacant places so we 
could place our men in them if possible. We also had men in Seattle who went to 
every boat* sailing for Southeastern Alaska, and tried to persuade these men not to come. 
Considerable good was done in this way. We also had a bulletin board, where strike 
notices were posted to keep the people informed about the strike all the time. 

10. On December 27th, I left Douglas to attend the Executive Board Meeting, stop- 
ping in Seattle for a few days to get out new strike notices for advertising purposes, 
and also to urge upon the men to stay away from Treadwell. 

11. I had conceived of a plan whereby I hoped to be able to cause the Treadwell 
Company additional diflSculty in defeating the strike, and, with the sanction of the 
Executive Board, I was working to effect this purpose with a very fair prospect for 
success until my efforts were made unsuccessful by the activity of spies, who caused 
our defeat for the time being, although it is my belief that victory in this struggle is 
not yet beyond the reach of the Western Federation of Miners. 

12. On April 27th, I left Douglas for Valdez, to visit Local No. 188. Arriving there, 
I found conditions very poor, as that is a copper district, and very few men employed 
on account of the low price of copper. The few union men remaining there are good 
union men, and are expecting a good summer. Their membership is very small, there 
being only 14 members in good standing, and their treasury contained $138.78. The 
Latouche Local went defunct, and turned everything over to Valdez. The reason for 
the small membership in the Valdez Local was explained to me by Brother W. C. UphofE 
and the miners who do not belong to the union. They said they do not want that charter 
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that the local is organized under, as it takes in all classes of men, viz., bartenders, 
saloonkeepers, dance-hall men and other prostitutes who have been running the local 
to suit themselves. The miners and mine workers refuse to join under this charter, 
or even associate with that class of people. 

13. While there, I held a meeting which was attended by 18 men, union and non- 
union, and talked the matter over so we could find out which would be the best steps 
to take to build up the local. After the men had expressed themselves, I advised them 
to send back their charter and apply for a straight W. F. M. charter, which I believe 
is the best remedy for the building up of that Local. 

14. Returning from Valdez, I stopped in Cordova 14 hours, and found conditions 
there in a dreadful state. There were between 400 and 500 men around town, 
the majority of whom were existing on one meal in two days. The employment agencies 
and transportation companies are the cause of these men being there in that condition, 
they being shipped there by the companies for railroad work before the work opened 
up, but after you learn who the railroad belonged to, you will not be at all surprised, 
as our friends, the Guggenheims, were at the bottom of it. Leaving there, I returned 
to Douglas on May 9th. 

15. Regarding the Fairbanks strike, I have heard very little, only having received 
two letters, as mail is very hard to get during the winter months; but I know condi- 
tions are not very good, on account of the large number of men who are being shipped 
to that point. The last time I heard from there was in March. They then had about 
200 men in good standing. 

16. We also had a strike in Nome against the Pioneer Mining Company, on account 
of a reduction of $1.00 per day in wages. I have only received one letter from there, 
and that did not explain the situation to me, and I have not heard if the strike has been 
settled or not. 

17. Regarding conditions in Dawson, I was informed by a W. F. M. brother that 
there are about 400 or 500 idle men there who are being fed by the government through 
the Salvation Army; also that the Government is taking steps to ship them to Prince 
Rupert. This gives you an idea how Alaska is flooded with idle men. 

18. Now, to come back to Douglas again, conditions are still about the same, except 
all our men are gone to work in other mines in this district, namely, Perseverence, Eiagle 
River, Gypsum Cove and other places. 

19. As far as the Alaska Gold Mining Company is concerned, they have been get- 
ting plenty of men, such as they are. They have kept a surplus of men on hand, in case 
another walk-out should have been eftected. As far as I can learn from friends who 
are working there, they have between 1,000 and 1,200 men now, but, although they have 
all these men, they cannot get practical miners, which has been their main drawback 
right through the strike. 

20. The Company has inaugurated a fake employment ofiice just across the line 
from Douglas. John L. Baines is the agent. He is well known among the miners in 
the Coeur d'Alene district. He is now, and always has been, a spotter for the Company. 
He is a man who has a good memory for faces — if he sees a man once, he remembers 
him, especially if he is a union man. 

21. It is of no use for me to give you the items of the relief fund received by the 
members of Local No. 109, as you will see them in the Secretary-Treasurer's report. 

22. In conclusion, I would recommend to the incoming Executive Board that they 
do all in their power towards getting Alaska and the Yukon Territory well organized, 
as the time is not far distant when there will be thousands more miners in that district 
than there are at the present time, on account of the number of quartz properties that 
will open up. 

23. Before concluding this report, I wish to call the attention of the delegates to 
this Convention to a subject which appears to me to be one of very serious importance. 
I allude to a practice which is very common among the English-speaking men within 
our organization, as also it is quite common to many who are not aflSliated with us. 
It is the habit of referring to men of foreign birth in terms of contempt and derision, 
designating such men as "round-heads," "dagos," "dog-eaters," or by other vile nomen- 
clature. There is no justifiable excuse for the use of such epithets, and the man who 
resorts to them not only make a display of his own pitiable ignorance, but at the same 
time he is planting the seeds of hatred and contention, and erecting a barrier in the 
way of organization and fraternity that it is, in many instances, impossible to overcome. 
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24. Every member of the Executive Board, and every organizer who has had experi- 
ence in the labor of organizing among the men of foreign birth, will bear me out in 
this assertion: Fully one-half of the entire membership of the W. F. M. is composed of 
men who are thus very frequently stigmatized and insulted; especially is this habit 
prevalent ;among a class of men who are pleased to style themselves as Native Sons 
of the Golden West; but it is not confined to them; many others are equally guilty. 
Right here let me say to all such that it will be necessary to search long and carefully 
among all the poor wage slaves of foreign birth who have been enticed into the Hell 
of American industry by the cunning allurements of American exploiters — among all of 
these victims, no matter in what land of benighted ignorance they may have had 
their origin — long and diligent must be the search that shall discover any race or na- 
tion whose people are more arrogant, more degraded or more dehumanized and inhos- 
pitable, than the men who thus wantonly revile the unfortunate stranger for no other 
cause than their ignorance of the customs of his native land and the words of his 
mother tongue. 

25. I, myself, am of foreign birth. I have suffered from this same cause not in- 
frequently, but I have at all times considered that I am endowed with as full a measure 
of true manhood as though I had first seen the light under either English or American 
skies. I have no complaint to make on the treatment I have received from my associ- 
ates in this Convention, and I do not wish to imply aught of a personal character in 
this connection. My only purpose in referring to the evil that I have spoken of is to 
the end that it may receive due and thoughtful consideration by you as delegates here, 
and that each of you may use your infiuence in your respective locals toward eradicat- 
ing such a detrimental and pernicious practice among the men of our Federation. 

26. During our struggles in the past, these men have proven their loyalty and 
stability, when organized, in a manner that would reflect credit even upon their English- 
speaking brothers. I believe it should be our policy to encourage feelings of warmer 
friendship and to knit closer the bonds of brotherhood among all worthy members of 
our organization. 

27. Let the word "brother** be used as a word of import and consequence, and let 
us all try to meet decently and fairly with one another, entirely disregarding the acci- 
dents of birth and nationality.

Colorado. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers:— Upon several occasions in several Italian news- 
papers published in different states of the union by Messrs. James Peretto, 
national organizer of the W. F. of M., Anton Rogers, secretary of Trinidad 
Miners' Union No. 198, W. F. of M., and John Marino, ex-president of said 
union, have accused me of being a deputy sheriff in the employ of the coal com- 
pany in the southern field. While I do not deny the charges as a whole, I 
emphatically deny the insinuation that I am in the employ of the coal companies 
or any one else. 

The above named parties, previous to preferring said charges, knew full 
well the reason why I was forced to apply for a commission as deputy sheriff, 
having explained the whole matter to them myself at the Pueblo Second Annual 
Convention of the late District No. 16, W. F. M., before accepting the nomination 
of district secretary-treasurer. In the year 1908, in the month of May or June, 
my employer, Mr. Enrico Valentini, a grocery merchant of Aguilar, Colo., re- 
ceived a letter, signed the Black Hand, asking him to deposit a certain amount 
of money in a certain place. At the same time I received a letter bearing a 
similar signature threatening to do bodily harm to myself and family in case I 
should divulge the affair to whomsoever. This caused me some worry, first for 
the safety of my family ; second, for the reason that I was often forced to deliver 
goods in different parts of the town after dark. These facts caused me to apply, 
by recommendation from the leading and prominent business men of Aguilar, for 
a commission as deputy sheriff, in order to have permission to carry arms for my 
personal defense. This is the only reason, and I defy any one to prove the con- 
trary. 

A copy of the * * Black Hand ' ' letter in question is at the general office of this 
organization, which, if produced to this convention, will show the truthfulness of 
my statement. 

It is almost useless for me to say that M. E. "White and James Peretto in- 
duced Anton Rogers and John Marino to prefer charges against me by hiding 
from them the reason that forced me to apply for a commission. • 

The very fact that Peretto and White repeatedly asked me to accept the 
office of secretary-treasurer of Aguilar Miners' Union, supported me as a delegate 
to the 16th Annual Convention of the W. F. M., and did not protest against me 
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while representing Aguilar Miners' Union at the 2d Annual Convention of the 
defunct District No. 16, W. F. M., and against my candidacy of secretary-treas- 
urer of said district, while they knew that I had a commission as deputy sheriff, 
is sufficient to show that they knew I was not in the employ of the coal com- 
panies, but that my commission as deputy sheriff was only a precaution against 
the threats made against myself and my family. Furthermore the fact that I 
never made it a secret that I had said commission with any of those that were 
active organizing the coal miners, I hope is sufficient to show that I was not in 
the employ of the company. If such had been the case I would not have divulged 
the matter voluntarily. 

I loaned my commission of deputy sheriff to Olinto Marcolina (in the 
presence of James Peretto at the Valentini store) when said Marcolina was 
traveling in New Mexico investigating the Jolin Marino case, which facilitated 
his entrance in the mining camp, which he would not have been able to do with- 
out it. At that time I explained to O. Marcolina and Peretto how and the reason 
why I came into possession of said commission, and I proved it to their satisfac- 
tion. Furthermore, had I been in the employ of the companies these would have 
protected me, if nothing more, by preventing the sheriff's office to give out the 
evidence, and M. E. White, a company tool, and James Peretto, his faithful 
servant, would never have denounced me, but would have made every effort to 
seek my friendship instead of fighting me continuously. Furthermore, if I 
was guilty of the charge, as preferred against me, I would have never taken the 
trouble to come before this convention to defend myself. To show this conven- 
tion I hope that those facts will be sufficient that if nothing more, a further 
investigation in this matter is necessary before taking for granted the charge 
against me, as a whole, and before taking any definite action in the matter. 

I also desire to state that on December last I paid Frank Gaspar, a local 
organizer, $3.00 for dues. Some time later he refused to return my card to me, 
or to refund the money on the ground that he had received orders from M. E. 
White and James Peretto to do so ; therefore, I ask this convention to act on this 
matter. 

Hoping this will receive your attention, I beg to remain.

Resolved, That the Western Federation of Miners endorse this fight of the 
United Hatters because they are engaged in a contest in defense of union prin- 
ciples that must be defended at any cost ; and be it further 

Resolved, That an assessment of twenty-five cents be levied at once on all 
working members of the Western Federation of Miners, and the Secretary be 
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instructed to forward the same to the National Secretary of the United Hatters 
as soon as possible. James Kibwan. 

Denver, Colorado, July 19, 1909.

We, your Committee on President's Report, herewith submit our report and 
recommendations on the report of your President as follows : 

We concur in the remarks of the President from Paragraphs 1 to 11, in- 
clusive.

Whereas, In the light of industrial depression that has haunted America 
for more than a year, millions of willing workers have been forced into in- 
voluntary idleness, thereby denied access to the means of life, and 

Whereas, Many of those who are victims of this industrial depression have, 
in self-preservation, become infractors of law, and 

Whereas, A class of profligate rich who scarcely know the limits of their 
wealth, are co-existent with the countless thousands whose poverty is directly 
attributed to their failure to find some owner of the means of production to 
employ them, and 

Whereas, The denial of the opportunity to the willing workers to engage 
in useful labor springs from the fact that the means with which the necessaries 
of life are produced are owned and controlled by private individuals who are 
not necessarily factors in the field of wealth production, but whose only functions 
are to profit by the activity of the working class so long as the market can be 
found where the product of the worker can be disposed of, and 

Whereas, The workers receive in the form of wages only a small share of 
what their labor power, with the aid of machinery, create, thus preventing them 
from buying back out of the market the equivalent of what they have produced, 
necessarily causing a glutted market ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the United Mine Workers of America, in annual conven- 
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tion assembled, recognize and declare for the necessity of a public ownership 
and operation and a democratic management of all those means of production 
and exchange that are collectively used that every man and woman willing and 
able to work can have free access to the means of life and get the full social 
value of that they produce. 

And we also recommend that this resolution be published in our of&cial 
organ and a copy be sent to the officers of the United Mine Workers of America. 

It was moved by Delegate Mitchell, No. 60, seconded by Delegate McDonald, 
No. 4, that the committee 's report be adopted. Motion carried. 

Moved by Delegate Whitely, No. 74, seconded by Delegate Gabbert, No. 
247, that further action on report of Committee on President's Eeport be post- 
poned until the grievance of James Jensen and Frank Ewing be disposed of.

Comrades and Brothers : — I wish to call your attention to the fact that the 
Western Federation of Miners has a large number of Finnish speaking members 
in its ranks, and that the Federation has in the past supplied those members 
with literature in their native language. The translating and printing work on 
that literature in the past has been done by the English printers and by some 
unknown translators who are not competent to do the work. 

The last Constitution and By-Laws of the Federation that has been trans- 
lated and printed in Finnish has been turned out to the members in such a shape 
that it is almost impossible to understand what some of the paragraphs mean. 
As an illustration I quote the following: In the preamble there is one clause 
that reads, "We, the Industrial Workers of the World." This clause is trans- 
lated into Finnish so that when the same is correctly retranslated into English, 
it will read, "We, the most industrious workers of the world." 

In printing, it is the same; you cannot expect a compositor who does not 
understand the language he is setting up to make a decent job. For this reason 
I submit the following : 

Be It Resolved, That all the translating from English into Finnish be left 
in the hands of those who are competent to do the same, and be it further 

Resolved, That all the printing work that is necessary for the Federation to 
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have done be left in the hands of the Tyomics Publishing Co., Hancock, Michigan, 
as that company is the only Finnish printing company this side of the state of 
Massachusetts that carries the union label.

No. 78. 

To the Officers and Members of the 17th Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners, now assembled. 

G-entlemen: — We wish to call your attention to the fact that the sum of 
$1,000.70 still remains to be collected from the membership of Tonopah Local 
No. 121 on assessments Nos. 2, 3 and 4, for the year of 1908. 

Now at the time these assessments were levied the books of No. 121 showed 
a membership of 775 in good standing. At this juncture there also intervened 
a period of local unrest, a closing down of many mining properties, and, as a 
result, many of our members were thrown out of employment and forced to hunt 
new quarters, neglecting to pay the assessments in question. The loss of these 
men left our membership around the 600 mark, left us with the shortage already 
noted. 

I wish to call the convention's attention to the fact that during the past 
three years Local No. 121 has been involved in what seems a hopeless law suit, 
in which lies the reason of our lack of funds. During the time that the I. W. W. 
was affiliated with the W. F. M., several business houses of Tonopah were declared 
unfair by the I. W. W. Among the many business houses declared unfair was 
the Tonopah Sun, owned by Branson. The Citizens/ Alliance of that town used 
Branson as their fighting tool. The money was attached by Branson and the 
case was tried in the district court of Nye county, state of Nevada, and the 
decision was handed down in favor of Local No. 121. Before Local No. 121 was 
notified by the sheriff that the attachment was declared off, the money, which 
amounted to the handsome sum of $5,684.70, which was in the State Bank and 
Trust Company, was re-attached and appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
state, and the decision handed down by the Supreme Court was in favor of 
Branson. 

The local attorney in going over the case found clauses where they could 
carry the case to court again, and the local ordered the attorney to have it listed 
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as a jury trial, which was granted. One week before the ease was to be tried, 
Branson gave the local judgment and ordered the case dismissed. 

While the local was continuing this remarkably stubborn fight, it was neces- 
sary to levy several local assessments, which was complied with freely by the 
members, to pay legal hire and other expenses: 

These then, form our added reasons to you in striking out the balance of 
the indebtedness incurred under the assessments Nos. 2, 3, 4, 1908. 

Now, sirs, in the event that unrecorded exception should rule in practice of 
the receivership of the defunct State Bank and Trust Company of Nevada, we 
would be in a position to meet this obligation; we would have left a splendid 
sum, and would not ask that we b^ unbound of the legal requirements under the 
assessments Nos. 2, 3 and 4, 1908, but, sirs, after a struggle through various 
courts of the state of Nevada, after much hardship endured by the rank and file 
of our organization, we find ourselves vindicate of the law and public opinion, 
but with a victory empty of the dollars and cents that are rightfully ours. For 
it must be known to you that with the dismissal of the suit * * Branson vs. Tonopah 
Miners' Union,'* wherein our funds should justly have been released from the 
custody of the law, came the closing of the doors of the State Bank and Trust 
Company. This condition we have been combating with a view of ascertaining 
the correct placing of the responsibility for the loss of our funds. More than 
this, as a proof of our activity making for the good of a grand order, we have 
but to cite ^ur zeal and prominence both in the local I. W. W. contest and the 
final struggle at Goldfield. We have endeavored to conduct local mattera with- 
out assistance from tjie outside. True it is that we have borrowed from the 
parent organization and have returned the obligation. 

Most eminent legal advice informs us that never before in the history of 
organized labor and her trials in courts of record, has a case similar in the legal 
points raised, discussed and determined, come before the courts — an occasion 
w^herein the corporation resorted to the legal means of suing for damages, and 
attaching and holding in jeopardy the most powerful weapon we have — our 
finances. 

Therefore, gentlemen of the Seventeenth Annual Convention, Western 
Federation of Miners, in view of the facts herein set forth, feeling that no assist- 
ance can possibly come to us from any one other than our own, knowing that 
when we are fighting the battles of our brothers we are helping ourselves; and 
conducting our own struggles, we are helping the general onward movement; 
and realizing our present weakness, both within and without, we, the officers and 
members of Tonopah Miners' Union No. 121, W. F. M., feel constrained by a 
sense of duty, both to ourselves and to the general organization in coming before 
this convention and asking that we be absolved from meeting the financial re- 
quirements under assessments Nos. 2, 3 and 4, for the year 1908.

No. 85. Van Anda, B.C., July 10, 1909. 

To the Officers and Delegates 17th Annual Convention, W. F. M. 

Brothers:— 72e assessments Nos. 1, 2 and 3^ levied in the year 1908. We 
have already pointed out and explained to the Executive Board why we con- 
sider that our local. No. 113, should be excused payment of said assessment. 
We would draw your attention to page 825 of the stenographic report of the 15tli 
Annual Convention of the Federation, "where you will find that the convention 
concurred in the report of the Committee on Strikes and Lockouts in that any 
expense contracted by Texada Miners' Union in the strike of 1907 should be paid 
by the Federation, should Texada Miners' Union be unable to meet said ex- 
penses. One hundred and eighty dollars is all that was ever paid by the Federa- 
tion, while the expenses of the strike amounted to $662.50. 

We have always done our very best to pay our own way, but there were 
outstanding debts unpaid for 12 months after the said strike had been ended, 
although $150 that had been set aside as a sick and accident fund and over $100 
of a building fund had been thrown into the common treasury to meet the de- 
mands of the strike. Then on top of all this, a number of our members have 
been out of work for the most of last year owing to discrimination in the 
principal mine here, many of our members having to break up their homes and 
leave the island, consequently the union dwindled down to some 20 members and 
for a time we had grave doubts in regard to our ability to hold our charter. But 
being determined to make as strong a fight as possible, we have practically won 
out as our membership is monthly strengthening, but, financially, we are still 
suffering from the effects of that strike. Therefore, you will plainly see that 
we are making no idle cry and surely we are entitled to be excused payment of 
said assessment. 

We hope that you, as a convention, will have said assessments withdrawn, 
as we believe the future success of this union greatly depends on your decision, 
as many of our members consider holding us for assessments under the circum- 
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stances a grave injustice and out of all keeping with the way that the Federa- 
tioi;! usually deals with its locals. ^^ Kirtness

Resolution No. 36, with report of the committee on same, read as follows : 

No. 36. Denver, Colorado, July 15, 1909. 

To the Oflficers and Delegates of the 17th Annual Convention, Western Federa- 
tion of Miners. 
Brothers: — As a representative of Local No. 263, W. F. M., and in compli- 
ance with instructions of said local, it is my duty to present for your earnest 
consideration a request from the union I represent for temporary financial aid. 
The aid I wish to receive for my local is a loan of $2,500 from the general 
organization to Pioche Miners' Union No. 263, W. F. M. 

In making this request it is necessary and proper that I give you, in brief 
outline, a history of the union making this request and of its efforts to meet all 
obligations. Pioche Miners' Union No. 263, was organized on June 14, 1907. 
Shortly after its organization, and when prospects were good, the members of 
our local, like those of many other locals, disliked the payment of exorbitant 
rent to the property holders of that camp for a place of assembly, and conceived 
the idea of building a hall. Though the treasury did not contain enough money 
to pay for one, still the mines were all working, new ones opening up and our 
membership increasing rapidly. In view of these conditions, the membership 
decided to build a hall costing. $5,000. This proposition was carried into effect 
and the hall was built. 

But conditions shortly changed. Two of the largest companies operating 
in the camp became involved in litigation, with the result that three of the 
largest mines in the district closed down, thereby throwing a large number of 
our members out of employment and forcing our receipts down to less than 50 
per cent, of what they were before the closing of the mines. 

The question of title to the properties referred to is yet to be determined 
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by the courts. But while settlement is pending our union stands shorn of a 
large percentage of its financial and numerical power. 

The oflficers and members of Pioche Miners' Union have made heroic efforts 
to pull through, but the litigation referred to, with the industrial depression now 
oppressing the country, have made conditions almost more than can be borne. 

That the debt against us had been steadily decreasing will be shown by the 
figures I herewith submit in condensed form, omitting details : 

June 30, 1908, found us with a cash balance in hand of $46.88, and our hall 
not completed. The lumber for the hall, which cost about $3,000, was contracted 
for at the rate of payment of $150.00 per month until paid. 

September 30th showed a debit balance of $969.10 due Bank of Pioche Inc., 
besides our lumber bill, minus what monthly payments we had made in the 
interval. 

December 31st showed our indebtedness to be $2,588.36. At this time it 
became apparent that special effort was required, so an assessment of $1.00 per 
month for six months was levied. The membership responded well and to date, 
or rather from January 1st until June 30th, there had been collected $533.00 in 
local assessments. Some of our members loaned what they could spare, taking 
a note for same and not charging interest. One member holding a note for 
$37.00 turned in his note without accepting a dollar for same. 

On March 31, 1909, our indebtedness was $2,529.02. 

June 30, 1909, showed an indebtedness of $2,030.39, showing a material 
decrease. 

Now should operations resume in the now closed mines of Pioche, our union 
would have no trouble in meeting all obligations, but as such resumption is 
indefinite, we ask for aid for present need. 

The officers and delegates can depend upon it that we would not apply for 
aid had we not done everything within our power to help ourselves before asking 
for such aid. 

As security for the amount requested we have our hall, valued at $5,000.00, 
into which we have by great exiertion already put $3,000.00. We are confident of 
a permanent camp and a permanent union in that camp. 

I trust this worthy request will meet with favor among the officers and 
delegates of the 17th Annual Convention of the Western Federation of Miners, 
and that they will extend aid in a time of need.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention was called to order by President Moyer at 2 p. m. 

Roll call read and all delegates were noted present except Delegate Mitchell, 
No. 83. 

No. 135. Resolution re wages of Executive Board by Delegate Allen, No. 
26, read and referred to Committee on Constitution. 

No. 136. Resolution by Delegate Cluney, No. 146, re organizer for Cobalt 
district, read and referred to Committee on Organization. 

Discussion was then resumed on the report of Committee on President's 
Supplementary Report as a special order of business. Delegate Owen McCabe, 
No. 1, in the chair. 

Moved by Delegate McGuire, No. 140, seconded by Delegate Monty, No. 10, 
that debate on above question shall be confined to the parties directly involved. 
Motion declared lost. 

Delegate Whitely, No. 74, insisted that either President Moyer or Vice- 
President Mahoney occupy the chair during the discussion of the supplementary 
report and on his appeal from the decision of Delegate McCabe, No. 1, who was 
in the chair, the latter was sustained by the convention. 

Moved by Executive Board Member Davidson, seconded by Delegate Bulmer, 
No. 38, that the report of the majority of Committee on President's Supplemen- 
tary Report be concurred in. 

Moved by Delegate Fluent, No. 74, seconded by Delegate Guelfi, No. 1, that 
we concur in the minority report of committee. 

At this time Delegate Flynn, No. 1, read the following answer to the alleged 
charges by President Moyer in his supplementary report : 

REPLY TO CHARLES H. MOVER'S SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 

BY 

P. W. FLYNN 



To the Officers and Members of the Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners: 

Brothers: I herewith submit to you my answer to the supplementary report of 
President Chas. H. Moyer: 

This report contains many assertions that are but the interpretation of President 
Moyer on certain actions of Butte Miners' Union during the past year. I grant that it 
is the right of the President to place his Interpretations on any acts as his judgment 
seems to think the case warrants. That his interpretation is correct, is another matter, 
and this, in my opinion, is the question that you are called upon to decide, in passing 
upon the supplementary report. 

I deny that I have, for the past year, pursued the policy of disruption; on the con- 
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trary, I have worked earnestly to build up the local organizations of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners in the vicinity of Butte. I maintain that I have a right to my opinion 
as to what constitutes undue exercise of power by the president of our organization, 
and that I have the right of expressing my opinion in matters as I see it. Whether, 
that opinion is sound or not, is one that time and events will demonstrate, hut which 
you have to pass on at this time also. 

With this brief introduction, I will pass on to what I consider the main points in 
the supplementary report, and answer them as briefly as possible. 

Paragraph 4, Mr. Moyer says: "Personally, I ask nothing at the hands of the dele- 
gates," which may be true, judging from remarks made upon the floor of Local No. 1, 
when he said: "When my present term of office has expired, I am through with organ- 
ized labor forever." But subsequent articles appearing in the daily papers lead us to 
believe otherwise. 

In paragraph 5, he tells you of two candidates being in the field for the presidency 
of the Western Federation of Miners in the Sixteenth Annual Convention, namely, 
P. W. Flynn and himself. As for myself, I will say that I went into the race knowing 
that there was no chance of being elected — ^realizing the number of hero-worshipers 
there were in that convention. He has told you. Delegate Flynn came forward, gave 
him his hand and offered him his undivided support in behalf of organized labor, which 
is very true, but at that time I thought I was grasping the hand of a man. I have found 
since I was mistaken, and to what extent, I will leave you to be the judge. In pledg- 
ing him my support, I did not wish him to understand it was given to that extent that 
I would approve of all his acts without a word of explanation to the membership of the 
Western Federation of Miners. 

In paragraph 6, he has told you that, prior to the Sixteenth Annual Convention, 
he had never met Delegate Flynn. This, I claim, is untrue, and would like to call 
President Moyer's attention to an incident in the Butte Miners' Union some three years 
ago, when Frank O'Connor was president of that local and the officers of No. 1 allowed 
the local to go in bad standing with the Western Federation of Miners. Did you not 
come to Butte on that occasion to advise No. 1 to again reinstate themselves in the 
Western Federation of Miners, and, at a regular meeting, or just prior to the calling 
of the meeting, there was a "rough-house?" Who was it who protected you then? 
Was it Ed Long, the detective, or J. C. Scott, to whom you stuck like a twin brother 
during the Sixteenth Annual Convention, the man who stood on the floor of Local 
No. 1 while you were in the Idaho jail and declared he had evidence enough in his 
room to convict and to hang Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone? I would ask Mr. Moyer 
if it was those men and their following, or was it Shannon, Flynn and others, who 
defended you at that time, men whom you are now trying to drive out of the Western 
Federation of Miners by your tactics. You well know you met Flynn on that occasion 
and every other occasion on which you visited Butte. 

Mr. Moyer also stated, in paragraph 6, that I charged that the Chair was exercis- 
ing the power of a czar, as he understood it. On that occasion I stated that if we con- 
tinued to delegate power to the Executive Board, it was time we changed the name 
of our officers, and call them the Czar of the Federation and his body-guards. Mr. 
Moyer knows this to be a fact, as I so corrected him at that time. 

In the matter of the trouble over the assessments, I will state that all the friction 
in Butte No. 1 over Assessments No. 2, No. 3 and No. 4, arose out of the fact that the 
Secretary-Treasurer's Report to the Sixteenth Annual Convention made no reference 
to the Western Federation of Miners being in debt. The impression conveyed thereby 
to the delegates, at least, was that the organization was clear of indebtedness at the 
close of the fiscal year, March 31, 1908. 

This conclusion was further strengthened by the fact that the said financial state- 
ment contained no reference to any liabilities other than the $15,000.00 loan from Butte 
No. 1, entered in the receipts. During the Sixteenth Annual Convention, Delegates 
McKinnon, of Rossland No. 38, Wieglenda, of Judith Mt. No. 107, and M. L. Tompkins, 
of No. 138, asked for a statement of the Western Federation of Miners' standing, and 
were not informed of the indebtedness. The delegates to the Sixteenth Annual Con- 
vention, as I remember, voted to have the Executive Board levy assessments to create 
$100,000 strike fund. When the notice of the assessment was received, however, it 
contained the information that the Western Federation of Miners was in debt, and 
that those assessments were to pay off the indebtedness. This information placed the 
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delegates who ^ere at the Sixteenth Annual Convention and who had not reported as 
to any indebtedness, in the position of not fully reporting, or of not having paid enough 
attention to their work to have learned of this fact. It further gave rise to conjectures 
on the part of the membership and the delegates as well. Owing to this misunder- 
standing, I advocated having the Western Federation of Miners give Butte No. 1 credit 
for the assessment on the loan of $15,000.00. 

In Paragraph 8, President Moyer continues by saying: "Strange to say, in the larg- 
est union, both numerically and financially, a question arose as to complying with the 
orders of the convention." This I deny. The only question that ever arose was the 
question as to how the assessment would be paid. After being fully informed as to 
the financial condition of the organization by Executive Board Member Hutchinson, 
I changed my attitude and at all times worked to have No. 1 pay the assessment out 
of the treasury. In this stand I was upheld by every delegate from No. 1 on the floor 
of this Convention. 

In conclusion on this matter, I again state that at no time did I, or anyone con- 
nected with the present administration of Butte No. 1, advocate refusing to pay the 
assessment. We desired the same to be taken out of the money loaned to the West- 
ern Federation of Miners only because the real condition of the organization was not 
understood by any of us. In advocating that action, I was fully within my rights as 
a member of the Western Federation of Miners. It has always been my belief that 
the membership of the organization was entitled to a full knowledge of the affairs of 
their organization, and here let me state in regard to the $15,000.00 loan to which 
President Moyer refers in paragraph 9, by saying: "The union, without any hesitancy, 
complied with the request and a note was forwarded in security of the amount." I 
wish to call the attention of the delegates to the fact that the note was not turned 
over to No. 1 by Secretary Sullivan until about April 15th, 1908, being nearly four months 
later, and then not until the chairman of the trustees told him he would not leave the 
office alive if he did not produce the note. Mr. Moyer tells you here that no question 
was raised in the Sixteenth Annual Convention or fears expressed that the Federation 
would not make good, which is very true, I admit. The reason for same being that 
Mr. Moyer ruled me out of order when I attempted to bring the matter before the con- 
vention. If at any time the judgment of the officers has been that the best interests 
of the organization require that the membership do not have this knowledge and fric- 
tion and dissension arise because of the lack of this knowledge, the blame for this fric- 
tion must rest upon those who are responsible for withholding the information from 
the membership, not those who are acting within their rights. 

The charge that I, and those acting with me, are seeking to disrupt the Western 
'Federation of Miners, is amply refuted by a comparison of the Secretary's report to 
the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Annual X5onventions. The report of the Sixteenth Con- 
vention shows that No. 1 paid $16,185.75 tax, and the present report shows that tax 
paid for the past year amounts to $18,000.00, and assessments, $14,000.00, making a 
total of $32,000.00. These figures speak for themselves. 

The charge of disruption is further refuted by the report of all of the officers, 
wherein they recognize the present condition of the mining industry at this time, 
namely, of not having gotten over the result of the last panic. 

In paragraph 16, Mr. Moyer, in referring to his letter to the delegates, said: "You 
will note by its wording that there was no abuse, no charge of falsehood, etc." Refer- 
ring to paragraph 13, we find the following: "I have decided to ask the delegates of 
the Sixteenth Annual Convention whether Mr. Flynn is stating facts, or is he resorting 
to deliberate falsehood in order to discredit the Sixteenth Annual Convention and its 
chairman." I would like to ask you delegates how those two statements harmonize? 

In the matter of the dispute between President Moyer and myself over my treat- 
ment on the floor of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, I desire to call your attention 
to different statements attributed to me in his report, and that which was sent out to 
the delegates in the Sixteenth Annual Convention. In the circular sent out to the dele- 
gates by President Moyer, he states: "He charged that the Chair had continuously de- 
nied him the right to the floor, or ruled him out of order." President Moyer then 
submits to the delegates the question for their decision as to whether the Chair did 
not grant him the same treatment as that of any other delegate. In his letter dated 
January 4, 1909, addressed to Butte Miners* Union, President Moyer correctly quotes 
me as saying: "There is no use in my taking the floor, as I would be ruled out of order 
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the same as I was in the Sixteenth Annual Convention." In regard to this matter, 
what complaint I made was on specific instances, to wit: On taking the floor to discuss 
the report of J. C. Lowney and a loan of No. 1 to the Federation. Had a question been 
submitted to the delegates in this form, as it should have been, their vote would have 
sustained my contention in this matter. They could not do otherwise. I desire, further, 
to call your attention to the different statements in letters from the following men to 
President Moyer on this subject, namely, W. R. Faulkner, Con Shea, Timothy Sheehan, 
C. W. Aabel, D. P. Kane, Jas. A. Cassidy, J. C. Lowney, M. J. Connor, John R. Sullivan, 
Dan Holland, Sam Stitzer, and the affidavit signed by ninety members. Of all these 
letters and the general affidavit, only one corroborates President Moyer's contention, 
that of Sam Stitzer, and Stitzer, in signing the general affidavit, gives two versions of 
the occurrence. Why this difference in statements supposed to have been made by me? 

In paragraph 10, President Moyer states that he was informed that, after he had 
left the hall on September 22nd, I said: "We have listened to a wind-bag long enough, 
let's get down to business." There is absolutely no foundation for quoting me that 
way. The real circumstances are, that after President Moyer left the hall there was 
considerable wrangling pro and con, and as the hour was late, I took the floor and 
said: "We have done enough wind-jamming, let's get down to business." My remarks 
had no reference to President Moyer whatever, but to the talk and wrangling that took 
place after he left the hall. 

In paragraph 12, President Moyer charges me, my name being the only one men- 
tioned in the whole document, with inaugurating a campaign of slander and misrepre- 
sentation. I emphatically deny the insinuation, and call for speciflc proof. I deny that 
I ever said the members were robbed of their money, that the Secretary-Treasurer 
furnished no report, that the assessments were divided among the Executive Board, 
or that the President had sold out to the enemy. My opinion as to the policy of Presi- 
dent Moyer and the Executive Board I have expressed. It is my right to hold an 
opinion and to express it. It is an honest opinion, and as such I shall continue to hold 
and express it. It will be a sorry day for the Western Federation of Miners when its 
membership are not allowed to hold or express an opinion on matters of policy that 
does not agree with the opinions of those who happen to be its officers, and I desire 
to call the attention of the delegates to the fact that President Moyer, in 1899, was 
one of the delegates from the Black Hills who came to the Seventh Annual Convention 
to state on what terms they would reaffiliate with the Western Federation of Miners 
because of some difference of opinion on the policy of the Western Federation of 
Miners. 

In paragraph 59, the* following statement is made, in referring to the signers of 
the document offered in Paragraph 57: "As a matter of fact, several of them were not 
present, and one in particular was not in Butte at the time." This statement is not 
specific, and to be entitled to any consideration, should mention the names of those 
not present and not in Butte at the time, and furnish the proof thereof. It is a well- 
known fact to the membership of the Western Federation of Miners that, in years gone 
by, Butte No. 1 and its officers have disagreed with the progressive policy of the West- 
ern Federation; that Local No. 1 was lax, to say the least, in discharging its full finan- 
cial obligation in that it never paid its full per capita tax; that after the introduction 
of the stamp system, the officers of No. 1 did not put stamps on the cards of the mem- 
bers, as provided for in the Constitution; yet no such attack was ever made upon 
those responsible for this attitude as is at present made upon those who at that time 
fought against the wrong attitude of the then officers of No. 1, and who today 
are responsible for the discharge of their full financial obligation to the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and who are in full accord with the progressive policy 
advocated by the Western Federation of Miners. Let me call your attention to 
the fact that, in 1905, a committee from No. 83, one member of which was John Mc- 
Mullin, appeared before No. 1 and No. 74, asking for a like committee from No. 1 and 
No. 74, to investigate the crookedness and corruption of the officers of the Western 
Federation of Miners, and until this day no action has ever been taken against "ihese 
members or tte organization to which they belong. Why, then, this sudden activity 
against men who are in full accord with the progressive policy of the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners over their expressing an opinion that the progressive policy was being 
forsaken? 

In regard to the general affidavit contained in paragraphs 85 and 86, I call your 
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attention to some of the signers of the same, who in years past always fought the 
progressive policy of the Western Federation of Miners. I refer to M. J. Connor, Ed 
Long, John W. Haley, Pat Hanley, Morris Lowney, James Shea and John J. Sheehan. 
The name of John R. Sullivan is also in said list, and attached to a communication in 
paragraph 79. The said John R. Sullivan has been convicted by No. 1 of embezzling the 
funds of that local. The Daly Bank and Trust Company, who were on his bond, have 
reimbursed the treasury of No. 1 in the sum of $489.00. 

C. W. Aabel, whose name is attached to a communication dated December 30th, 
addressed to J. C. Lowney, is the man who declared his willingness to scab on the 
members of the Machinists* Union when out on strike, and who has often been seen 
in the office of the Thiel Detective Agency. Ed Long, who has at last come out pub- 
licly and donned the garb of a detective, is also another signei*. 

In concluding his supplementary report. President Moyer wants it understood that 
he brings n6 charges against any delegate. I desire to call attention of the delegates 
that President Moyer, in this instance, has failed to live up to the procedure provided 
for in the Constitution of the Western Federation of Miners. Instead, he has hurled 
his insinuations and complaints to the delegates ^lUd membership of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners without having so far been compelled to be specific or to offer any 
proof that is worthy of consideration. 

In conclusion, let me say, it is my opinion that the whole matter is nothing more 
than a personal affair, and should be so treated by this Convention.

Mr. Ernest Mills, Sec'y-Treas. W. F. M., Denver, Colorado. 

Sir and Brother:— Yours of the 8th inst. received. I note that the Execu- 
tive Board decided not to pay me my wages, railroad fare and hotel expenses 
for work done at Great Falls, Mont., assisting Board Member J. C. Lowney in 
adjudicating the strike of 32 International Machinists, whose strike caused the 
700 or 800 men in Great Falls smelter to be thrown out of employment, as well 
as the 3,500 miners employed in Butte mines, who furnished the Great Falls 
smelter with ore, and would, if permitted to continue, have caused many mem- 
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bers of No. 83 to lose their employment during the strike. I am by this statement 
showing that the interests of members of Nos. 1 and 83 were materially affected 
by the strike of these 32 men. Just as much so as if they lived in Great Falls, 
and were members of No. 16, so Lowney's allegation that the. Board would not 
understand why he needed a committee from Butte with him, is fully explained, 
as our union's interests were in jeopardy and your Board Member J. C. Lowney 
asked Duffy and Boyle, of No. 1, and John McMuUen, of No. 83, to help him 
in reaching a settlement and get the men then out of work back again, and 
prevent others from being thrown out. This was an emergency ; it was between 
meeting times of Nos. 1 and 83, and if you will turn to Lowney 's report 15th 
Annual Convention, pages 151-2-3-4, you will see I had twice b^en with him and 
had been paid each time, so why should I have any doubts about getting my 
money for a similar trip? Further than what I said to C. E. Mahoney, I did 
not mention my pay to any one. 

Now at Great Falls, Lowney 's report says, ** After conferring with local 
committees,'' etc. Well, the local committees were the 32 international men, 
Lowney, Duffy, Boyle • and McMullan, and the corporation officials. Not a 
single member of No.* 16 took any part in the least, and as I now recall, 
Brother Parker, the Secretary-Treasurer of No. 16, was the only No. 16 man we 
asked to confer with us, and he refused. At the 15th Convention, on account of 
the trials in Boise, the general row over the I. W. W. affairs and the fact I was 
damned for doing and then damned for not, I considered it futile to attempt 
any explanation, believing that when passions cooled off, judgment would re- 
turn and justice be given me. 

Under Sec. 2, Art. 8, of the W. F. M. Constitution, I have decided to appeal 
to the convention for justice, as most of them are merely working men like my- 
self, and feel that when a man does the work he should get his pay for it. 
Lowney got his pay for doing exactly what I done in this case. Why is he paid 
and I refused payment ? Lowney was the master and I the hired man, or is the 
slogan on your official documents **that labor is entitled to what it produces" 
just a joke, or does a man in official life forget he once carried a nose bag ? 

Now, gentlemen of this Executive Board, what is your real reason for not 
paying this bill? I am told that Haywood said I was entitled to my pay and 
Lowney said if the Board paid the bill he would resign, as paying me this bill 
would discredit him. Now I am not asking that Lowney 's official life cease, but 
I feel that if he knows that I am not doing right he should prefer some charges 
against me, and thus do his duty* to the organization that has paid him what it 
agreed to. Brother Boyle, of No. 190, is a delegate. I am going to ask that Boyle 
be called before the committee that investigates this case," also Bro. McLaughlin, 
No. 1, who heard what Lowney said when Duffy, Boyle, Lowney and I were 
hurrying to catch the Great Falls train. I respectfully ask that my letters of 
November, 1907, and July, 1909, on this matter be given the convention, and I 
most respectfully demand that Executive Board Member J. C. Lowney be re- 
quired to show why I have not been paid my wages for this work. Would any 
jury in any court where three men testify as having done certain work at the 
request, under the direction, of a man who is admitted has the full control and 
direction of the affairs of a company and this same boss admits these three men 
done this work, that he acted and was with them the entire time, and he then 
makes a report to his organization saying a satisfactory job of work was com-

Dear Sir and Brother:— I am enclosing herewith quarterly report of Buck- 
skin Miners' Union No. 260, for quarter ending June 30th. 

Owing to our reducefl membership and consequent financial weakness, we, 
at our last regular meeting, reconsidered the question of sending a delegate to 
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the 17th Annual Convention and decided that we could not very well afford to 
further weaken our treasury hy assuming the expense of a delegate this year. 

We consider it the duty of every local union to have its delegates in attend- 
ance at these conventions whenever it is possible to do so, but believe that the 
**good and welfare'' of the general organization, and not the personal desires or 
ambitions of one or a few, should govern in such a case. 

It is a very necessary thing— especially at this time— that the smaller unions 
be held together and every effort made to strengthen and build them up, and we 
have concluded that we can better serve the labor movement by devoting our 
efforts to holding our local together than by expending our funds in defraying 
the expenses of a delegate to the convention, especially so as in all probability 
the sum of his efforts would be the introduction of a few **long resolutions'' 
(as Kirwan says), without the strength of numbers back of him to back him up, 
no matter how meritorious such resolutions might be. 

We still have some very decided opinions as to the policies which the Federa- 
tion should pursue. We believe that it should continue to champion the cause 
of industrial unionism; that it should encourage full and complete affiliation 
with any and all bodies of workers who are ready to accept and apply true in- 
dustrial principles, and that it should stand ready, if need be, to sink its identity 
and become an integral part of a broad movement for industrial unionism when- 
ever there is a probability that such a movement might be successfully launched ; 
in the meantime, there is a fruitful field for the propagation of the industrial 
idea among our own membership and practically unlimited opportunities to ap- 
ply the idea within our jurisdiction ; that the delegates to this convention should 
provide some effective system for carrying on this necessary work of education 
and organization; that no matter how well qualified or zealous the Executive 
Board Member may be, it is a physical impossibility for him, in mast cases, to make 
the rounds of the local unions and give them the time and attention they should 
have; that a corps of competent lecturers and organizers should be built up as 
fast as the revenues of the organization will justify, and that they be employed 
where their work will be most effective until such time as every need may be 
supplied; it should not be a difficult matter to harmonize the work of such 
organizers with. the present duties of the Executive Board Member to the end 
that there would be no conflict; some way should be devised whereby the Miners' 
Magazine might reach every member of the organization ; experience has demon- 
strated that to rely upon individual and voluntary subscriptions will not accom- 
plish this desired result, and we would suggest that the locals be required to set 
apart from fees and dues collected a sum to be applied upon subscriptions and 
that each member's name be placed upon the mailing list of the Magazine; it is 
true that **you can lead a horse to water but you can't make him drink," and 
it may be that quite a few would not read the Magazine even though it were so 
furnished to them, but we believe that it would induce gpeat numbers to read it 
who do not do so from light and puerile reasons— indifference, neglect, the 
trouble of having address changed, etc.— while there are actually a considerable 
number who cannot see their way clear to spare this trifling amount from their 
scanty earnings; but it is important that these members be reached with the 
Magazine if it can possibly be done; the increased circulation would doubtless 
increase the demand for advertising space, and the revenues from this source and 
from subscriptions would, in turn, perhaps, make it possible to improve the 
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Magazine in many ways, for instance, to increase the size of the paper to such 
an extent as to permit the publishing of some such work as Marx's Capital in 
each issue anl still leave room for an occasional mention, in a casual manner, of 
something pertaining to the Western Federation of Miners and Industrial 
Unionism. 

We believe that the general organization should, in some way, assist the 
smaller locals financially, to the end that they would be enabled to employ com- 
petent men to act as secretary or walking delegate and pay them for their serv- 
ices. The work of rustling men into line and holding them there is of vital im- 
portance to the small local as well as the large one, and, in the small local, this 
work falls almost entirely upon the secretary; as it is a payless and thankless 
job, too, frequently those who are competent to do the work shun it with the 
result that too often this most important work falls into the hands of men incom- 
petent and unfit to perform the duties and the local and the Federation loses in 
membership and revenues thereby, we are inclined to think that the increase in 
membership and revenues resulting from such an improved service would more 
than balance the expense; at any rate, whatever is worth doing at all is worth 
doing right, and certainly if there is one place where, more than another, it is 
important that good work be done it is in the soliciting for membership and 
holding men in line even after they have become members; for this reason we 
believe that some arrangement should be made whereby the smaller locals would 
be enabled to employ the best possible talent for such work and pay liberally for 
the service. 

We believe that the general ofiicers should be nominated and elected by a 
direct referendum vote of the membership of the Federation; also that the 
Executive Board Members should be nominated and elected alone by the refer- 
endum vote of the membership within the district which the Executive Board 
Member is to represent. 

We believe that the tenure of office of all officers should be limited to not 
more than two consecutive terms; such measures as these would effectively re- 
move the cause of many real or fancied objections to present practice within the 
Federation, and save not a little bitterness and dissension. 

These are some of the measures which we would like to see considered by this 
convention and favorably acted upon. 

Regretting that we are unable to have a representative in the convention 
and hoping that whatever is done may prove to be for the best interest of the 
organization, we remain. Yours fraternally.

To the Officers and Delegates of the 17th Annual Convention, W. F. of M. 

Fellow Workers:— I hereby submit a matter to you which I deem of great 
importance as concerning the welfare and progress of the Federation at this time. 
This matter has relation to the hospital question as an adjunct to that of union- 
ism. 

A large number of local unions have a system of establishing and maintain- 
ing a hospital for the benefit of their members. These hospitals in most cases, 
are set up as joint institutions of the union and membership in them is made a 
compulsory condition of membership in the local. I maintain that this com- 
pulsion is contrary to the spirit of our cause and therefore, unjust and unwise. 

In all cases, as far as I have been able to ascertain, the hospital dues amount 
to as much as the regular union dues, and in some localities they are even greater. 
As cases in point, I might cite those of locals No. 247 and No. 241, which impose 
upon their members a hospital fee of $1.50, thereby compelling a union man to 
pay $2.50 per month in order to retain his standing. And this does not include 
assessments or other incidental disbursements. 

While the maintenance and support of these benevolent institutions receive 
the sanction of the majority of the members of these particular locals, and while 
I also admit them to be good things in themselves, I contend, nevertheless, that 
in such eases the majority are doing a positive wrong to the minority, and also 
for the following reasons : 

First— That many members, while loyal to the principles of unionism, do 
not care to pay revenue- to a hospital agreed upon by the majority for several 
reasons, among which may be found objections to the resident physician or other 
attendants of the institution, or the presence of a nurse in the family of the sick 
member, or in fact, a number of other personal matters of feeling. 

Second — That the Western Federation of Miners, being an industrial labor 
organization, cannot by the very nature of its Constitution force any of its mem- 
bers to become a part of and pay revenue to any association or institution, the 
scope of which is totally foreign to the objects of the labor movement. I am 
thoroughly convinced that a compulsory hospital system is the cause of more 
dissension than are all other difficulties put together. And none will deny that 
when half of the regular meeting is wasted in trivial squabblings and sometimes 
in bitter fighting over the rules and regulations of a hospital, the objects of our 
organization are very likely to be lost sight of and forgotten. 

I do hereby believe that an amendment should be added to the Constitution 
of the W. F. M., forbidding any and all locals to establish a compulsory hospital 
system whereby the unwilling union man might be forced to support an institu- 
tion besides his own union. 

Hoping this matter may receive your serious and favorable consideration, I

Secretary-Treasurer Western Federation of Miners: 

Dear Sir:— Enclosed find postoffice money order for $68, which you can set 
aside as a fund to prosecute corporations that collect hospital fees from employees 
without their consent, or you might prosecute states for collecting poll tax from 
workingmen, inasmuch as said proceeding is unconstitutional, and it appears to 
me that there are many permanent citizens who do not pay same and make it a 
point to aid in collecting this same tax from innocent workingmen ; sometimes by 
indirect intimidation. At least the subject is worthy of investigation. 

There are altogether too many 10-cent politicians afflicted with a dislike for 
hard labor, hence this bogus tax which some privileged characters (sometimes 
called '*home guards'* by the working class) do not pay. It is needless to state 
that I have experienced these proceedings. There is no doubt but what the or- 
ganization could collect sufficient money to prosecute in either case; as it ap- 
pears to me that it is entirely within the province of a labor organization to un- 
dertake any legal proceedings for the benefit of its members or labor at large. 

I want to distinctly state here that I do not impose the obligation on the or- 
ganization to use the money as stated, but on the contrary, leave it to the council 
to decide as to the disposition of this money. But I trust that it will be used as 
a direct benefit in the interest of labor.

A letter was found at that time, which stated that I was an emis- 
sary of Sheriff Bell. I know nothing about this letter. I went to Canon City, 
walked down the road, beat a train to Pueblo, and worked on the streets there for 
the Morgan Plumbing Co. ; later on I went to Nevada, worked at Yerrington and 
other places. In the meantime, the Leadville lodge to which I transferred from 
Idaho Springs, expelled me from membership. I am not putting up this talk with 
a view to getting reinstated, but I deny each and everything that has been said. 
I do not harbor any ill feeling toward 'Neill, but I do say that 'Neill was mis- 
taken, and that I was the victim of as pretty a piece of jobbery as ever was sprung 
on any man. I am not guilty of these charges— more I cannot say. 

In conclusion, let me bid you all good-bye and let us all hope for the ultimate 
success of the W. F. M. This letter will probably be received with derisive jeers, 
but at that there will be a few men in this convention who, down in their hearts, 
will believe that I was right. Some may say, why do you wait nearly three years 
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before saying anything? To this I will say, I never had a fair chance to explain; 
anyway, never explained. Your friends don't need any explanation, your ene- 
mies would not believe you. Since leaving Colorado I have assisted many mem- 
bers of the W. F. M. just the same as if I were a member, and any time a man 
with the three stars on his coat needs my assistance, he will get it, regardless of 
the fact that I am ostracized by the order.

Resolved, By the 17th Annual Convention of the Western Federation of 
Miners that we sustain the decision of the Executive Board on the appeal of John 
R. Sullivan, and instruct P. W. Flynn that he may proceed further in this case by 
complying with Section 2 of Article VIII, by appealing from the decision of the 
Butte Miners' Union in the first case of Flynn vs. Sullivan to the Executive 
Board of the Western Federation of Miners, and from that body to this con- 
vention. 

Delegate Cannon, No. 106, appealed from the decision of the chair, who 
ruled that in the absence of proper evidence, the first trial of J. R. Sullivan was 
not valid.

Communication from Secretary Cox of Lane City Miners' Union re strike 
relief, read as follows : 

No. 181. Lane, Nevada, July 24, 1909. 

To the President and Executive Board, W. F. M., Denver, Colorado. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers:— At a special meeting of Lane Miners' Union No. 
251, held July 24, 1909, it was decided to ask the Executive Board, W. F. M., for 
financial assistance to carry on the strike against the Veteran mine. The strike 
was called on July 1, 1909, and on account of the destitute condition of many of 
the workers, and especially because of the contract system, it was necessary to 
open eating quarters for the men on July 6th. There were 300 men affected. The 
treasury of the local on July 1st was $849.64, with about $100,00 sick benefits 
outstanding, also one month's salary of the financial secretary due. (The sick 
benefits are discontinued.) We have used up our treasury and cannot meet the 
outstanding bills at the present time. There will be about 100 men working in 
the jurisdiction that we can count on to keep up the local. 

At the present time we are feeding about 85 men in the restaurant, two meals 
a day, also credit cards for groceries of $4.00 per week to 34 members who are 
batching, 6 credit cards of $7.00 per week to families and 2 credit cards of $9.00 
per week to families. The total cost at the present time is about $50.00 per day, 
and if the Board can see their way clear to do it, we would like this allowance at 
the present time.

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President Moyer explained that the Executive Board, acting under instruc- 
tions from the convention, had forwarded relief to Brother Tom Corra, who is in 
charges of the strike at Lane City.

On July 1, 1908, Local No. 93 had a membership of 67 members in good 
standing, on which an assessment of $3 per member was levied. At that time two 
of the largest mines closed down, and as a result the membership fell to 31, as 
those out of work refused to pay their dues, and when they secured employment 
would not pay their arrearages, and the local is not in a position at the present 
time to compel them. There are not more than 50 men in Nevada City proper 
working for wages, but in the outlying district several mines are being opened up 
and with the present progressive officers expect to get all the men into the local. 

Owing to the injuries received by members of the local, the benefits paid. 
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and the other necessary expense of the local has depleted their treasury and left 
them with debts unpaid. 

Now the request is this body come to the assistance of No. 93, and absolve 
them from paying the assessments Nos. 2, 3 and 4, levied on the 36 members who 
never paid the assessments to the local, and who in most cases have left the juris- 
diction of the local. For the 31 remaining, they ask no favors. 

As can be readily seen, as it now stands the 31 true and loyal union men 
have not only had to pay their own assessment, but also the assessment of the 36 
who have left or refused to pay up, which makes $2.00 each for assessments 2, 
8 and 4. 

Brothers, on your actions depend to a considerable extent the life of the lo- 
cal, as men refuse to join the local with an empty treasury and to pay up back 
debts. At the best, it is hard to make them realize the advantage of organizing. 

Nevada City not being able to send a representative to this convention, re- 
quested me to use every effort to get relief prayed for, and I hope my feeble ef- 
forts will not be in vain, as I know the local is sorely in need of assistance.

Gentlemen : — We, the members of Union No. 83, of the Brewery Engineers 
of Butte, Montana, beg to submit for your consideration this communication re- 
garding Stationary Engineers' Union No. 83 discriminating against us as mem- 
bers of that organization in good standing. 

The first of last May the Brewery Workers' old contract expired. The Mon- 
tana Brewery Proprietors' Association refused to sign their new contract and 
consequently left them locked out. The Brewery Workers always claimed juris- 
diction over the Brewery Engineers, according to their constitution, consequent- 
ly there was nothing left for us to do but to join them and go out with them. As 
soon as we went out members of 83 took our places. In the settlement that was 
made it was agreed upon that no one who went on strike should be discriminated 
against. A few weeks after the settlement the Olympia Brewing Co. wanted an 
engineer, and the manager, J. V. Collins, notified Adam Weidenfeller, one of 
the old engineers, that he could have the job, but owing to the contract they had 
with Stationary Engineers' Union No. 83, he would have to put in an applica- 
tion to the business agent of that organization, which he did, but was absolutely 
refused an application and told they had men for those jobs. 

The Centennial Brewing Co. was in need of a refrigerating engineer, and 
put Sheckenbach, one of the old engineers, to work as the fourth engineer. As 
soon as No. 83 found out he was working there, Mr. Mitchell, the business agent 
of 83, went to the Centennial Brewery office and demanded that man's discharge. 
He was discharged at once and told why. 

The same thing was done at the Crystal Brewery, when they attempted to 
hire one of the old engineers. 
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Now, we, the Brewery Engineers of Butte, Montana, and members of En- 
gineers' Union No. 83, in good standing, claim that a jurisdiction dispute be- 
tween the two organizations does not justify either organization to discriminate 
against any of its members, who are unfortunately placed in such a position as 
not to be able to know where they belong ; and we appeal to you in the name of 
organized labor and industrial unionism for justice and equity. Trusting to 
your consideration and sincerity in this matter, we are.

The grand jury of Essex county, N. J., which takes in the cities of Orange 
and Newark, a week ago claimed that on account of the sufferings amongst 
business men as well as manufacturers and journeymen that it was time for 
them to investigate the strike situation. In their investigation they only got 
the manufacturers' side of it, and from statements made to them by the manu- 
facturers, they issued a circular stating that the Hatters were ready to return 
to work without the union label if the organization would allow it. We chal- 
lenged this statement and notified the grand jury that we would call meetings 
of our organization in Orange and Newark and have a secret ballot taken in 
which the question was whether or not the men were ready to return to work 
at the old wages without the union label, and the vote was to be superintended 
and counted by a committee representing the grand jury and the press. Our 
challenge was accepted by the grand jury and the vote was taken with the result 
that out of nearly four thousand votes cast, only nine voted ''yes," indicating 
that they were ready to return to work without the union label. Our men are 
as determined as ever to remain out until a full victory is achieved.

No. 165. 
To the Officers and Delegates of the 17th Annual Convention, W. F. M. 

I, the delegate representing Helper Miners' Union No. 237, W. F. M., have 
the following to report : 

The conditions of Helper Miners' Union are not as good as may be expected, 
in membership at least, and this is due to the fact that we have a thousand and 
one obstacles to fight against. 

1st. Whatever has been done in organizing Helper Miners ' Union was done 
among ourselves, in spite of the persecution on the part of the companies, with 
the exception of two weeks that we had Brother Roderick McKenzie and Brother 
Peretto with us during the winter of 1907, and during this time good work was 
done. But not being able to support a man to devote his time in the interest 
of the local, and owing to the fact that the distance between the mining camps 
is from three to thirty-eight miles, it was impossible for us to keep in touch 
with the members aiid keep them in good standing, therefore many of them have 
become in arrears since that time. 

2d. The persecution on the part of the companies keeps the miners in fear 
of being blacklisted. 

3d. We have three different nationalities of miners to whom we cannot talk ; 
these are English-speaking miners, Greeks and Slavs ; in fact, our local has three 
English-speaking members, one Greek and the rest are all Italians. 

We have 40 members in good standing, and $669.75 in the treasury. In the 
coal camps of Utah there are about 4,000 men employed at present, and with the 
new camps that are being opened up, it will not be long until about 6,000 men will 
be employed. Many of our members were also forced to allow themselves to 
become in arrears on account of being out of work for a considerable length of 
time, and as a matter of fact, many of our best men are out of employment now. 
Therefore, if this convention decides to continue to organize the coal miners, I 
am instructed to ask this convention to grant us the privilege to reinstate those 
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members of our local who have been active and loyal to the organization and who 
have been unable to pay their dues on account of being out of work, free of 
charge. 

In regard to our failure to pay the national assessments will say that first 
of all, owing to industrial conditions, it was impossible to collect from the mem- 
bership, and as far as paying it from the locaPs treasury, I will say that owing 
to the scandalous campaign that has been carried on privately and through the 
press by the ex-oflScers of District Union No. 16, one being still a national organ- 
izer, we were placed in considerable apprehension as to what action this conven- 
tion would take towards the coal miners. One fact is that if this convention 
should decide to revoke the charters from the coal miners we are by no means dis- 
posed to allow our local union to disband if we can help it, and our funds will be 
used to keep up the work of organizing as long as these funds last, or until such 
time as we will have an opportunity to aflSliate with some labor body. If, on the 
contrary, this convention should decide to continue the work in the coal fields, 
and give the coal miners the same consideration as the rest of the organization, 
then our funds are there to be used where they will do the most good. In con- 
nection with this matter, I am also instructed to say that if this organization 
should decide to continue to organize in the coal fields, we are at all times ready 
to contribute our share to carry on the work, but we do not propose to contribute 
our money towards maintaining in the field men whom we have learned by 
experience are unqualified and unfit to occupy any responsible position in the 
organization. By this, I mean James Peretto. 

I am further instructed to ask this convention to call the parties involved in 
the fight above stated face to face, either before the convention or trial committee, 
and an impartial investigation be held and responsibility be placed where respon- 
sibility is due.

Dear Sirs and Brothers:— No doubt some of you delegates here assembled 
are quite familiar with the rich mineral resources that abound in northern On- 
tario. Cobalt, alone, produced in 1908 20,000,000 ounces of silver, valued at ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. This year, according to statistics, the above amount 
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will be doubled. There are employed in and around the mines over 3,500 men, 
and as we only have a membership of 600 members it is plain to be seen that there 
is great need for a first-class organizer. 

There is Elk Lake district, which is about 60 miles northwest of Cobalt, 
which has about 150 members out of about 800 men employed around there. 
Gowganda is another camp, situated about 30 miles west of Elk Lake, which em- 
ploys about 800 men, and it is safe to say that th^e are not more than 50 mem- 
bers in that local. Then we have directly west of there, about 150 miles, the 
Sudbury district, which comprises several old and new camps— Copper Cliff 
chiefly, which employs 2,000 men alone. The surrounding camps range from 
100 men up. Those places are unorganized as yet. The Michipicoten district 
is another mining center without organization ; the same is true of the Sturgeon 
Lake district, and all that great mining belt lying north of the Georgian Bay and 
Lake Superior. This latter district is a gold district. 

Then south of Cobalt we have the Lorian district, which claims three pro- 
ducing mines. All this country is in its infancy as yet, barring Copper Cliff, 
which is about 18 years in operation, and there is no doubt in my mind but what 
the above camps will be permanent, and as in my opinion the time is ripe for 
organization, I wish to say to the incoming President that by giving us a first- 
class, cool-headed, competent organizer, the per capita received from new mem- 
bers will more than recompense the salary of an organizer.

men have endeavored to better the condition of the working class in Mexico, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the W. F. M. pledge to these men, Villarell, Magoon and 
Rivera, our moral support, and recommend that the locals of this organization 
extend, as far as they are able, their financial assistance to the defense committee 
in Bisbee, which has this matter in charge. 

Denver, Colorado, July 24, 1908. 
To the Delegates of the Sixteenth Annual Convention, W. F. M. 

We, your Committee on Good and Welfare, respectfully submit Resolution 
No. 119, relative to the cases of the Mexicans, Villarell, Magoon and Rivera, now 
under arrest in California, and beg to report that, upon investigation, we are 
convinced that these men are innocent of the crimes charged against them ; that 
this is simply another case of capitalist persecution; we also find that Bisbee 
Local No. 106, has appointed a committee to assist in the defense of these men. 
We would recommend that the W. F. M. pledge its moral support to these men. 

We further recommend that the locals of the W. F. M. donate such sums 
as the condition of their treasury will permit and forward the same to the De- 
fense Committee, care of Bisbee Local No. 106.

To the Officers and Delegates of the Seventeenth Annual Convention, Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Brothers:— We, your Engrossing Committee, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing as a summary of the amendments to the Constitution, By-Laws and Ritual 
of your organization, having received the approval of the Seventeenth Annual 
Convention, the same to be submitted to a referendum vote of the membership : 

CONSTITUTION. 

To amend Sec. 1, Art. II of the Constitution, line 19. 

Strike out ** second Monday in July'' and insert ** third Monday in July." 

To amend Sec. 4, Art. II of the Constitution, by striking out all of line 8 
after the word ** Federation ' ' and up to and including the word '* thereof" on 
line 9, and inserting the following: 

Such delegates and alternates shall be nominated and selected in compli- 
ance with Sec. 1, Art. Ill of the By-Laws, and said election of delegates and 
alternates shall take place at the semi-annual election of all local unions, the first 
meeting in June. 

To amend Sec. 5, Art. Ill of the Constitution, line 24, page 10. 

Strike out ** first week in April" and insert ** first week in May." 

Amend Sec. 1, Art. IV of the Constitution. Strike out section 1 and insert 
the following: 

The revenue of the Federation shall be derived from a charter fee of ten 
dollars and a per capita tax of twenty-five cents per month on all monthly dues 
collected in accordance with the stamp system, to be paid from the general fund 
of each union through the purchase of said stamps in advance, and in case of 
emergency such assessments as in the judgment of the Executive Board or con- 
vention may be necessary, the same shall be paid from the general fund and 
based on the preceeding quarterly report previous to such assessment. 

Amend Sec. 2, Art. IV of the Constitution by striking out all of said section 
and inserting the following: 

Any union failing to purchase the required number of per capita and 
assessment stamps to stamp all membership cards in compliance with the stamp 
system shall be penalized as prescribed by Section 3 of Article VII of the Con- 
stitution. 

Sec. 5, Art. VIII. Whenever a member of a local union shall become a 
foreman, shift bgss or assume a position that cannot be termed as part of the 
mining industry, he shall lose all rights to a voice, vote or seat in the meetings 
of his local union, but may continue his membership as a beneficiary member, or 
upon application to the financial secretary he may be granted a withdrawal card. 

Amendment to Sec. 2, Art. VIII of the Constitution, line 36. 

Amend by striking out the words **in either case," also words ''or plain- 
tiff." 

Amendment to Art. II, Sec. 6, Constitution. New section. 

Ladies' Auxiliaries of the Western Federation of Miners shall be entitled 
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to one delegate, with one vote for each auxiliary in good standing, but mileage 
and per diem shall be paid by the auxiliary. 

Amendment to Art. VII, to be known as Sec. 4. 

Any local union whose secretary fails to forward to the Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the Western Federation of Miners properly filled out quarterly and 
annual reports within twenty-five days after the same become due on April 1st, 
July 1st, September 1st, and January 1st, shall be advertised in the Miners' 
Magazine as being in bad standmg. 

This section shall not apply to local unions in Alaska. 

Art. Ill, Sec. 5, page 10, lines 41 and 42. 

For his services he shall receive the sum of one hundred fifty dollars 
($150.00) per month. 

BY-LAWS. 

To amend Sec. 1, Art. Ill of the By-Laws, line 3, strike out ** March and 
September,'' and insert *'June and December." 

Line 12. Strike out '* April and October" and insert *'July and January." 

Addition to the By-Laws, Art. II, to be known as Sec. 8. 

Secretaries issuing cards shall place seal of local union on front cover of 
same. 

Art. I, Sec. 9. That the first sentence down to and including the word 
state" be stricken out and. the following inserted: Where a majority of local 
unions in a district or state deem it necessary they may organize a district or 
state union for the purpose of doing business for the district or state. 

RITUAL.
